Another Stone & Ball 
Counterstamp 

R. S. Ferguson, Cameron Mills, 
N.Y., reports that he has an 1831 
cent bearing the “Stone & Ball” 
counterstamp (see page 1689 June 
issue). 

From Richard N. Wright, presi¬ 
dent of the Onondaga Historical 
Ass’n., Syracuse, N.Y. comes the 
following information: 

Stone & Ball succeeded Norton & 
Hotchkiss, and was a leading retail 
jeweler and silversmith from March 
1853 to February 1869. The partners 
were Seymour H. Stone and Calvin 


S. Ball. Ball continued the business 
under his own name until October 
1903 when he sold out to Stetson & 
Crouse. 

Seymour Stone was 22 and Calvin 
S. Ball, Jr., was a week short of 21 
when, in March 1853, they took over 
the business of B. R. Norton & Com¬ 
pany. Both had served in the old 
firm of apprentices, starting at 
salaries of $25 a year with free 
board and room in their employer’s 
home. 

The young merchants conceived 
the idea of perpetuating the new 
firm name by stamping it on every 
twenty-five cent piece that came into 
their possession. The coins were then 
placed in the till and used for change. 
The practice was dropped after the 
first two years. 

Much comment was aroused as 
word of the marked coins was heard 
from various parts of the country. 
But for twenty years after the start 
of the Civil War most of them dis¬ 
appeared. Not until 1880, Mr. Ball 
recalled at the turn of the century, 
did they begin to be found again. It 
was his opinion that the silver had 
been “hidden away down South.” 

In 1896 and early 1897 Ball re¬ 
ceived letters from California, Wis¬ 
consin, Arkansas and Pennsylvania 
about the coins. One reported “the 
piece is so old and worn that the 
date is gone, although your name 
and address are still plain.” 

Incidentally, the Onondaga His¬ 
torical Ass’n. is very anxious to ac¬ 
quire one of the coins bearing the 
Stone & Ball counterstamp.

1804 the 10 and 4 o’clock points of 
the upper right star are not in line 
nor 180 degrees apart. In the Zerbe 

1805 the 10 and 4 o’clock points of 
the upper right star, the 1 and 7 
o’clock points (see illustration) and 
the 10 and 4 o’clock points of the 
second star from the top on the 
right and the 10 and 4 o’clock points 
on the lower left star are not in line 
nor 180 degrees apart. All other 


stars on these coins nave their oppo¬ 
site points in line and 180 degrees 
apart. With this clue it becomes 
clear that the star points could have 
been tampered with to avoid basic 
similarity to a known variety of 
another date. 

On comparing the positions of the 
unmolested stars relative to the bust, 
letters, and the 188 border dentils 
and disregarding the last figure of 
the date, it becomes clear that each 
element of the 1804 Zerbe dollar is 
identical to the 1802 over 1 Bolender

National Bank, 
1 Church St., New Haven’s oldest 
bank, with a history that began in 
1792, the year the very first coins 
were minted by the United States. 
The First New Haven National 
Bank has the oldest national bank 
charter in use. The coin collection 
will be part of the Open House Cele¬ 
bration to introduce the public to 
the Bank’s modern and functional 
new Headquarters Building. 

This is the first time a complete 
collection of United States coins has 
been exhibited in New England. The 
collection has been open to the pub¬ 
lic on restricted occasions in New 
York City, Dallas, Chicago, Phila¬ 
delphia, Richmond, Baltimore and 
Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ington, D.C. 

It is renowned for its complete¬ 
ness, including a specimen of every 
U.S. coin regularly minted for cir¬ 
culation since 1792, and for the con- 
condition of most of the coins.

stars and last figure of the date, is 
identical with the large date 1803 
dollar Bolender 6 variety. There are 
two tiny die breaks on the top of the 
curls under R and T on both the 
1805 and 1803 B-6 (See illustration). 
Likewise, the lower left stars are 
too close and almost touch. The re¬ 
verses also correspond in die state. 

The conclusion may therefore be 
reached that since some of the stars 
on two separate well known 1802 
and 1803 dies show evidence of alter¬ 
ation that the last figure of the date 
could have also been altered, the 4 
from a 2 and the 5 from a 3. Both 
Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dollars have 


the mint modified the dies by punch¬ 
ing a 4 over a 2 and a 5 over a 3 at 
the time of their dating. There is no 
evidence on either coin of such over¬ 
dating as there is on all other over¬ 
dates of the period. An examination 
of the molested star points under 
high magnification shows that the 
stars in each die were probably not 
repunched or recut, but were altered 
on the coins themselves. It is be¬ 
lieved that this overdate thought 
must therefore be rejected. 

To force metal from one position 
to another by expert tooling or 
chasing has been done before, but 
the skill and perseverance which 
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would have been required in altering 
these coins is indeed fantastic. 

I hope the new facts which are 
pointed out with respect to these 
coins will not dim the hope of every 
numismatist to locate and reveal the 
identity of an unknown coin to the 
world. 


Eliasberg Collection 

To Be Exhibited in New Haven 

The world’s foremost collection of 
United States coins is to be displayed 
October 2 to October 20 at the First 
New Haven (Conn.) National Bank, 
1 Church St., New Haven’s oldest 
bank, with a history that began in 
1792, the year the very first coins 
were minted by the United States. 
The First New Haven National 
Bank has the oldest national bank 
charter in use. The coin collection 
will be part of the Open House Cele¬ 
bration to introduce the public to 
the Bank’s modern and functional 
new Headquarters Building. 

This is the first time a complete 
collection of United States coins has 
been exhibited in New England. The 
collection has been open to the pub¬ 
lic on restricted occasions in New 
York City, Dallas, Chicago, Phila¬ 
delphia, Richmond, Baltimore and 
Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 
ington, D.C. 

It is renowned for its complete¬ 
ness, including a specimen of every 
U.S. coin regularly minted for cir¬ 
culation since 1792, and for the con- 
condition of most of the coins. 

The collection includes the only 
known specimen of the 1873 “CC” 
dime without arrows, and the 1870 
“S” three dollar gold piece. 

A few of the other rarities are: 
1913 Liberty Head Nickel, 1894 “S” 
Liberty Head Dime, 1838 “0” Half 
“Stickney” Silver Dollar, 1822 Half 


Eagle and the 1955 Pan Pacific Com¬ 
memorative Set. 

Also on display will be the dis¬ 
continued Two Cent, Three Cent 
Silver and Nickel and Twenty Cent 
pieces as well as unusual specimens 
of currency. In addition, there will 
be coins of the colonial period, pieces 
of odd and curious forms of money, 
an outstanding collection of South 
American gold coins and gold coins 
of foreign countries. 

The exhibition of this unique col¬ 
lection was arranged by the collec¬ 
tor, Louis Eliasberg, Chairman of 
the Board of the Finance Company 
of America at Baltimore, at the in¬ 
vitation of the First New Haven 
National Bank. He and his predeces¬ 
sor worked at assembling these coins 
since 1891.

As the 15th of October falls on

1804 the 10 and 4 o’clock points of 
the upper right star are not in line 
nor 180 degrees apart. In the Zerbe 

1805 the 10 and 4 o’clock points of 
the upper right star, the 1 and 7 
o’clock points (see illustration) and 
the 10 and 4 o’clock points of the 
second star from the top on the 
right and the 10 and 4 o’clock points 
on the lower left star are not in line 
nor 180 degrees apart. All other 


stars on these coins nave their oppo¬ 
site points in line and 180 degrees 
apart. With this clue it becomes 
clear that the star points could have 
been tampered with to avoid basic 
similarity to a known variety of 
another date. 

On comparing the positions of the 
unmolested stars relative to the bust, 
letters, and the 188 border dentils 
and disregarding the last figure of 
the date, it becomes clear that each 
element of the 1804 Zerbe dollar is 
identical to the 1802 over 1 Bolender

rglHERE HAS been a great deal of 
interest in the tokens of Alaska 
since the publishing of the book on 
Alaskan coinage.

rpHE MOST important chapter in 
the long and involved history of 
the 1804 silver dollars has now been 
written with the announcement that 
one coin dated 1804 and another 
dated 1805 have been fully authenti¬ 
cated by M. H. Bolender of San 
Marino, California, the recognized 
authority on the early silver dollars. 
After careful study, Mr. Bolender 
has pronounced these to be authentic 
coins struck at the United States 
Mint by the same manufacturing 
processes used for the silver dollars 
coined from 1794 through 1803. 

These two coins were known to 
Spink & Son Ltd. of London, before 
they reached the late B. G. Johnson 
of St. Louis early in 1939. In 
November, 1939 they were pur¬ 
chased by the late Farran Zerbe for 
his pi*ivate collection. Mr. Zerbe was 
then the Curator of the Chase Man¬ 
hattan Bank’s Museum of Moneys 
of the World. In March, 1941, Mr. 
Zerbe sold these two coins to Louis 
S. Werner of New York. 

Mr. Werner is a well-known nu¬ 
mismatist and has been a collector 
for 36 years. His first major numis¬ 
matic contribution was in 1936 when 


he detected seven different types of 
counterfeits among the commemo¬ 
rative half dollars and thereafter 
helped to convict the counterfeiter. 
His specialty is ancient Jewish coins 
(of which he has one of the finest 
known collections) and his discover¬ 
ies of unlisted and counterfeit coins 
of this series are numerous, inclu¬ 
ding the outstanding discovery of a 
silver shekel of the Second Revolt 
of the Jews, A.D. 132-133, obverse 
of Year One, reverse of Year Two. 
He co-authored “Jewish Symbols on 
Ancient Jewish Coins” published in 
1944. One of his most interesting 
discoveries involved an 1838 Go- 
brecht dollar which was overstruck 
on an 1859 brilliant proof silver 
dollar. 

While it is not known whether 
Mr. Johnson did any research on 
these coins while they were in his 
possession, it is known that he con¬ 
cluded that they could not be genu¬ 
ine because they did not resemble 
the then known 1804 dollars. Like¬ 
wise, the extent of Mr. Zerbe’s re¬ 
search is unknown. He did not guar¬ 
antee them to Mr. Werner, stating 
simply that “They may be false or 
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this high magnification no indica¬ 
tions of any distortions or replace¬ 
ment of the date could be found. The 
texture of the silver surface imme¬ 
diately surrounding the date digits 
and of the fillets curving from the 
depressed flat area up into the sides 
of the raised numbers appeared to 
match the texture exactly at other 
comparable portions of the coin. 
Action of the etch was uniform at 
all portions of the coin treated. This 
eliminates the possibility of replace¬ 
ment numbers having been soldered 
to the coin surface, as solder would 
have shown up as slight changes in 
color and texture.” 

Mr. Werner discussed the possible 
sale of these two coins with Mr. and 
Mrs. A. J. Ostheimer, 3rd of Phila¬ 
delphia, who own one of the finest 
and most complete collections of the 
different varieties of silver dollars 
in existence today. For almost a 
year, Mrs. Ostheimer has been col- 
laborating with Mr. Bolender in 
preparation for a revision of his 
important book, “The United States 
Early Silver Dollars,” published in 
1950 and now almost unobtainable. 
The Ostheimers advised Mr. Werner 
that they would be interested in ac¬ 
quiring his 1804 and 1805 silver dol¬ 
lars if they and Mr. Bolender were 
given ample opportunity to examine 
and more carefully study the coins 
for attribution. This was done and 
the Ostheimers purchased the two 
coins. 

Mr. Bolender’s lengthy reports 
can be summarized as follows: 

The 1804 Dollar 

The obverse die used to strike this 
coin is unlike any other known ob¬ 
verse die. It is quite similar to that 
used for the Stickney and Dexter 
specimens pictured in the “Guide 
Book” but certain variations are 
apparent. On the Zerbe-Werner- 


Ostheimer specimen, the end of the 
highest curl on top of the head is 
full and regular as on other contem¬ 
porary pieces, the figure 8 is center¬ 
ed between the 1 and 0 in the date, 
and the last star (the 13th or lowest 
star on the right) is relatively near 
the bust. In contrast, on the well- 
known restrikes, the highest curl on 
top of the head appears to be cut 
off, the figure 8 is closer to the 1, 
and the last star is farther from the 
bust. 

The reverse die used for this coin 
is the well-known “Reverse A,” the 
same die used for the 1801 B-2, 1802 
B-l, B-4 and B-6, and the 1803 B-4 
and B-6 (or B-2, which is generally 
considered to be the same as B-6). 

The borders are denticulated and 
without raised rims as are other 
contemporary specimens. The edge 
is clearly lettered and evenly struck 
as are the other dollars of the 1794- 
1805 period. 

The 1805 Dollar 

The obverse die used to strike this 
coin is unlike any other known ob¬ 
verse die. The reverse die used for 
this coin is also “Reverse A” which 
was used for striking other coins as 
mentioned in describing the 1804 
dollar. The borders and lettered 
edge conform to the other early sil¬ 
ver dollars. 

Both 1804 and 1805 Dollars 

The weight of these coins is nor¬ 
mal for coins of the period with only 
slight wear. 

A careful and searching study of 
these obverse and reverse dies indi¬ 
cates that the engraver was the 
same one who cut other dies for the 
1801, 1802 and 1803 silver dollars. 

Using reverse dies of former 
years was apparently Mint practice 
in the early days. In silver dollars, 
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we have such examples as (1) usage 
of “Reverse A” combined with eight 
known obverse dies dated 1801-1805 
inclusive, (2) the so-called “Reverse 
B,” used in combination with seven 
known obverse dies dated 1801-1803 
inclusive, and (3) the reverse die 
used for 1795 B-14, 1796 B-l, B-2 
and B-3, 1797 B-2 and 1798 B-2. In 
the light of this practice, Mr. Bol- 
ender and Mrs. Ostheimer have 
studied a large series of 1801-1803 
varieties struck with “Reverse A,” 
compared them with the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer dollars of 1804 
and 1805 and agreed upon the ap¬ 
proximate sequence in which various 
die varieties must have been struck, 
based upon the progressive break¬ 
down of the reverse die as evidenced 
by die cracks. This sequence was 
also checked by Frank M. Stirling 
of Baton Rouge and W. Earl Spies 
of Baltimore, using their own im¬ 
portant variety collections of these 
early silver dollars. Since the com¬ 
plete sequence is rather complicated, 
it is simply noted herein that the 
Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 1804 speci¬ 
men was apparently struck after 
the examined 1802 B-4’s, but before 
all other examined varieties dated 
1801-1803 with “Reverse A.” The 
Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 1805 speci¬ 
men was apparently struck at about 
the same stage of the die as the 
examined 1803 B-6 specimens, and 
after all other varieties with “Re¬ 
verse A.” 

Subject to the fact that the dates 
of coins minted did not necessarily 
always coincide with the year of 
coinage, it may be of interest to re¬ 
view the generally recognized silver 
dollar coinage for 1801-1805 in¬ 
clusive, together with the number of 
known Bolender varieties for these 
years, exclusive of restrikes 1801 
B-5, 1802 B-8, 1803 B-7 and the 1804 
restrike varieties.

According to official Mint reports, 
this coinage was completed by 
March 28, 1804. 

** On June 3, 1805, the United 
States Bank recorded a deposit 
of silver dollars valued at some 
$30,000, which included 321 
American silver dollars. It is 
also recorded that they were re¬ 
turned to the Mint on June 28, 
1805. 

It seems reasonable in Mr. Bol- 
ender’s opinion, to assume that the 
Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 1804 dol¬ 
lar was struck late in 1803 or early 
in 1804, that other varieties of 1801- 

1803 with “Reverse A” (exclusive of 
1802 B-4) were subsequently struck 
late in 1803 or early in 1804 and that 
the Mint report of 19,570 dollars 
coined in 1804 was probably accu¬ 
rate. Mr. Bolender also believes that 
the Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 1805 
dollar was struck after the 1804 and 
other varieties of 1801-1803 with 
“Reverse A” but at about the same 
time as some 1803 B-6’s. 

Further research on the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer silver dollars of 

1804 and 1805 is in process, as well 
as work upon the proposed revision 
of the Bolender book. Accordingly, 
it is hoped that silver dollars dated 
1804 or 1805 and unlike the known 
1804 restrikes, as well as other early 
silver dollars which may have been 
struck with dies or a combination of 
dies different from those described 
in the Bolender book, will be report¬ 
ed to Mr. Bolender, Mr. Werner, or 
Mrs. Ostheimer. 
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genuine.” Mr. Werner’s own opinion, 
however, was that the two coins 
were genuine, contemporarily struck 
pieces. 

In 1951, at the A.N.A. annual con¬ 
vention held in Phoenix, Mr. Werner 
let it be known that he owned an 
1805 silver dollar but withheld 
knowledge of his 1804. Early in 1952, 
Mr. Werner visited Mr. Bolender 
(who then lived at Freeport, Illinois) 
and asked him to examine the 1805 
silver dollar. After a relatively 
brief study, Mr. Bolender advised 
Mr. Werner that, to his surprise, the 
coin appeared to be genuine, that he 
could see no evidence of alteration 
and that the obverse die was unlike 
any used for other early silver dol¬ 
lars of the period of 1794-1804, in¬ 
cluding the restrikes. When the 
publicity given to Mr. Werner’s dis¬ 
closure of the existence of the 1805 
specimen raised doubts of its genu¬ 
ineness, he decided to allow both 
coins to remain hidden for a while, 
notwithstanding his faith in them. 

While it is not considered neces¬ 
sary to comment at length herein on 
the mysteries of the known 1804 sil¬ 
ver dollars, it should be noted that 
numismatists have been in almost 
100% agreement that all of the 
known 1804 specimens fall in the 
restrike category. The known 1804’s 
have been classified and re-classified, 
sold and resold, and much has been 
written about them. But no one has 
yet argued convincingly that any of 
them were struck during the 1794- 
1804 period. It would be difficult to 
so argue because of certain key 
features of the restrikes such as (1) 
the edges do not appear cleanly 
struck with the lettering used in the 
early period 1794-1803 (instead, the 
edges are either plain or the letter¬ 
ing appears to be partly flattened 
by the so-called “collar” used after 
1836) and (2) the borders have defi¬ 


nite rims, presumably a further re¬ 
sult of the so-called “collar.” 

Early in 1960, Mr. Werner de¬ 
cided to establish once and for all 
whether or not his 1804 and 1805 
silver dollars were genuine, contem¬ 
porary pieces. In March, at Mr. 
Werner’s request, Academy Testing 
Laboratories Inc. of New York com¬ 
pleted metallographic examinations 
of both dollars. Their report on each 
specimen heads as follows: 

“The submitted U.S. silver dollar 
was examined using a Bausch & 
Lomb ILS Metallograph at various 
magnifications from 25 X to 1150 X. 

“The formation and contour of the 
numerals in the date is the same as 
the other letters of the coin. No vis¬ 
ible evidence was found of alter¬ 
ation by the addition, removal or 
tooling of the metal. 

“Based upon our examination of 
this coin, it is our opinion that the 
date was die struck and has not been 
altered.” 

In June, 1960, at Mr. Werner’s 
request, Lucius Pitkin Inc. of New 
York also studied these two coins 
and their report on each coin is as 
follows: 

“A United States silver dollar 
dated (1804-1805) was studied with 
microscopes at magnifications rang¬ 
ing from 30 to 500 times to look for 
any evidence of tampering with or 
replacement of the last digit of the 
date. 

“The coin was carefully examined 
under bright light with a 30-power 
binocular microscope. It w~as then 
cleaned with liquid soap and water, 
washed with alcohol and dried, then 
very lightly etched in the region of 
the date with a solution containing 
potassium dichromate, salt and sul¬ 
phuric acid in water. 

“It was then examined at 500 
magnification on a Bausch & Lomb 
metallographic microscope. Even at

1804 2 )otfars

/"VNE OF THE more fantastic and 
” bizarre conjectures concerning 
what happened to all of the 19,570 
silver dollars alleged to have been 
struck in 1804 was that they were 
paid to the Barbary pirates as trib¬ 
ute or ransom. History records that 
shipping in the early 1800’s was 
hazardous in the Mediterranean be¬ 
cause of the pirate’s seizure of ships 
and men. Ransom or tribute was de¬ 
manded for the release of ships and 
men. There is no doubt that histori¬ 
cally speaking the striking of silver 
dollai’s in 1804 coincided with the 
trouble with the pirates. This con¬ 
jecture still leaves the unanswered 
question of where the 19,570 dollars 
ended up. In the natural coui'se of 
events some of these coins would 
have had to eventually landed with 
dealers and thei’e would be in col¬ 
lectors’ hands more than the 14 or 
15 specimens known to exist today. 

The above is cited as one of the 
more wild speculations made about 
this coin and very aptly points up 
the necessity of examining all facets 
of what must be classified as new 
conjectures that are brought forth 
today. There are certain known 


facts regarding the 1804 and 1805 
dollars with which any new theory 
must conform or be discarded. 

The recent article, “Contemporary 

1804 and 1805 Silver Dollars Authen¬ 
ticated” written by Alfred J. Ost- 
heimer III, which appeared recently 
in The Numismatic Scrapbook Mag¬ 
azine, especially that part of the 
work done on early silver dollars by 
M. H. Bolender of San Marino, Calif. 
Mr. Bolender needs no introduction 
to numismatists because of his 
splendid book, “The United States 
Early Silver Dollars” which identi¬ 
fies the 106 die varieties in the dol¬ 
lars struck between 1794 and 1803. 
At this point it should be stated that 
Mr. Bolender is no doubt correct in 
stating that the Ostheimer speci¬ 
mens of the 1804 and 1805 dollar 
have all of the appearances of being 
struck in the years the coins are 
dated. However, some of the state¬ 
ments supporting this contention 
bear further scrutiny in view of the 
known facts. 

In support of authenticating the 

1805 dollar Mr. Ostheimer cites a 
deposit at the Mint on June 3, 1805 
in the amount of $30,000 which in- 
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eluded 321 silver U.S. dollars. He 
further states that these were re¬ 
turned to the Mint on June 28, 1805. 
A review of the Mint books of ac¬ 
count show that Mr. Ostheimer is 
correct in stating that a deposit was 
made by the United States Bank on 
that date in the amount of $30,000., 
however no mention is made in the 
records examined of 321 American 
dollars being received in this deposit. 
The “Blotter” or daily journal does 
on June 28, 1805 record a deposit by 
the United States Bank in the 
amount of $8,821.00 with the no¬ 
tation that in the deposit 321 Ameri¬ 
can silver dollars were found. 

When traced dow r n to the silver 
bullion account, which is the final 
entry before paying the deposit, this 
is the entry which was found: 

June 28, 1805 Bank of U.S. 

Dollars Dollars Value 

321 34,000 $8,821.00 

The 321 figure was in red ink and 
represented a credit because these 
dollars were not part of the bullion 
melted down. The 34,000 quarter 
dollars are equivalent to $8,500 
which added to $321.00 equals 
$8,821.00, the amount which was re¬ 
turned to the Bank of the United 
States. At that time a small re¬ 
coinage fee was exacted and by re¬ 
fraining from melting down the 321 
dollars, this was saved. From the 
above it can be readily seen that the 
321 silver dollars were returned to 
the Bank of the United States. It is 
difficult to see how, by any stretch 
of the imagination this 321 figure 
could in any way be construed as a 
coin production figure for the year 
1805. The 321 United States silver 
dollars involved in this transaction 
would have had to be dated between 
the years 1794 and 1803. 

The statement by Mr. Ostheimer 
that the specimen of the 1804 dollar 
in his possession was struck either 


late in 1803 or early in 1804 should 
also be scrutinized in light of known 
facts.* At this point it would be well 
to quote from an article on the 1804 
dollar which appeared in the July 
1958 NSM on pages 1558 and 1559. 

“The following letter dated Sept. 
16, 1803 from Elias Boudinot, then 
Director of the Mint, to the Secre¬ 
tary of State, officially advises 
the closing of the Mint: 

“ ‘I beg leave through you, to in¬ 
form the President of the United 
States, that a dangerous malignant 
fever has again appeared in this 
city, which will oblige me to shut up 
the Mint for a short time. I perhaps 
might have continued it open some 
little time longer, but having worked 
up the bullion on hand, I have no 
hopes in the present state of the 
City of anyone making fresh de¬ 
posits — till the alarm is over. We 
should of course be idle, and there¬ 
fore on a plan of economy I have 
consented to this measure, as a few 
hundred dollars will be saved the 
United States and no loss sustained. 
As it will take some days to make 
the necessary arrangements, if the 
President should approve, a line sig¬ 
nifying it will be punctually attend¬ 
ed to.’ ” 

“In order that the reader may ap¬ 
preciate what steps were necessary 
to effect the shut down and more 
importantly the ensuing confusion 
that must have existed upon re¬ 
opening, the security measures as 
prescribed by Elias Boudinot, the 
Director, are outlined below. 

“ ‘All accounts of Bullion and ex¬ 
penses must be closed till the day of 
shutting the Mint so that the Bullion 
due or from the Mint may be clear¬ 
ly ascertained. 

* The conditions under which restrikes were 
made cannot guarantee any consistency 
in dies. In view of this resemblance to 
contemporary 1803’s would be coincidental 
rather than conclusive. 
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“ ‘All the Gold and Silver Bullion 
must be coined as far as possible, 
and every deposit paid off, if the 
Coin will permit of it, before closing 
the Mint. 

“ ‘Whatever shall remain of gold 
-—or silver Coin, Bullion, Clippings, 
or Grains must be returned on war¬ 
rant to the Treasurer, who will take 
such measures for its security as he 
sees fit. 

“ ‘The officers of the different de¬ 
partments will take measures to se¬ 
cure all the works in every part of

the Mint together with the tools, im¬ 
plements and machinery belonging 
to their respective departments so 
that they may not be injured or even 
visited during their absence without 
leave. The Chief Coiner will also see 
that all the presses are secured and 
the mechanisms put away in a sep¬ 
arate place. 

“ ‘The Chief Coiner and Engraver 
will particularly attest to the des¬ 
truction of all spoiled dies, so that 
no possible use may be made of them 
for coinage in case they should be 
stolen, not so much as for a pattern. 

“ ‘All good dies must be boxed up 
and sent to the Bank of the United 
States, an official list being first 
taken and left with the Director’s 
clerk. 

“ ‘If practical, with safety, the 
Chief Coiner, or his clerk will now 


and then visit the Mint to see that 
all remains as left. 

“ ‘The horses will be put out to 
pasture under the care of Mr. Eck- 
feldt. 

“ ‘All of the books and files of 
papers must be carefully locked up 
in a box or chest and carried to the 
Bank of the United States being 
first sealed with the seal of the Mint. 

“ ‘The different keys of the Mint 
had best to also be lodged in the 
Bank in a box carefully secured and 
locked.’ ” 



sold recently for $29,000.00 

The Mint was closed from the 15th 
of September until the first of No¬ 
vember, 1803. The time it took the 
Mint to divest itself of the security 
measures taken and also the time 
in getting the machinery in working 
order is reflected in the fact that it 
was not until December 12, 1803 that 
the first batch of dollars in the 
amount of 6,380 were struck. On 
December 31, 1803 an additional 
5,840 were paid out to a depositor. 
It must be remembered that coin 
presses in those days were hand 
operated. This made a total of 12,220 
silver dollars struck in the month of 
December. The total production of 
dollars for the entire year of 1803 
was 66,064. The production of silver 
dollars in the month of December 
1803 represented 16% of the total 
production for the entire year and 
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is evidence of the extremely heavy 
workload put on the employees of 
the Mint at that time. Further stress 
must have been placed by the at¬ 
trition of employees that must have 
accrued due to the yellow fever 
epidemic. 

The fall of the year is the time the 
Mint normally prepares the new 
dies for the ensuing - year. 

According to Dr. Leland Howard, 
Assistant Director of the Bureau of 
the Mint, it takes an engraver today 
about six weeks to complete a 
“Galvano” including the time neces¬ 
sary to electx-oplate. Another week 
is taken up in the hubbing process 
to produce a working die. 

Engraving in steel, which was the 
process used in 1803, is an entirely 
different operation than doing the 
same work in wax and plastic used 
in the “Galvanos” today. There was 
no Janvier (reducing) machine 
making it necessary to make the die 
the exact size of the coin to be 
struck. This w r as a time consuming 
and tedious operation. A man could 
not possibly stay at such work for 
an entire day. The speed of engrav¬ 
ing varies with the man doing the 
work and Dr. Howard conservatively 
estimates that in those days it would 
have taken an average engraver 
seven or more weeks to make a new 
dollar die. In view of the large num¬ 
ber of die varieties existing in the 
early years of our coinage it is not 
believed that the hubbing process 
had been perfected (NSM Aug. 1959 
The Working Die and Our Coinage). 

In the face of the time involved 
during the month of November 1803 
in getting the Mint back in operation 
coupled with the fact that the Mint 
produced about double its average 
1803 monthly coinage it seems im¬ 
possible that time could have been 
found to engrave a dollar die for 


1804 much less to strike a single 
dollar piece of that date. 

The theory that the Ostheimer 
1804 dollar was struck early in 1804 
also bears examination in the light 
of known facts. There were 10,500 
silver dollars struck in January of 
1804. If true, the assumption that 
this specimen was struck in early 
1804 would present one of the 
strangest enigmas of numismatic 
history. If the total production in 
the month of January was dated 
1804, then you have to account for 
the balance of the 10,499 pieces or 
to assume that only one piece was 
struck with the date of 1804. The 
first conjecture would be impossible. 

It is a well known axiom of numis¬ 
matics that the price of a coin is 
regulated by the number of any par¬ 
ticular specimen that are available 
to collectors. Whereas there is 
nothing conclusive in this rule it is 
believed that the following compari¬ 
sons bear out this axiom. From what 
has been recorded in this article it 
would seem that the only answer to 
the long standing mystery of the 
1804 dollar is that all 19,570 struck 
in 1804 were dated 1803 because 
there was no time to make a new 
die for the reasons previously stated. 
Assuming this to be the case it will 
be interesting to make an analysis 
of the coinage figures for dollars 
struck in 1803 and 1804 and some 
comparison with other early coinage 
valuations. By adding the 19,570 
dollars struck in 1804 to the 66,064 
struck in 1803 we would have a total 
of 85,634 struck with the date 1803. 
During those early years the year 
that most clearly approximates this 
figure is 1796 when 72,920 were 
struck. There were six varieties of 
the 1796 dollar and according to the 
Guide Book their average price in 
good condition is $32.75. There are 
two varieties of the 1803 dollar and 
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from the same source the average 
value is $22.50. The greater valu¬ 
ation of the 179(5 dollar is reflected 
in the fact that under this assump¬ 
tion there were 12,714 more dollars 
dated 1803 than 1796. 

Because of the recent publicity 
given to the 1804 dollar it would be 
well at this time to review all of the 
other known facts about these coins. 
It is generally accepted by students 
of American numismatics that all 
existing specimens of the 1804 dol¬ 
lar are re-strikes falling into two 
classifications known as Type I and 
II. It is usually agreed that Type I 
was struck in the early 1840’s and 
that Type II was struck between 
1858 and I860.* 

There is one extremely important 
fact about the first type upon which 
some very logical and conclusive 
conjectures can be made. In the 
September 1940 issue of NSM there 
was published a letter written by 
Mathew A. Stickney on July 2, 1867 
to Edward Cogan, New York dealer. 
In the letter he stated “Of the genu¬ 
ineness of my U.S. dollar of 1804 I 
think there cannot be entertained 
a doubt, as it was handed me directly 
from the cabinet of the U.S. Mint in 
Philadelphia on the 9th of May, 
1843, by one of its officers who still 
holds the same situation there and 
can testify to it. It was not then 
considered any more valuable than 
any other of the series, and I only 
desired it to help make up the 
chronological series, which I perhaps 
was the first to attempt to make of 
U.S. coins. . . .It is a perfect speci¬ 
men and I was not aware that there 
was any other original one existing, 
save the one I left in the cabinet of 
the Mint. It was obtained with other 
coins, by an honorable exchange of 
Pine-tree money and rarities not in 
their collection, one piece of which 
has since pi’oved to be of exceeding 


rarity: the Immune Columbia in 
gold. ...” 

Dr. Stefanelli, curator of the Mint 
Cabinet now at the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitution testifies that an Immune 
Columbia piece in gold is in this col¬ 
lection. This is one very tangible 
piece of evidence especially in view 
of the fact that we know from the 
above letter that an 1804 dollar was 
traded for this rarity. 

It is well to examine this trans¬ 
action a little more closely as the 
principle involved represents largely 
the means by which the Mint Cabi¬ 
net was built. From a numismatic 
point of view, Dr. Patterson, who 
was Director at the time, in acquir¬ 
ing’ the Immune Columbia piece in 
gold obtained for the Mint Cabinet 
a great rarity. From the standpoint 
of the bullion account the trans¬ 
action represented the trade of a 
dollar’s worth of silver for a gold 
coin worth intrinsically a whole lot 
more. The bullion account conse¬ 
quently made a profit on the deal. 
It is apparent that not many records 
were kept of transactions of this 
nature, however enough is known 
from what records have been found 


* In 1913, S. H. Chapman, Philadelphia 
dealer, stated that there were four classes of 
1804 dollars. 

1. Proofs, as the lettered edge specimen in 
the Mint. Six known. 

2. Proof of before 1870 from the same 
obverse, but with different reverse, with 
edge lettered, unique. The Lyman specimen. 

3. Proofs of about 1870, same dies as No. 
2 with plain edge and with rust spots beside 
letter U more developed. Specimen in the 
Mint Cabinet and one abroad. 

4. Proofs of about 1876, dies of the first 
mentioned used, but invariably with errors 
in the lettering of the edges, two or three 
letters being doubled or tripled. Of this 
latter class there are four or five in exist¬ 
ence. 

Mr. Chapman also stated, “When I enter¬ 
ed this busines in 1876, these dollars were 
being put on the market by a certain Mint 
official now long deceased. How many were 
struck is unknown. I have seen or heard of 
about four specimens. The price asked for 
them at the time was $600.00 which was 
about the price at which the first impres¬ 
sions were selling.” 
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of the Mint Cabinet and a few bits of 
correspondence that this method was 
frequently employed. When the bul¬ 
lion account was increased in the 
manner described the Director was 
free to use such funds, which were 
surplus, to purchase for cash coins 
for the Mint Cabinet which were not 
otherwise available. 

Director Patterson no doubt had 
the Mint Engraver make the dies for 
the 1804 dollar and his cost here 
would be nothing. It is a well known 
fact that no patterns were struck 
between 1841 and 1848 which would 
have made the engraving depart¬ 
ment available for such a project. 

It is a little known fact that the 
Mint Cabinet was started in 1838 by 
Director Robert M. Patterson who 
was a numismatist and vitally inter¬ 
ested in this endeavor. It was not 
until March of 1839 that Congress 
finally recognized the national im¬ 
portance of this collection by appro¬ 
priating $1,000 for this purpose. By 
this time the collection had, by 
manipulations of the bullion fund, 
reached a size of considerable im¬ 
portance. The small sum appropri¬ 
ated was probably just enough to 
buy cabinets in which to display the 
collection. These were the days of 
free coinage and the opportunities of 
obtaining rare coins from the de¬ 
posits great. It was only necessary 
to substitute the intrinsic value of 
any rare coin that came to the mint 
in a deposit for the melting pot and 
retain the desired coin. There is no 
question but what some of the dupli¬ 
cate finds were sold off as in a book 
of the Mint Cabinet records 1838- 
1839 there appears this notation in 
Dr. Patterson’s handwriting: “But 
as the appropriation will not be 
more than $800 (if that much) the 
deficiency is intended to be met by 
selling off some of the superfluous 
pieces to Roper, Morris and others.” 


This is perfect evidence that many 
means that do not show in the offi¬ 
cial record were employed by Dr. 
Patterson to build the Mint Cabinet. 
In view of the known transaction 
involving an 1804 dollar with Mr. 
Stickney it is logical to assume that 
all known specimens of the Type I 
1804 dollars were ordered struck by 
Dr. Patterson and used for trading 
purposes to build the Mint Cabinet. 
The date of the transaction with Mr. 
Stickney, May 9, 1843, is significant 
in that it was about this time that 
Dr. Patterson became interested in 
forming a foreign section of the 
Mint Cabinet. On June 10, 1843, Dr. 
Patterson wrote the following two 
letters to consuls abroad. To the 
consul at Constantinople he wrote in 
part: 

“The pieces desired are the fol¬ 
lowing: 

“1. One of each of the Greek Em¬ 
perors, either in silver, billon or 
bronze. Our main object being to 
have an historical series, we care 
nothing for ‘rare reverses,’ that is, 
pieces which commend themselves to 
numismatists and command a high 
price simply from something un¬ 
usual about the reverse. Probably 
you can get them for a dollar a 
piece or less, but at any rate, please 
do not expend under this item more 
than fifty dollars. 

“2. Ottoman coins, especially the 
earliest ones to the amount of fifty 
dollars. 

“3. A specimen of the Abbasute 
Caliphs especially the Haroun? 
Albashid? Marden’s work contains 
14 varieties of this renowned Com- 


The fact that the Stickney specimen was 
a proof and he stated the mint cabinet also 
retained a proof lends support to the theory 
that they were struck to add a specimen to 
the cabinet collection. After one was traded 
to Stickney others were struck to exchange 
with both American and European collectors 
and/or institutions. 
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mander of the Faithful, whence I 
infer that they cannot be extremely 
rare. I suppose $5.00 at any rate 
would command a good specimen.” 
The balance of this letter is taken 
up with instructions. 

The letter to the consul at Vienna 
concerned obtaining a series of an¬ 
cient Roman coins and it goes quite 
into detail. Patterson states that he 
has some of the Roman coins in the 
Mint Cabinet but it would appear 
from this letter that he was inter¬ 
ested in acquiring a complete col¬ 
lection at least in bronze. 

In this connection it is interesting 
to note Mr. Ostheimer’s statement 
that his specimen of the 1804 and 
1805 dollars were known to Spink 
and Son Ltd. of London. In view of 
Dr. Patterson’s interest in foreign 
coins at this time it would certainly 
seem more logical to assume that he 
had these 1804 and 1805 dollars to 
use to trade abroad for coins he 
wanted than to presume that these 
coins were the only dollars struck 
in the year with the die with which 
they were stamped. This assumption 
should take into consideration the 
conditions previously stated that ex¬ 
isted at the Mint in late 1803 and 
early 1804 plus the correct interpre¬ 
tation of the entry involving the 321 
silver dollars in 1805. An additional 
factor supports this conjecture is 
that the engraving department of 
the Mint was free to accept any as¬ 
signment that Dr. Patterson might 
assign to it. 

From the evidence that will be 
presented further on it will be seen 
that the Type II 1804 dollar made 
its appearance between 1858 and 
1860. This was during the period 
when James Ross Snowden was 
Director of the Mint. Snowden was 
an avid collector of all medallic art 
on which appeared the impression 
of George Washington. Every means 


at Snowden’s command was used to 
bring to the Mint specimens of these 
Washington pieces. There are in the 
Mint records copies of advertise¬ 
ments for these coins, tokens and 
medals that appeared in papers all 
over the country. The collection he 
formed for the Mint Cabinet is still 
intact, as far as is known, at the 
Smithsonian Institute. 

The Mint correspondence also 
shows that Snowden formed a dupli¬ 
cate collection of Washington pieces 
for Mount Vernon. This he mention¬ 
ed in several letters and in addition 
he had correspondence with Ann 
Pamela Cunningham, founder and 
first regent of the Mount Vernon 
Ladies Association. From this point 
on the correspondence speaks for it¬ 
self leaving the reader free to form 
his own inferences. The sequence of 
letters start off with a communi¬ 
cation to the author from Frank E. 
Morse, Librarian of the Mount Ver¬ 
non Ladies Association. 

“This letter is in reply to your 
telephone inquiries of several days 
ago in regard to a Washington Col¬ 
lection of coins, tokens and medals 
reputed to have been assembled by 
James Snowden for presentation to 
Mount Vernon about 1860. 

“In this connection I have been 
unable to find any evidence of such 
a gift. James Snowden is not in our 
record of donors, I find no acknowl¬ 
edgement of such a gift, and no evi¬ 
dence that such a gift was ever here. 
It does not lodge here now.” 

On June 14, 1859 Edward Cogan 
of Philadelphia addressed the fol¬ 
lowing letter to Director Snowden— 
“I have been applied to by a great 
many collectors of American coins 
wishing to be informed whether the 
report now current — that there are 
many of the Pattern Cents being re¬ 
struck at the Mint for the purpose 
of exchanging them for Washington 
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pieces is true — the only answer I 
can give is that the many pieces 
shown me lately would seem to con¬ 
firm the report. 

“A rumor of this kind uncontra¬ 
dicted will tend to depreciate the 
value of every fine piece in whatever 
collection it may be found and I 
should be glad if you would give it 
the most unqualified denial.” 

To this letter Director Snowden 
replied as follows—-“I have to ac¬ 
knowledge the receipt of your letter 
of yeserday. 

“It is quite true that I have caused 
a number of pattern or specimen 
cents to be struck for the purpose of 
exchanging them for Washington 
pieces whenever opportunities to do 
so occur. If you possess any Wash¬ 
ington pieces I would be much 
obliged if you will send me a list of 
them, and if there are any among 
them which I desire for the Cabinet 
I would be pleased to procure them 
by giving you in exchange other 
interesting medals or coins.” 

On August 28, 1859, L. P. Venen 
of Goshen, Indiana wrote the follow¬ 
ing letter to Snowden —- “A short 
time since I wrote you concerning 
the practicability of obtaining a few 
Amei'ican coins of an early issue. 
You replied that the Mint did not 
furnish the pieces I referred to. The 
coins as you may know are wanted 
for specimens only and now if by any 
means you can aid me in obtaining 
them I shall be ready to compensate 
you to any extent whatever for the 
services you may be pleased to ren¬ 
der me. What do you say?” No an¬ 
swer to this letter could be found in 
the correspondence. 

On March 26, 1860 Director Snow¬ 
den addressed the following letter to 
Secretary of the Treasury Howell 
Cobb—“I ask your kind indulgence 
whil’st I trouble you with a personal 
request. 


“The salary of the Director of the 
Mint remains the same as it was 
fixed by the present Mint law of the 
17th of January 1837, namely, $3,500 
per annum. Since that time the ex¬ 
penses of living in Philadelphia have 
more than doubled. In fact every 
month that passes render the in¬ 
adequacy of my salary more appar¬ 
ent. I have here-to-fore used my 
private means to meet expenses, but 
these are exhausted. I do not feel 
inclined to withdraw from the public 
service because I have been so long 
engaged therein that I am somewhat 
unfitted for private employment and 
( ?). I feel from my experience and 
patient study and investigation that 
I am competent to render the State 
some service in the position I now 
occupy . . .” 

Mr. Colburn of the Appraiser’s 
Office in Boston on May 8, 1860 
wrote the following letter to Direc¬ 
tor Snowden—“Your favor at hand. 
I would like to have the Medal you 
name — but as the ‘Washington be¬ 
fore Boston’ has cost me a large sum 
(it weighs upwards of 6 ounces) I 
prefer to exchange it for some coins 
to complete my series which is want¬ 
ing—Dollar of 1804, %$’s of 1823, 
1827, Half Dime 1802, Half Cents 
1842, 1852 (Author’s note: None 
minted for circulation). 

“Our Numismatic Society have 
requested Hon. C. F. Adams; M.C. 
(Who has a fine collection of 
medals) to urge a compliance with 
your suggestion for the restriking 
of our National Medals.” In his 
reply Snowden agrees that his offer 
was not enough, is glad Society 
backs re-striking of National Medals 
but has nothing to say about the 
1804 dollar or 1842 and ’52 half cents. 

On July 18, 1860 Mr. Colburn of 
the Appraiser’s Office in Boston 
again addressed Director Snowden— 
“I have just received from your city 
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a Dollar of 1804 the price of which 
is $75.00, the person who sends it 
says — I feel perfectly satisfied that 
if not an original that it is from the 
original die. I shall be greatly 
obliged if you will inform me if the 
die is in the Mint and if any speci¬ 
mens have been struck from it. 

“My opinion is that the die of this 
dollar is by the same hand that cut 
the die of a famous Washington 
Half Dollar which appeared a few’ 
months ago.” No answer by Snowden 
was found. 

A J. K. Curtis of New York w r rote 
Director Snowden on July 19, 1860— 
“Will you please inform me if the 
1804 Dollar has been re-struck at 
the Mint as I have heard that sev¬ 
eral have been seen and offered for 
sale. If not struck there is it a new 
die got up by some person in Phila¬ 
delphia. By answ r er'ing the above you 
w r ill greatly oblige etc.” To this 
Snowden replied, “In response to 
your inquiry I have to state that no 
specimen of the dollar of 1804 has 
been struck at the Mint; and I am in¬ 
formed by the foreman of the dies 
that there are no means of doing so. 

“If the pieces are not original 
coins that is to say struck in 1804, 
it is evident that some deception is 
attempted.” 

On July 21, 1860 Mr. Colburn in 
Boston again writes Snowden, “Your 
favor of the 19th is at hand. It seems 
to be the general opinion that the 
1804 Dollar w r as struck from the 
Mint die lately.” On July 23 Snow’den 
replied—“I have your letter of the 
21st instant. In order that I may 
(?) (?) the subject therein referred 
to, I have to request as a favor that 
you will send me by Adams Express 
Co. the dollar of 1804 which is sup¬ 
posed to have been struck from the 
Mint Dies.” On July 25, 1860 Mr. 
Colburn replied to Snowden as fol¬ 
lows—“Your favor of the 23rd is at 


hand. I have returned the dollar of 
1804 to the person from whom I 
received it. I was not willing to pay 
the price he w y anted for it. 

“I think without a doubt that it 
was struck from the die now at the 
Mint.” 

On November 30, 1860 C. P. 
Nichols, the cashier of a bank in 
Buffalo wrote Director Snowden— 
“Your circular came to hand this 
A.M. and I think I shall want more 
than one Mint manual. Expect to be 
in Philadelphia about Xmas when I 
will call on you. We will talk over 
the 1804 dollar as I suppose you are 
aware that I had one of them and 
returned it. If you did not know that 
I purchased one of them please say 
nothing about it until you see me ..” 

On November 12, 1861 four mem¬ 
bers of a committee of the Boston 
Numismatic Society wrote Director 
James Pollock, “The undersigned a 
committee of the Boston Numismatic 
Society were instructed to call your 
attention to the abuse which have of 
late years been practiced at the Mint 
of the United States whereby a 
number of pattern pieces and coins 
from dies of former years have been 
freely struck and disposed of by 
Employees of the Mint to dealers 
who have in turn disposed of them at 
great prices. Two years since mem¬ 
bers of this Society were offered 
specimens of the Dollar of 1804 
of which only three or four examples 
were known; on applying to the Di¬ 
rector of the Mint, he peremptorily 
replied that none had been struck; 
further investigation resulted in the 
fact being proven that three speci¬ 
mens had been struck, two of which 
had been sold for $75.00 each; vari¬ 
ous pattern pieces, in large numbers, 
have also been issued without the ex¬ 
pediency of destroying the dies of the 
current coin, and also pattern pieces 
at the close of each year.”

Contemporary 1804, 1805 Silver Dollars Authenticated 

By 

Alfred J. Ostheimer, 3rd 


T HE most important chapter in 
the long and involved history 
of the 1804 silver dollars has 
now been written with the announce¬ 
ment that one coin dated 1804 and 
another dated 1805 have been fully 
authenticated by M. H. Bolender of 
San Marino, Cal., the recognized 
authority on early silver dollars. 
After careful study, Bolender has 
pronounced these to be authentic 
coins struck at the United States 
mint by the same manufacturing 
processes used for the silver dollars 
coined from 1794 through 1803. 

These two coins were known to 
Spink & Son, Ltd. of London, before 
they I’eached the late B. G. Johnson 
of St. Louis early in 1939. In No¬ 
vember, 1939, they were purchased 
by the late Farran Zerbe for his 
private collection. Zerbe was then 
the Curator of the Chase Manhattan 
Bank’s Museum of Moneys of the 
World. In March, 1941, he sold these 
two coins to Louis S. Werner of 
New York. 

Louis Werner is a well-known 
numismatist who has been a collec¬ 
tor for thirty-six years. His first 
major numismatic contribution was 
in 1932 when he detected seven dif¬ 
ferent types of counterfeits among 
the commemorative half dollars and 
thereafter helped to convict the 
counterfeiter. His specialty is an¬ 
cient Jewish coins (of which he has 
one of the finest known collections) 
and his discoveries of unlisted and 
counterfeit coins of this series are 
numerous, including the outstanding 
discovery of a silver shekel of the 
Second Revolt of the Jews, A.D. 
132-133, obverse of Year One, re¬ 
verse of Year Two. He co-authored 
“Jewish Symbols on Ancient Jewish 
Coins” published in 1944. One of his 
most interesting discoveries involved 
an 1838 Gobrecht dollar which was 
overstruck on an 1859 brilliant proof 
silver dollar. 

While it is not known whether 
Johnson did any research on these 
coins while they were in his posses¬ 


sion, it is known that he concluded 
that they could not be genuine be¬ 
cause they did not resemble the then 
known 1804 dollars. Likewise, the 
extent of Zerbe’s research is un¬ 
known. He did not guarantee them 
to Werner, stating simply that 
“They may be false or genuine.” 
The latter’s own opinion, however, 
was that the two coins were gen¬ 
uine, contemporarily struck pieces. 

In 1951, at the A.N.A. annual con¬ 
vention held in Phoenix, Werner let 
it be known that he owned an 1805 
silver dollar but withheld knowledge 
of his 1804. Early in 1952, he visited 
Bolender (who then lived at Free¬ 
port, Ill.) and asked him to examine 
the 1805 silver dollar. After a rela¬ 
tively brief study, Bolender advised 
that, to his surprise, the coin ap¬ 
peared to be genuine, that he could 
see no evidence of alteration and 
that the obverse die was unlike any 
used for other early dollars of the 
period of 1794-1804, including the 
restrikes. When the publicity given 
to Werner’s disclosure of the exist¬ 
ence of the 1805 specimen raised 
doubts of its genuineness, he de¬ 
cided to allow both coins to remain 
hidden for a while, notwithstanding 
his faith in them. 

While it is not considered neces¬ 
sary to comment at length herein 
on the mysteries of the known 1804 
silver dollars, it should be noted that 
numismatists have been in almost 
100% agreement that all of the 
known 1804 specimens fall in the 
restrike category. The known 1804s 
have been classified and reclassified, 
sold and resold, and much has been 
written about them. But no one 
has yet argued convincingly that 
any of them were struck during the 
1794-1804 period. It would be diffi¬ 
cult to argue so because of certain 
key features of the restrikes such 
as (1) the edges do not appear 
cleanly struck with the lettering 
used in the early period 1794-1803 
(instead, the edges are either plain 
or the lettering appears to be partly 
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Obverse and reverse of the 1804 silver dollar (enlarged) 
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flattened by the so-called “collar” 
used after 1836) and (2) the borders 
have definite rims with beading in¬ 
side the rims, presumably a further 
result of the so-called “collar.” 

Early in 1960, Louis Werner de¬ 
cided to determine once and for all 
whether or not his 1804 and 1805 
silver dollars were genuine, con¬ 
temporary pieces. In March, at his 
request, Academy Testing Labora¬ 
tories Inc. of New York completed 
metallographic examinations of both 
dollars. Their report on each speci¬ 
men reads as follows: 



Obverse and reverse of the 

“The submitted U. S. silver dollar 
was examined using a Bausch & Lomb 
ILS Metallograph at various magnifi¬ 
cations from 25 X to 1150 X. 

“The formation and contour of the 
numerals in the date is the same as 
the other letters of the coin. No visi¬ 
ble evidence was found of alteration 
by the addition, removal or tooling of 
the metal. 

“Based upon our examination of 
this coin, it is our opinion that the 
date was die struck and has not been 
altered.” 

In June, 1960, also at Werner’s 
request, Lucius Pitkin, Inc. of New 
York also studied these tw'o coins. 
Its report on each coin reads as 
follows: 

“A United States silver dollar dated 
(1804-1805) was studied with micro¬ 
scopes at magnifications ranging from 
thirty to five hundred times to look 
for any evidence of tampering with 
or replacement of the last digit of the 
date. 

“The coin was carefully examined 
under bright light with a thirty-power 
binocular microscope. It was then 
cleaned with liquid soap and water, 


washed with alcohol and dried, then 
very lightly etched in the region of 
the date with a solution containing 
potassium dichromate, salt and sul¬ 
phuric acid in water. 

“It was then examined at a 500 
magnification on a Bausch & Lomb 
metallographic microscope. Even at 
this high magnification no indications 
of any distortions or replacement of 
the date could be found. The texture 
of the silver surface immediately sur¬ 
rounding the date digits and of the 
fillets curving from the depressed flat 
area up into the sides of the raised 
numbers appeared to match the tex-

ture exactly at other comparable 
portions of the coin. Action of the 
etch was uniform at all portions of 
the coin treated. This eliminates the 
possibility of replacement numbers 
having been soldered to the coin sur¬ 
face, as solder would have reacted a 
little differently and would have 
shown up as slight changes in color 
and texture.” 

Werner discussed the possible sale 
of these two coins with Mr. and 
Mrs. A. J. Ostheimer, 3rd of Phila¬ 
delphia, who own one of the finest 
and most complete collections of the 
different varieties of silver dollars 
in existence today. For almost a 
year, Mrs. Ostheimer has been col¬ 
laborating with M. H. Bolender in 
preparation for a revision of his 
important book, The United States 
Early Silver Dollars, published in 
1950 and now almost unobtainable. 
The Ostheimers advised Werner 
that they would be interested in ac¬ 
quiring his 1804 and 1805 silver dol¬ 
lars if they and Bolender were given 
ample opportunity to examine and 
more carefully study the coins for 
attribution. This was done and the 
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Ostheimers purchased the two coins. 

Bolender’s lengthy reports can be 
summarized as follows: 

THE 1804 DOLLAR 

The obverse die used to strike this 
coin is unlike any other known ob¬ 
verse die. It is quite similar to that 
used for the Stickney and Dexter 
specimens pictured in the Guide 
Book but certain variations are ap¬ 
parent. On the Zerbe-Werner-Os- 
theimer specimen, the end of the 
highest curl on top of the head is 
full and regular as on other con¬ 
temporary pieces, the figure eight is

The weight of these coins is nor¬ 
mal for coins of the period with only 
slight wear. 

A careful and searching study of 
these obverse and reverse dies indi¬ 
cates that the engraver was the same 
one who cut other dies for the 1801, 
1802 and 1803 silver dollars. 

Using reverse dies of former years 
was apparently mint practice in the 
early days. In silver dollars, we 
have such examples as (1) usage of 
“Reverse A” combined with eight 
known obverse dies dated 1801-1805 
inclusive, (2) the so-called “Reverse

centered between the one and zero 
in the date, and the last star (the 
thirteenth or lowest star on the right) 
is relatively near the bust. In con¬ 
trast, on the well-known restrikes, 
the highest curl on top of the head 
appears to be cut off, the figure eight 
is closer to the one, and the last star 
is farther from the bust. 

The reverse die used for this coin 
is the well-known “Reverse A,” the 
same die used for the 1801 B-2, 1802 
B-l, B-4 and B-6, and the 1803 B-4 
and B-6 (or B-2, which is generally 
considered to be the same as B-6). 

The borders are denticulated and 
without raised rims as are other con¬ 
temporary specimens. The edge is 
clearly lettered and evenly struck as 
are the other dollars of the 1794- 
1805 period. 

THE 1805 DOLLAR 

The obverse die used to strike this 
coin is unlike any other known ob¬ 
verse die. The reverse die used for 
this coin is also “Reverse A” which 
was used for striking other coins as 
mentioned in describing the 1804 dol¬ 
lar. The borders and lettered edge 
conform to the other early silver 
dollars. 


B,” used in combination with seven 
known obverse dies dated 1801-1803 
inclusive, and (3) the reverse die 
used for 1795 B-14 1796 B-l, B-2 
and B-3, 1797 B-2 and 1798 B-2. In 
the light of this practice, Bolender 
and Mrs. Ostheimer have studied a 
large series of 1801-1803 varieties 
struck with “Reverse A,” compared 
them with the Zerbe-Werner-Osthei- 
mer dollars of 1804 and 1805 and 
agreed upon the approximate se¬ 
quence in which various die varie¬ 
ties must have been struck, based 
upon the progressive breakdown of 
the reverse die as evidenced by die 
cracks. This sequence was also 
checked by Frank M. Stirling of 
Baton Rouge and W. Earl Spies of 
Baltimore, using their own impor¬ 
tant variety collections of these early 
silver dollars. Since the complete 
sequence is rather complicated, it is 
simply noted herein that the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer 1804 specimen 
was apparently struck after the 
examined 1802 B-4s, but before all 
other examined varieties dated 
1801-1803 with “Reverse A.” The 
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Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 1805 speci¬ 
men was apparently struck at about 
the same stage of the die as the 
examined 1803 B-6 specimens, and 
after all other varieties with “Re¬ 
verse A.” 

Subject to the fact that the dates 
of coins minted did not necessarily 
always coincide with the year of 
coinage, it may be of interest to 
review the generally recognized sil¬ 
ver dollar coinage for 1801-1805 in¬ 
clusive, together with the number 
of known Bolender varieties for 
these years, exclusive of restrikes 
1801 B-5, 1802 B-8, 1803 B-7 and the

Bank recorded a deposit of silver 
valued at some $30,000, which in¬ 
cluded 321 American silver dollars. 
It is also recorded that they were 


returned to the Mint on June 28,

It seems reasonable, in Bolender’s 
opinion, to assume that the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer 1804 dollar was 
struck late in 1803 or early in 1804, 
that other varieties of 1801-1803 
with “Reverse A’’ (exclusive of 
1802 B-4) were subsequently struck 
late in 1803 or early in 1804 and 
that the mint report of 19,570 dol¬ 
lars coined in 1804 was probably 
accurate. Bolender also believes 
that the Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 
1805 dollar was struck after the 
1804 and other varieties of 1801-1803 
with “Reverse A’’ but at about the 
same time as some 1803 B-6s. 

Further research on the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer silver dollars of 
1804 and 1805 is in process, as well 
as work upon the proposed revision 
of the Bolender book. Accordingly, 
it is hoped that silver dollars dated 
1804 or 1805 and unlike the known 
1804 restrikes, as well as other early 
dollars which may have been struck 
with dies or a combination of dies 
different from those described in 
the Bolender book, will be reported 
to M. H. Bolender, L. S. Werner or 
Mrs. Ostheimer.

a The beautiful vignettes on obso¬ 
lete bank notes and on the early 
United States notes didn’t just hap¬ 
pen.

lection of coins depicting objects of 
flora and fauna, which can be inter¬ 
esting, informative and relatively 
inexpensive. Even thinking about 
this can be informative as we found 
out when consulting the dictionary 
for the exact meaning of “flora’’ and 
“fauna.” You can cover a wide 
range of time, from ancient Greece 
to the Twentieth Century, and just 
about any region of the globe. Un¬ 
usual items on Greek coins include 
the grape vine (Macedonia), parsley 
or celery (Sicily), mule or ass 
(Macedonia), and octopus (Eretria 
Euboeae). Possibly the other ex¬ 
treme — in time, geography and 
commonness — are the wheat heads 
on our Lincoln cent’s recently aban¬ 
doned reverse. Between the Greek 
tetradrachm and the Lincoln cent 
lies a wide range of animals, birds, 
reptiles, insects, trees and smaller 
plants.

Eric P. Newman of St. Louis, 
Mo., dropped a bombshell at the 
70th annual convention of the Am¬ 
erican Numismatic Association in 
Atlanta, Ga., last week when he 
announced that in his opinion the 
famous 1804 silver dollar, one of

Louis S. Werner, New York coin 
dealer who recently sold one of 
the dollars, was present in Atlan¬ 
ta when Newman offered his 
opinion to conventioneers. Worries 
said “This is the first I have 
heard of it.” 

Werner was obviously disturbed 
by the Newman announcement. 
He told reporters that metallur¬ 
gists for the U. S. Government 
have studied the 1804 and report¬ 
ed it to be genuine. “If they were ! 
wrong, everything else say is j 
wrong,” he advised - . 

Newman did not make a flat J 
statement that the 1804 is faked, i 
but only offered “in my opinion i

By the time I saw the 
coins, on July 4, I had reached 
my conclusions and advised the 
owners accordingly.”

D id the Mint records lie? Was 
the entire issue actually lost 
at sea? Are the 1804 silver 
dollars in captivity authentic or 
fabrications ? 

Recently another chapter has 
been written in the long, heated 
controversy over the authenticity 
of the most widely known and 
most discussed U.S. coin. 

In a speech to the American 
Numismatic Association conven¬ 
tion, Atlanta, Georgia, in August 
of this year, Eric P. Newman 
positively pronounced that the 
coins are clearly fabrications. 

According to U.S. Mint records, 
19,570 silver dollars were struck 
in 1804. Yet less than a dozen 
pieces carrying the 1804 date are 
known to exist. 

First known to the public in 
1842, the 1804 dollar appeared in 
“The Manual of Coin and Bullion” 
where it was illustrated and iden¬ 
tified as the type of “U.S. dollar 
for the period 1797 to 1805. 

The first collector to obtain an 
1804 dollar was Matthew Stick- 
ney in 1843. Ever since, the coins 
have been the storm center of a 
hurricane of research and argu¬ 
ment ; for awhile they were fakes, 
then authentic. 

Before the Newman attack, the 
latest previous announcement 
was made by M. H. Bolender of 
San Marino, California, the recog¬ 
nized authority on early silver 
dollars. 

After study, Bolender com¬ 
pletely authenticated an 1804 and 
an 1805 dollar as having been 
struck in the U.S. Mint by the 
same manufacturing process used 
for silver dollars coined from 
1794 through 1803. 

The coins Bolender examined 



were known to Spink & Son, Ltd., 
of London before they reached 
the collection of B. G. Johnson, a 
St. Louis numismatist, early in 
1939. Although the extent of 
Johnson’s research is not known, 
he considered the coins fabrica¬ 
tions. 

In April, 1940, Farran Zerbe, 
then curator of the Chase Man¬ 
hattan Bank’ money museum, 
purchased the coins for $50. The 
extent of Zerbe’s research is not 
known either but he sold them 
to Louis S. Werner with the 
statement that they “might be 
false or genuine.” 

Werner, a collector with a spec¬ 
ialty in early Jewish coins, con¬ 
sidered the coins authentic and 
desired to prove their authentic¬ 
ity, though he kept them nearly 
hidden for a number of years. 

Early in 1960, Werner submit¬ 
ted the coins to the Academy 
Testing Laboratories Inc., New 
York. The report of each metal- 
lographic examination said, “No 
visible evidence was found of al¬ 
teration by the addition, removal 
or tooling of the metal. Based 
upon our examination of this coin, 
it is our opinion that the date was 
die struck and has not been al¬ 
tered.” 

Examination by another re¬ 
search firm brought the same re¬ 
sults. 

Following these examinations, 
Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Ostheimer, 
3rd, of Philadelphia, discussed 
the purchase of the coins from 
Werner upon the condition that 
they and Bolender be allowed 
first an opportunity to study the 
coins. 

This was agreed upon and Bol- 
ender’s report followed. 


According to Bolender, it 
seemed reasonable to assume that 
the 1804 piece was struck late in 
1803 or early in 1804 and that the 
Mint report of 19,570 dollars 
struck in that year was probably 
correct. 

Then, after the comparative 
quiet following Bolender’s work, 
Newman set off the explosion in 
Atlanta. 

“The most charitable opinion I 
can give of the 1804 dollar is that 
it was a fabrication first pro¬ 
duced by Mint employees about 
1840, without any authority, for 
the benefit of the Mint coin col¬ 
lection.” 

Here is his line of reasoning. 

“The most important point 
stressed respecting the 1804 and 
1805 dollars, was that if the last 
figure of the date was disre¬ 
garded, the obverse of each piece 
was different from all other 
known obverse die varieties. 

“In other words, the relative 
position of the stars, letters and 
bust on each coin was different 
from all other obverses regard¬ 
less of the date. 

“A careful restudy of the Zer¬ 
be 1804 and 1805 dollars reveals 
that the points of some of the 
stars have been slightly re-aimed 
by shaving away and tooling part 
of the ends and sides. 

“Normal six-pointed stars,” 
says Newman, “naturally have 
their points on opposite sides dir¬ 
ectly in line with one another, and 
this is true as to all stars on the 
obverse of early U.S. dollars. 

“In the Zerbe 1804, the 10 and 
4 o’clock points of the upper right 
star are not in line nor 180 de¬ 
grees apart. 
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. . . King dethroned Again 


“In the Zerbe 1805, the 10 and 
4 o’clock points of the upper right 
star, the one and seven o’clock 
points and the 10 and 4 o’clock 
of the second star from the top 
on the right and the 10 and four 
o’clock points on the lower left 
star are not in line nor 180 de¬ 
grees apart. 

“All other stars on these coins 
have their opposite points in line 
and 180 degrees apart. 

But the fact that Newman sees 
evidence of tampering is not suf¬ 
ficient. He goes on. 

“On comparing the positions of 
the unmolested stars relative to 
the bust, letters and the 188 
border dentils, and disregarding 
the last figure of the date, it be¬ 
comes clear that each element of 
the 1804 Zerbe dollar is identical 
to the 1802 over 1 Bolender 4 
variety. 

“Similarly,” says Newman, 
each element of the 1805 Zerbe 
dollar, excluding the molested 
stars and the last figure of the 
date, is identical with the large 
date 1803 dollar Bolender 6 vari¬ 
ety.” 

Newman says that it is fair to 
consider the idea that the coins 
might be genuine overdates and 
that the Mint modified the dies. 

But, he says, “An examination 
of the molested star points under 
high magnification shows that 
the stars in each die were not re¬ 
punched or recut, but were al¬ 
tered on the coin themselves. 

“This overdate thought must, 
therefore, be rejected.” 

“Both Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dol¬ 
lars have always been together” 
says Newman. 

“The fact that each of the Zer- 
November, 1961 


be coins has acquired similar star 
point defects at critical places for 
die variety determination recon¬ 
firms the conclusion that the de¬ 
viation of star points was no ac¬ 
cident.” 

And so much for those two par¬ 
ticular coins. What about the 
other 1804’s which are known? 

Newman is just as positive in 
his reply that these, too, are 
fakes. 

His first argument stems from 
the method of striking used by 
the Mint. 

“During the 1804 period, the 
planchet was first processed on 
the edge-lettering machine,” says 
Newman. “This machine pro¬ 
duced incused or intaglio letter¬ 
ing around the edge by squeez¬ 
ing the planchet between two 
parallel bars, one fixed and one 
moveable. 

“Each bar contained a die with 
half of the text so that as the 
flan was rolled through there was 
a slight overlap of edge design 
180 degrees apart. The pressing 
in of the edge lettering raised the 
rim somewhat, performing the 
function of upsetting.” 

“Striking squeezed the metal to 
the side, and the edge, being free 
to expand, did not have its letter¬ 
ing affected.” 

This was in the 1804 period. 
“In 1836 the Mint began apply¬ 
ing steam to the coinage presses. 
The heavier and more uniform 
pressure enabled the press to pro¬ 
duce a smooth or reeded edge by 
confining the planchet in a collar 
when striking occurred and let¬ 
ting the dies force the metal 
against the collar. 

“The dies, instead of being 


larger than the coin, had to fit 
the inside diameter of the collar 
so that the metal did not squeeze 
out to cause a wire edge. 

“This method eliminated the 
possibility of lettered edges be¬ 
cause the coin had to slide out of 
the collar when one die retracted. 
Either raised or incused edge let¬ 
tering would prevent the coin 
from being extricated from the 
collar die. 

“A smooth border was cut into 
the dies on the outside of the 
border design by the use of a 
lathe. This produced a raised and 
smooth border which improved 
stacking and protected the cen¬ 
tral design from wear. 

“An examination of all of the 
known 1804 dollars and both re¬ 
verses with which they are com¬ 
bined shows a smooth border 
around the circumference of each 
die. 

“This means that the dies were 
made to be struck in a collar.” 
And this also means, continues 
Newman, that all the 1804 dollars 
were struck in the 1836 period 
when collars were in accepted use. 

Also Newman points out in the 
1804 specimens several stylistic 
differences from other coins of 
the period and another mechan¬ 
ical difference, thus further dem¬ 
onstrating his contention that the 
“Kings” are fabrications and not 
royalty at all. 

Maybe this time the question 
has finally been “settled.” On the 
other hand, the question has been 
settled before, only to come up 
again. 

But whatever the final out¬ 
come, for now the King has been 
dethroned. 
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The memorable ride of Paul Revere has 
grown large in American folk history. But 
for sheer patriotism, it can never quite 
come near another ride which took place 
some 700 years earlier.

During the reign of Edward 
the Confessor, the Lord of Cov¬ 
entry was a hard man. Earl Leo- 
fric, also known as Earl of Mer¬ 
cia, used harsh means to enforce 
his will. 

On one occasion the inhabi¬ 
tants of Coventry had offended 
their master and he punished 
them by inflicting a tax so heavy 
they were unable to pay it. 

Mothers brought their children 
to the ruler clamoring, “If we 
pay, we starve.” 

Earl Leofric’s wife, Lady Go- 
diva, heard their cries and, sym¬ 
pathizing with the people, went 
to her lord to plead that for her 
sake the tax be remitted. 

When she persisted in her en¬ 
treaties, Leofric at last said—half 
jocularly and half contempt¬ 
uously—that he would grant her 
request if she would ride naked 
through the town of Coventry. 

After having made certain her 
lord was serious, Lady Godiva 
prepared to fulfill the condition 
imposed. 

She caused it to be known on 
what terms the Earl had agreed 
to relieve the people from the tax 
and then proclaimed that on a 
certain day no one should leave 
his house before noon, that all 
windows and apertures in the 
houses should be closed and that 
no one should even look outside 
until noon was past. 


When the day arrived, Lady 
Godiva mounted naked on her 
palfrey and rode through the 
town and returned. Leofric, in 
fulfillment of his promise and in 
admiration of his wife’s heroism, 
freed the townspeople from the 
burdens he had imposed on them. 

Only one person, the story 
says, attempted to look out as 
Lady Godiva rode by and he im¬ 
mediately was struck blind. Peep¬ 
ing Tom was a tailor and the 
story of his escapade, together 
with his likeness, have been 
painted on the building where he 
lived and did the peeping. 

In a church in Coventry can 
be found a commemoration in an 
ancient effigy of Peeping Tom. 

Coventry, 85 miles northwest 
of London, is one of the oldest 
cities in England, formerly a 
walled town. In 1044, Earl Leo¬ 
fric and Lady Godiva founded a 
Benedictine monastery there. To¬ 
day Coventry, with a population 
of less than 200,000, is famous 
for the manufacture of bicycles. 

By charter of Henry VIII in 
1218 A.D. a fair was held in Cov¬ 
entry, beginning on Friday of 
Trinity week and lasting eight 
days. 

A pageant celebrating Godiva’s 
ride was a feature of the fair for 
several centuries. Some beautiful 
woman, representing Lady Go¬ 
diva, was the principal figure. 


Some of the fairs attracted as 
many as 15,000 strangers, but 
the ceremonies have now fallen 
into disrepute and the procession, 
when celebrated, is a vulgar and 
tawdry affair. 

Alfred Lord Tennyson wrote a 
poem about the ride and on a 
beautiful statue in Coventry, 
Lady Godiva is shown on a white 
horse. The inscription on the 
pedastal of the statue is made of 
parts of Tennyson’s poem. 

“Then she rode back clothed on 
with chastity . . . she took the tax 
away and built herself an ever¬ 
lasting name.” 

Lady Godvia had the welfare 
of her town in mind and the story 
of her heroism became the sub- 
j ect of a most popular and wanted 
English coin of the 18th century. 

The so-called Godiva coins were 
struck in the 1790’s. Therefore a 
little larger than a fifty-cent 
piece, have often been called the 
Coventry half penny and were 
actually tradesmen’s tokens. 

The tokens bear the image of 
a beautiful lady on a horse with 
the legend, “Pro Bono Publico” 
— for the Public Good. 

Lady Godiva’s ride and her 
name are forever linked in the 
cause of freedom from oppres¬ 
sion. 

But to one man, Peeping Tom, 
her name is an eternal reminder 
that the best things in life are 
not always free.

in the Chips

Ask an American if he has 
heard of Monte Carlo and he will 
smile, nod his head and say, 
“Sure, the world’s greatest gamb¬ 
ling casino is located there.” 

And he might be right. 

He might, that is, except for 
the existence of a casino in a lit¬ 
tle German town that makes the 
casino at Monte Carlo look pale 
by comparison. 

Almost 2,000 years ago, Roman 
emperors knew of the Black For¬ 
est town where hot springs 
poured their healing waters over 
the earth in profusion. 

Rheumatic rulers and battle- 
weary legionnaires flocked to the 
baths that sprung up. 

For hundreds of years the lit¬ 
tle town was the gathering place 
of thousands who had heard of 
the springs and their healing 
properties in a setting of sighing 
pines and historic ruins. 

With the coming of the ro¬ 
mantic 19th Century, Baden Ba¬ 
den seemed touched by a magic 
wand. Suddenly there were horse 
races, games, music, dancing, a 
hundred enchanting attractions 
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which made the spa the center of 
Europe’s resort life. 

Sometime between the discov¬ 
ery by the Romans and the dis¬ 
covery by 19th Century pleasure- 
seekers, Baden Baden gave birth 
to what has become “the most 
beautiful gambling casino in the 
world.” 

The words belong to Marlene 
Dietrich, the truth belongs to 
anyone who has seen it. 

The oldest casino in Germany, 
Casino Baden Baden celebrated 
its 200th anniversary in 1950. 
Since 1827 the casino has been 
located in the magnificent Kur- 
haus, surrounded by a green, vel- 
et carpet studded with brilliant 
flowers and graced by tall, 
spreading shade trees. 

Great white columns support 
the roof of a long porch looking 
out on a bandshell which has 
heard some of the finest musi¬ 
cians produced by any continent. 

Outside the casino there is a 
quiet, stately elegance that 
speaks of easy living and dec¬ 
ades of quiet relaxation. 

Inside there is a quick change. 


Still quiet and stately, the lavish 
appointments tell of the millions 
of Marks left by too-eager search¬ 
ers for easy wealth. 

Walls are hung with red and 
blue velvet. Elaborate carvings 
and statuary wear scanty but 
gilded clothing. In fact, gold is in 
evidence everywhere. 

Doors are gilded, window cas¬ 
ings are gilded. Chandeliers, can¬ 
delabra, baseboards, chair legs; 
all bear their burden of fine gold. 

The magnificence of the casi¬ 
no is due to the efforts of M. 
Edouard Benazet more than 100 
years ago. 

Benazet, then lessee of the 
casino, called in Parisian archi¬ 
tects to design the rooms in 
which Roulette and Baccara are 
still played. 

These splendid rooms soon had 
to be supplemented by new gamb¬ 
ling rooms as well as by an ele¬ 
gant bar and dance floor. 

There is a separate room for 
the people of Baden Baden. Law 
prevents them from playing in 
the regular casino. 

The reason, according to Erick 
Busch, technical supervisor of 
the casino, is that the town is 
working against itself to let 
townspeople gamble in the casi¬ 
no. For, if a citizen of Baden 
Baden were to gamble himself 
into debt, the city would have 
to support him. 

So, rather than let this happen, 
the law permits townspeople to 
play in a separate room where 
stakes are always low and faces 
are all well known. 

Erick Busch, an efficient, 
friendly man, is in charge of 
technical aspects of the casino. 
He supervises all games, all per¬ 
sonnel and, while on duty, actual¬ 
ly operates the million-dollar op¬ 
eration.

SOLD IN N. Y. C. 

The Edward H. Schwartz Collection 
of U. S. Large Cents went under this 
A. K.’s hammer at the Park-Sheraton 
Hotel in New York City on the even¬ 
ings of October 11th and 12th. 

That the upward price trend continues 
became evident when the first lot, the 
Crosby 1A Chain Ameri. Cent, was of¬ 
fered. Ex-Col. Green, this cent cost 
Schwartz $325.00 and now fetched $1425.- 
00, a dealer being the buyer. The Cros¬ 
by 3-C Chain America for which Ed paid 
$200.00, aroused spirited bidding before 
being knocked down, again to a dealer, 
for $1050.00. 

The Liberty Cap cents went beautifully 
with the “aristocrat” Crosby 14K, going 
at $4200.00. The 1794’s were well repre¬ 
sented and attracted keen competition, 
especially for the S35 which fetched 
$525.00 against an estimate of $400.00 
and the S40 going at $205.00 as did the 
S47. 

One of the most exciting moments oc¬ 
curred when the 1799 over-date cent was 
sold. It is the Hall-Brand-Pierce-Barn- 
hart specimen and was purchased in the 
Sloss Sale for $2300.00. Its consignor had 
the satisfaction of seeing it sell^ a com¬ 
paratively short time after acquiring it, 
for a new record high of $3000.00. C. 
Douglas Smith is the new proud owner. 

The late dates went reasonably, evi¬ 
dence that most collectors are still con¬ 
centrating on the early issues. However, 
the choice MS 60’s and 65’s went very 
well so apparently some of the advanced 
collectors are beginning to recognize the 
advantage of buying the late dates now. 
It is our opinion that the late date cents 
should receive more attention. When this 
group “catches on”, today’s prices will be 
quoted among those “I remember when.”

All worth-while books require months 
and sometimes even years of research 
and preparation before they appear in 
published form. A case in point would 
be the Puerto Rican and Virgin Islands 
booklets which started out as a pro¬ 
posed 48-page single volume.

EUROPEAN REPORT 


R. S. Yeoman 


Since my last message, I had the pleasure of visiting Europe. My wife 
and I thoroughly enjoyed three weeks of journeying through Italy, 
France and England. The excursion was purely a vacation and gave us a 
long-anticipated opportunity to confront our old-world neighbors at first 
hand and in “natural color.” 

Of course I seized any opportunity to view Museum Coin collections 
and visit coin dealers in such famous centers as Florence, Paris and 
London. It is indeed a profound experience to behold vast collections of 
antiquities, many of which are exhibited on the very spot where they were 
created, employed and preserved. Yes, I bought a few specimens for my 
own modest collection. 

The coin collectors of Italy and France are traditionally students of 
classical coinage. Current coinage is of little or no numismatic con¬ 
sequence to them. Popular coin reference books are almost unknown, 
because no elementary books have come out in post-war years to encourage 
the beginner. I was told that of the few such books, all are out of print. 

England has a different story. In addition to the overwhelming British 
Museum, I had a pleasant few moments in each of those well known 
London Coin Dealers, B. A. Seaby, Ltd. and Spink & Son, Ltd. They 
are keenly aware, I found, of the impact their discontinued coppers are 
having on the Canadian and United States coin market. They were kind 
enough to credit WHITMAN with at least a share of this contagious 
demand for their coins, farthings and pence in particular. We came to the 
conclusion that the average collector tends to perk up his interest in a 
traditional coin series, when it comes to an end. 

I am convinced that the American and Canadian collector is unique. 
His irrepressible interest in his pocket change as objects for collecting 
and investment perhaps falls somewhat short of a European’s concept 
of true numismatics. Call it what you will, searching for the elusive dates 
and mint marks is a mighty fine, healthy hobby—one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing leisure activities on this side of the Atlantic. 

Most of those who have recently joined the growing ranks of advanced 
numismatists in America, learned their A B C’s from the “penny boards.” 
It is evident that the individual collector sets his limit of achievement 
according to his own ability, interest and share of worldly goods.

up such a mass of material that the 
entire work had to be re-written and 
will now fill two 64-page books. All of 
this caused an unexpected delay, but 
no one can deny that it is all in the best 
interest of numismatics. 

Much of my time is spent editing and 
doing research work on our various 
books to see that they are technically 
correct in every aspect. The forthcom¬ 
ing book on the 1804 silver dollar is a 
project that I started some ten years 
ago. During the past two years Eric 
Newman and I have kept in close con¬ 
tact exchanging every scrap of informa¬ 
tion that we could turn up. 

The manuscript is nearly completed 
now and, although my opinions may be 
rather biased, I feel that it should be 
one of the most enjoyable numismatic 
books of recent years. I say this because 
it is neither a catalog nor a dry listing 
of facts, but is fast moving, amusing in 
spots and reads rather like a mystery 
story. The problem was to find when 
these coins were made and who made 
them. Piecing the story together called 
for a bit of sleuthing that even Sherlock 
Holmes would be proud of.

Those of you who keep in touch with 
the coin collecting hobby know that co¬ 
author, Eric Newman, recently made a 
speech, which was the high point of the 
American Numismatic Association Con¬ 
vention in Atlanta. Mr. Newman is one 
of the country’s leading numismatic ex¬ 
perts and his revealing conclusions 
about the 1804 dollars kept up a con¬ 
troversy that has not quieted down yet. 
The 1804 dollar has always been just 
about the most intriguing topic among 
numismatists and the subject is "hotter” 
now than it ever has been before. 

I spent nearly a week with Mr. New¬ 
man last month putting the final 
touches on the book. We want to get 
it into print as quickly as possible to 
capitalize on the popularity of the sub¬ 
ject. 

An editor’s life is never dull and 
somehow amidst all of the conventions 
in October and November, I managed 
to sandwich in a trip to Ottawa to see 
and photograph coins in the Canadian 
National Archives. 

This was in connection with another 
project in which we are currenly en¬ 
gaged. Our ultimate goal is to produce 


an authoritative listing of Canadian 
tokens on the order of the old Breton 
book. Bob Willey and Alfred Petrie will 
be doing the bulk of the work. Don’t 
count on seeing this book too soon, 
since, like Breton’s magnum opus, it is 
a once-in-a-lifetime project.

It is indeed a profound experience to behold vast collections of 
antiquities, many of which are exhibited on the very spot where they were 
created, employed and preserved. Yes, I bought a few specimens for my 
own modest collection. 

The coin collectors of Italy and France are traditionally students of 
classical coinage. Current coinage is of little or no numismatic con¬ 
sequence to them. Popular coin reference books are almost unknown, 
because no elementary books have come out in post-war years to encourage 
the beginner. I was told that of the few such books, all are out of print. 

England has a different story. In addition to the overwhelming British 
Museum, I had a pleasant few moments in each of those well known 
London Coin Dealers, B. A. Seaby, Ltd. and Spink & Son, Ltd. They 
are keenly aware, I found, of the impact their discontinued coppers are 
having on the Canadian and United States coin market. They were kind 
enough to credit \\ HI I MAN with at least a share of this contagious 
demand for their coins, farthings and pence in particular. We came to the 
conclusion that the average collector tends to perk up his interest in a 
traditional coin series, when it comes to an end. 

I am convinced that the American and Canadian collector is unique. 
His irrepressible interest in his pocket change as objects for collecting 
and investment perhaps falls somewhat short of a European’s concept 
of true numismatics. Call it what you will, searching for the elusive dates 
and mint marks is a mighty fine, healthy hobby—one of the fastest grow¬ 
ing leisure activities on this side of the Atlantic. 

Most of those who have recently joined the growing ranks of advanced 
numismatists in America, learned their A B C’s from the “penny boards.” 
It is evident that the individual collector sets his limit of achievement 
according to his own ability, interest and share of worldly goods.

up such a mass of material that the 
entire work had to be re-written and 
will now fill two 64-page books.

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RITTENHOUSE SOCIETY NEWSLETTER

The second annual meeting of the Rittenhouse Society was held on 
Saturday, August 19, 1961, on the veranda of the Biltmore Hotel in 
Atlanta, Georgia. 

Present were: Dr. George G. Fuld; Eric P. Newman; Walter H. Breen; 
Kenneth Bressett; D. Wayne Johnson; Q. David Bowers. Grover Criswell 
was absent. 

By unanimous agreement the previous age requirements for Rittenhouse 
Society membership were dropped. There are now no specific age require¬ 
ments . 

Eric P. Newman, in recognition of his many outstanding contributions 
in the field of numismatic research, was made our first honorary member. 
Mr. Newman's revealing speech on the history of the 1804 silver dollar was 
the most outstanding event of the A.N.A. convention. 

After general discussion Lynn Glaser of Lafayette Hill, Penna. was 
approved for membership. Mr. Glaser's contributions to numismatics have 
included the publication of the Metropolitan Numismatic Journal, research 
into the history of several specific United States coins including the 1804 
dollar, authorship of numerous articles appearing in the Numismatic 
Scrapbook Magazine and the authorship of a question and answer column 
for the Numismatic News. On August 23, 1961, D. Wayne Johnson informed 
Mr. Glaser by letter of his election to membership. 

Kenneth W. Rendell's resignation from membership was accepted. 

The specific aims of the Rittenhouse Society were discussed. The pos¬ 
sibility of the presentation of a yearly medal for outstanding contributions 
to numismatic research was considered. No specific proposal was made. 

Kenneth Bressett advanced the idea of publishing a reprint of Crosby's 
Early Coins of America interleaved with corrections and additions. A 
number of the members considered this to be impractical due to the extent 
of the proposed revisions.

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Diagnosing the Zerbe 1804 and 1805 Dollars

An Edited Excerpt from a Talk Given at the 1961 A.N.A. Atlanta Convention 


T HE Zerbe 1804 and 1805 U. S. 
silver dollars were described 
for the first time in June, 1961 
in a study published in The Numis¬ 
matist, the Numismatic Scrapbook, 
Coin World and Numismatic News. 
Their existence was theretofore un¬ 
known to most numismatists includ¬ 
ing myself. Their border dentilation 
is exactly like all other dollars dated 
1803 or earlier which fact distin¬ 
guishes them from the 1804 dollars 
described in present and past numis¬ 
matic literature. Their edge letter¬ 
ing is perfect. They each have the 
reverse known as Bolender Reverse 
A which reverse was also used on 
an aggregate of six varieties of 
dollars dated 1801, 1802, 1803. 

Since altered date 1804 dollars are 
not uncommon, a large amount of 
research went into the elimination 
of the possibility that the last figure 
of the date of a dollar from an 
earlier year had been removed and 
either a separate figure 4 or 5 
soldered or otherwise affixed to the 
original coin. High magnification 
showed no joint on any part of the 
date on either coin. The most im¬ 
portant point stressed respecting 
the 1804 and 1805 dollars, however, 
was that if the last figure of the 
date was disregarded, the obverse 
of each piece was different from all 
other known obverse die varieties. 
In other words, the relative position 
of the stars, letters and bust on each 
coin was different from all other 
obverses regardless of the date. 

Both coins were sent from Eng¬ 
land to Miss M. A. Dunn of Brook¬ 
lyn in 1939 with the suggestion by 
Spinks of London that they be 
shown to the late B. G. Johnson of 
St. Louis for verification. Arthur 
B. Kelley remembers Johnson show¬ 
ing them to him at that time. John¬ 
son wrote to Miss Dunn that they 
were not genuine. Farran Zerbe, re¬ 
tired curator of the then Chase Na¬ 
tional Bank, considered them alter¬ 


ations as did his successor, Vernon 
L. Brown. Zerbe bought them for 
$50 in April, 1940. 

A challenge of the 1804 Zerbe dol¬ 
lar could be made on the basis that 
the reverse of the coin shows a die 
state prior to the die state on some 
1803 dollars, but during this period 
it was normal to alternate the dies 
of any date until they broke. A chal¬ 
lenge of the 1805 Zerbe dollar could 
be made on the basis that the 5 
stylistically is unlike the 5 used on 
1805 half dollars and other 1805 de¬ 
nominations. This can be answered 
by pointing out the obvious style 
differences in the 4 on the United 
States coins of 1804 (omitting the 
dollar to avoid controversy). The 
historical arguments based upon 
mint records and on mint history, 
however effective, do not explain 
away the fact that the Zerbe dollars 
do actually exist. 

A careful restudy of the Zerbe 1804 
and 1805 dollars reveals that the 
points of some of the stars appeared 
to have been slightly re-aimed by 
shaving away and tooling part of the 
ends and sides. Normal six-pointed 
stars naturally have their points on 
opposite sides directly in line with 
one another, and this is true as to all 
stars on all obverses of early U. S. 
dollars. In the Zerbe 1804 the 10 
and 4 o’clock points of the upper 
right star are not in line nor 180 
degrees apart. In the Zerbe 1805 the 
10 and 4 o’clock of the upper right 
star, the 1 and 7 o’clock points (see 
illustration) and the 10 and 4 o’clock 
points of the second star from the 
top on the right and the 10 and 4 
o’clock points on the lower left star 
are not in line nor 180 degrees 
apart. All other stars on these coins 
have their opposite points in line 
and 180 degrees apart. With this 
clue it became clear that the star 
points could have been tampered 
with to avoid basic similarity to a 
known variety of another date. 
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Enlargement of lower right portion of Zerbe 1804 dollar showing long 
horizontal die break on bust and into field in line with center of lower 
right star. This identical die break is found in various stages on the 1802 
over 1 (B-4) dollars. 



Enlargement of upper right portion of Zerbe 1805 dollar showing tiny 
die flake on top of curl below center of R, as also found on 1803 (B-6) 
dollars. The unnatural misalignment of the 11 and 5 o’clock points of the 
highest star is evident, showing the 11 o’clock point aiming under the 
top serif of Y instead of to the right of it as on the 1803 (B-6). 
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On comparing the positions of the 
other stars relative to the bust, let¬ 
ters, and the 188 border dentils and 
disregarding the last figure of the 
date, it becomes clear that each ele¬ 
ment of the 1804 Zerbe dollar is 
identical to the 1802 over 1 Bolender 
4 variety. On both of these coins 
the base of the E in LIBERTY 
is properly higher than the adjacent 
B and the figure 1 of the date is in 
the identical position of contact 
with the curl. A horizontal chest die 
break is found on both (see illus¬ 
tration). The reverses also corre¬ 
spond in die state. 

Similarly each element of the 
1805 Zerbe dollar, excluding the 
questioned stars and the last figure 
of the date, is identical with the 
large date 1803 dollar Bolender 6 
variety. There are two tiny die 
breaks on the top of the curls under 
R and T on both the 1805 and 1803 
B-6 (see illustration). Likewise, the 
lower left stars are too close and 
almost touch. The reverses also 
correspond in die state. 

The conclusion may therefore be 
reached that since some of the stars 
on two separate well-known 1802 
and 1803 dies show evidence of alter¬ 
ation that the last figure of the date 
could also have been altered, the 4 
from a 2 and the 5 from a 3. Both 
Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dollars have 


always been together. Their basic 
1802 and 1803 dies had star points 
in perfect condition. The fact that 
each of the Zerbe coins has acquired 
similar star point defects at critical 
places for die variety determination 
is most significant. 

There is one more alternate to 
consider, namely, that the coins 
might be genuine overdates and 
that the mint modified the dies by 
punching a 4 over a 2 and a 5 over 
a 3 at the time of their dating. 
There is no evidence on either coin 
of such overdating as there is on 
all other overdates of the period. 
An examination of the questioned 
star points under high magnification 
indicates that the stars in each die 
were probably not repunched or 
recut, but were altered on the coins 
themselves. It is believed that this 
overdate thought must therefore be 
rejected. 

To force metal from one position 
to another by expert tooling or 
chasing has been done before, but 
the skill and perseverance which 
would have been required in alter¬ 
ing these coins is indeed fantastic. 

I hope that the new facts which 
are pointed out with respect to these 
coins will not dim the hope of every 
numismatist to locate and reveal 
the identity of an unknown coin to 
the world.

CONRAD A. KAHLER, A.N.A. NO. 27083 

Conrad A. (“Conny”) Kahler, 33, Carlisle, Pa., Assistant Professor and 
Librarian at Dickinson College, passed away June 17. A member of the Mother 
Church, the First Church of Christ Scientist, Boston, Mass., and of the First 
Church of Christ Scientist, Carlisle, he was laid to rest in Highland Cemetery, 
Winfield, Kans. 

Born in Coffeyville, Kans., November 23, 1927, the son of Lt. Comdr. and 
Mrs. Arthur D. Kahler, USN (Ret.), he attended public schools in Rhode Island, 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. He received his B.A. degree from Southwestern 
College in 1949, M.A. degree from Kansas State in 1951 and his M.L.S. from 
Rutgers in 1958. During his public school and college career, Conny was a 
star athlete, winning letters in football, basketball, baseball and golf. He was 
a shrewd and outstanding quarterback at Southwestern in 1946 where his 
father was Athletic Director and Head Football Coach. He was a member of 
both the Football and Basketball Hall of Fame as well as the American Library 
Association. He and his father belonged to the American Numismatic Asso¬ 
ciation. He is survived by his parents and a brother, Dan A., Principal of the 
Arkansas City, Kans., Senior High School. — EGB 
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NEW AWARD MEDALS AVAILABLE 

For some years, the A.N.A. and various regional societies and local clubs 
have been using medals as awards for exhibits and other outstanding achieve¬ 
ments of members. In some cases special medals were designed and produced, 
but often the cost of these is prohibitive. The Medallic Art Company has 
stock medals available which have been used to obtain high quality medals at 
relatively low cost, even though they were not designed specifically as numis¬ 
matic awards. The Chicago Coin Club initiated the use of these stock medals 
in October, 1955, when it issued ten to past presidents, six for exhibit awards 
and three for its medal of merit. 

Medallic Art has prepared dies for the two medals, which can be supplied 
to numismatic organizations. The design, by Anthony Del Pino, showing a 
man in kneeling position with a woman standing behind him has been cut 
in a die 2% inches in diameter. The other design, by Carl Schmitz, depicts 
two seminude women standing by a seated man who is cutting a die. This 



medal is 2 inches in diameter. Both are uniface, leaving the reverse blank 
for suitable engraving. 

These pieces are available in bronze at $4.00 for the 2% inch design and 
$5.00 for the 2% inch design. Either medal will be furnished with silver 
plating at $2.00 extra, or gold plated at $3.00 extra. Discounts will apply to 
orders for ten or more medals, and quotations will be furnished for sterling 
silver if there is enough demand. Medallic Art will cut dies and make both 
medals available in 2 inch size. 

Machine engraving on the reverse will be furnished at twelve cents per 
letter or figure. For plated pieces, the engraving will be done before the 
plating so letters will have the same finish as other surfaces of the medals. 
Orders and inquiries should be directed to Medallic Art Companv, 325 East 
45th Street, New York 17, N. Y. 

Once more Chicago Coin Club will score a first when it uses the new 
medals in bronze and silver plate as exhibit awards at its Fall Festival, 
October 13-15, 1961. Also, the best-in-show award will be one of the large 
medals, gold plated and mounted on a suitably engraved plaque. Oak Park 
Coin Club and Aurora Coin Club have ordered medals also for their Novem¬ 
ber shows. 


New Cuban Currency — The Government of Cuba decided recently to issue 
new currency notes to replace the existing peso bills to stop the illegal 
importation of the latter. Cubans were permitted to exchange up to $200 of 
their old bills for new money; and were required to deposit any amount over 
$200 in a special account at the National Bank, from which it could be with¬ 
drawn in the new currency after August 14. All amounts in excess of $10,000 
were, however, held to be in violation of a law issued in Mav and are to be 
confiscated by the Government.

So much for my numismatic day 
dreams.

But the 1921 
and 1927-D are bringing good prices, 
too. A future rarity of considerable 
interest is the 1942 over 1941 dime. 
This was caused by the urgency of 
war -work at that time. 

The present dime is the Roosevelt 
dime which pictures the bust of the 
late President Franklin D. Roose¬ 


An 1805 Dollar Discovered (?) 

U. S. Mint reports show 321 
pieces of silver dollar of 1805 issu¬ 
ed. No specimens of this date have 
heretofore turned up and numis¬ 
matists have generally considered 
the mint report entry to refer to 
dollars of an earlier date. James 
Snowden, who was a director of the 
mint, in his book, “Ancient and 
Modern Coins” said that the 321 
pieces were coins of earlier date 
found in a shipment of Spanish 
dollars and re-issued for circulation 
in 1805—hence the entry in the 
mint report for that year referred 
to coins issued, not struck. Of 
course, Mr. Snowden was not con¬ 
nected with the mint until many 
years after 1805 and the Spanish 
dollar story may have well been 
conjecture on his part. 

At least L. S. Werner, New York 
numismatist, thinks its conjecture. 
He owns a dollar dated 1805 that he 


velt. This dime was designed by 
John R. Sinnock and his initials J 
S appear under Roosevelt’s portrait. 
The result has been another of those 
numismatic fantasies—rumors say¬ 
ing that the J S stands for Joseph 
Stalin. This, of course, is as untrue 
as the story current during World 
War II that the fasces on the re¬ 
verse of the previous dime were 
Fascist. The fasces date back to 
ancient Rome and were indicative of 
power. 

Another fantasy is a complete set 
of all the U. S. Dimes. Because of 
the great rarities it wouldn’t be 
possible to form more than a few 
such sets. Nevertheless, it’s a lot 
of fun trying because the unexplor¬ 
ed byways in dimes will give you 
much pleasure whether you ever 
complete the set or not. Anyway, 
here’s Good Luck to you! 


says has passed all the “tests of 
genuiness” including the heat test. 

Mr. Werner was in Chicago en- 
route to the Phoenix convention 
and we were given the opportunity 
to examine the coin. We understand 
that it created quite a bit of excite¬ 
ment at the convention. There will 
probably be much more to say 
about this coin as time passes. 
Werner is convinced that it’s an 
honest-to-goodness 1805 dollar and 
as such is the numismatic find of 
the century.

In 1961, a dollar, alleged to be a genuine 1804 was written up in THE NUMISMATIST. It was subsequently sold into the 
Ostheimer Collection. The coin had been authenticated by a wadl-known expert and specialist in the series, who has since 
reversed his stand in the matter. 
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The coin, together with a hitherto unknown and unpublished silver dollar dated 1805, had been acquired by the 
late Farran Zerbe who did not consider them to be genuine. Subsequently, a close friend of Mr. Zerbe’s took the initiative 
\ to investigate the possibilities of genuineness and determined that the case was a strong one. This cataloguer agrees, the 
case was reasonable and strong—but not conclusive. Some months after the sale of the two coins to the Ostheimers, a well 
known student of numismatics created a sensation at the convention of the American Numismatic Association by attempt¬ 
ing to discredit these two coins. The speaker presented several arguments which, with one exception, were, in this cata¬ 
loguer’s opinion, weak and inconclusive. 

One argument, comparing the dies to those previously used for dollars of 1802 and 1803, was stronger but, again, 
far from conclusive. There had been metalurgical tests which refuted the speaker’s claim that the 1804 and 1805 dollars 
were the results of alterations on coins of 1802 and 1803. 

This cataloguer has a great deal of respect for all of the persons involved in the matter. Our present feeling is that 
neither side has presented conclusive arguments and that the matter warrants further study. 

Since this involves the most famous rarity in the United States Coinage Series and considering that the evidence 
has only recently been introduced, certainly these fragmentary notes are, though inadequate, proper. The story is incom¬ 
plete, but it is up to date. 

Until more conclusive evidence is presented by one side or the other, the matter remains in a state of suspension. 
Certainly a new discovery must earn its niche and only proof beyond a shadow of a doubt is necessary. 



Let us return now to this Idler specimen with its pedigree perhaps the most impressive attached to any of the Silver 
Dollars of 1804, and its reputation as the best known specimen of this great rarity.

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Two months after the publication of the Ostheimer article, Eric 
P. Newman, speaking before the annual convention of the American 
Numismatic Association, proved beyond the shadow of a doubt 
that both the 1804 and 1805 dollars sold by Mr. Werner to Mr. and 
Mrs. Ostheimer had been fraudulently altered, in exactly the same 
wav, from coins of earlier years. With the exception of the final 
digit and diagnostic stars, the two coins were identical 

to the 1802 over i, Bolender 4 variety, and the 1803, Bolendcr 6 
variety, respectively. They were identical not only with respect to 
their punch relationships (which in itself would have been conclu¬ 
sive, since each element was individually punched into the earlv 
dies), but even to the existence of minute die defects. Furthermore, 
the topmost stars were not intrinsically different, but had merely 
been reaimed by shaving away and tooling part of the ends and 
sides, which resulted in their rays being imperfectly aligned. Onhj 
the stars which were critical for die variety determination had , in 
each case , been molested. The two coins were, in Newman s words, 
“masterpieces of deception.” 

In Chapter III. we gave reasons for believing that the 19,570 
silver dollars coined during 1804 were struck from dies of earlier 
years. Of course a die-hard might contend that since our arguments 
are based on the supposition that no genuine 1804 dollar is known 
to exist, they are, technicallv at least, inconclusive. As regards the 
silver dollars of 1805, however, there is not left even this small 
refuge for the credulous, as evidenced by the following statement 
made bv Mint Director J. R. Snowden, as early as I860: 

There is much dispute among numismatists in regard to the coinage of dollars 
in the year 1805. It is contended that 321 pieces were struck; and. in fort the 
Director's Report of that year is the authority for the statement In Bullion 
Journal A.’ we find the following entry on page 363, under date of June 28, 
1805. We give the entry as it stands ujxm the Journal — 

‘Silver Coinage Dr. to Chief Coiner his account of silver received from 
him in pursuance of a warrant of the Director No. 319 

'34,000 Quarter dollars. 

321 Dollars, being found amongst Spanish dollars brought to the Mint.’ 

This entry settles the question, that the issue of that number of pieces took 
place; and also, that they were not dollars of 1805, but of previous dates.’ 

The history and pedigree of the Zerbe-Werner-Qstheimer dollars 
of 1804 and 1805, in so far as they can be determined, are as follows: 

The first record is to lie found in a letter written by Samuel 
Friedenberg to The Numismatist magazine (Page 799), Octoiler, 
1939. Mr. Friedenberg writes: 


1 was in London a short time ago and while there visited the Coin and 
Medal Department of the British Museum. In conversing with the men in 
charge, they asked me wether I had any knowledge of United States coins. I 
told them that while my knowledge was limited, I had a fair idea of standard 
coins minted by the Federal Government from 1793 to date. 

I was shown an 1804 U.S. silver dollar. Knotcing that this date is extremely 
rare, l asked for a rending glass. 1 examined the dollar, and it looked to me as 
though it was an unaltered date. Then they showed me an 1805 dollar, l 
expressed my amazement, for this dollar is even rarer than the 1804. 1 asked 
them whether these U.S. dollars were given to the British Museum, and they 
replied m the negative, stating that the dollars were sent to them by someone 
in the West Inches with the request that they put a valuation on them 1 was 
further informed that these Mo dollars were being sent to Messrs. Spin* O S on 
(London) with instructions that they he sold on a commission basis. 

That night 1 kept thinking about these tivo dollars and came to the conclusion 
that I was a little hasty in looking at them through a glass. The dollars were 
fairly worn, but 1 failed to note whether the dates were equally worn with the. 
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In 1951 Werner published the fact that he owned an original 
1805 dollar, although he did not then make mention of the 1804. 
Walter Breen states that he recalls seeing the coin at club meetings 
and convention bourses, and that he identified it at that time as an 
alteration from an 1803 large 3 (Bolender 6) variety. When, how¬ 
ever, M.H. Bolender, himself, pronounced the two coins genuine, 
on the assumption that the position of the stars differed from all 
other known dies of the period, Werner decided to submit the coins 
to laboratory tests for confirmation. In the first test, the coins were 
examined under a metallographic microscope at magnifications 
ranging from 25X to 1150X, and no evidence of alteration, removing, 
or retooling of the metal could be detected. The laboratory tech¬ 
nicians, not Iveing numismatists or familiar with the appearance of 
early silver dollars, could hardly be expected to know that the con¬ 
vexity of the pair was in any way unusual. These technicians were 
likewise unfamiliar with our method of die identification, and they 
based their conclusions solely on the visual appearance of the metal, 
^•magnification of 1150X no doubt sounds very authoritative, but 
for detecting alterations, anything above 75X serves little purpose. 
It might also be mentioned that the second test, in which the two 
coins were etched to determine whether or not replacement figures 
hail been soldered on, was even more pointless, since it was known 
from the start that the alterations had been wrought by chasing. 
If the etching had at least been prolonged, the original numerals 
might have been “brought out,” but as such an experiment would 
have been slightly destructive to the metal, it was not attempted. 
Thus, the one and only effect of the etching was to obscure any 
traces of tooling which might have remained! 

The 1804 and 1805 silver dollars will live forever. They have 
taken their place alongside tbfe great forgeries of the past, and their 
example should alert all of us to the danger of similar forgeries in the 
future. It is hoped that the facts disclosed in this chapter will not, 
however, dim the faith of numismatists in “final verifications, but 
engender a desire for numismatic knowledge, which is, in itself, the 
surest safeguard against such false and contemptible productions.

Private Coin by Necessity 
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1804 Dollar Speech 

A numismatic bombshell was dropped by Eric Newman 
at the educational program of the American Numismatic 
Association last week! 



It has long been rumored in the coin field that the 
1804 dollars were not made in the early part of the 1800’s. 

But not until this speech did the 
American collector have any ink¬ 
ling of how it is known. 

Newman poured many hours of 
study into the questionable 1804 
dollar, king of American rarities. 
He has been assisted by some top 
level numismatic research assist¬ 
ants, Kenneth Bressett, Walter 
Breen and Lynn Glaser.

To understand the explanation 
behind the 1804 dollar’s history, Newman first had to ex¬ 
plain how coins were manufactured in that early period. 
This had to be contrasted with a later period, plus com¬ 
paring the coins themselves.

Details of how the edge lettering was produced in the 
1804 period was explained: by means of two Hacks, each 
with half of the lettering, one stationary and one mobile. 
As the coin was pressed between the two tracks it took 
the lettering from each, overlapping slightly. 


The situation with the borders was also important. Be¬ 
cause of the lettered edge produced by the tracks, the coin 
was slightly squeezed, accomplishing what we call today 
“upsetting.” 


After the introduction of the steam coinage press in 
1836 the edges were produced in a different manner: a 
planchet was placed inside a collar and when the dies 
struck, the metal expanded to the collar. 

Evidence of border dots on 1804 specimens similar to 
those on the Gobrecht dollars 1836 to 1839, believed caused 
by the method of steam press striking, give support for the 
evidence that all 1804 dollars were struck about 1840. 

The inside border of dots on the 1804 dollars is a similar 
style to the 1836 period and not the radial style used in 
American silver coinage of the first quarter of the early 
19th century, according to Newman. 

Further evidence is the fact that the puncheons were 
still among the mint tools in 1836. And that the 4 has no 
crosslet in the dollars, as it does in all other denominations 
struck in that year. 

The case that Newman presents is certainly strong 
that all 1804 dollars were made after 1836. His speech in 
Atlanta will dong be remembered in numismatic annals 
for his words: 

“The real 1804 dollar problem is that no 1804 dollar 
exists!” 

Newman’s examination and explanation of the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer 1804 and 1805 silver dollars was re¬ 
vealing. Here again, he built strong support for the theory 
that the two coins were altered from 1802 and 1803 speci¬ 
mens. 


Experts and dealers had allegedly disclaimed the 
pieces before, but Newman’s statements are the first 
knowledge of the investigation needed to show that they 
are, in his words:

In your editorial of May 18th, 
entitled “Private Medals”, you 
tackled in print what many of 
your colleagues have skirted too 
long. Your considered opinion, I’m 
sure, is shared by a great many 
of your readers just as it will be 
disagreed with many times over 
by others. Knowing the source of 
a statement lends the words much 
credence, and we all know your 
sincere efforts on behalf of medal- 
lie art have not been based on 
commercialism or on hasty opin¬ 
ion. 

I know neither Mr. Herst nor 
his publication, “Herst’s Out¬ 
bursts”. However, he has a point 
whether he realizes it or not. The 
great American medallists of the 
past just as surely strove to at¬ 
tain some measure of profit from 
their ventures as the medal-mak¬ 
ers of today. 

Elder, Sage, Bolen, Idler and all 
the rest produced medallic tokens, 
replicas, struck copies, fantasies, 
so-called dollars and half-dollars, 
politicals etc. which are recog¬ 
nized today as fine examples of a 
by-gone era. From surviving spe¬ 
cimens, though, there is little sim¬ 
ilarity between their die-work and 
some of the emissions of today. 
Also, the medals of the Elders 
and Bolens were issued in very 
limited quantities, and this is an 
important difference. 

Everything you said was true, 
but I’d like to inject a note of 
caution. Mr. Herst represents the 
thinking of many others of our 
generation concerning the “Type 
of leech who has found the coin 
field easy pickings”, to use his 
words. We, and our posterity, can 
only judge each medal on its in¬ 
dividual merits. 

We should neither castigate in 
toto, nor defend en bloc. Medals 
are here to stay, as they have 
been from ancient times, and 
medals and coins cannot be dis¬ 
associated. The medal collecting 
fraternity does not give up its 
right to lambast the leeches mere¬ 
ly because it favors medals per 
se; indeed, it is its duty to root out 
the rank commercialism, the 
false advertising and the cheap 
artwork in its field.

St. Louis Scholar Gives 
Theory At A.N.A. Prog ram

Editor, Coin World dealer Louis S. Werner and wrote 


“There are no 1804 dollars!” 
said Eric P. Newman, St. Louis, 
in a speech before the members 
of the American Numismatic As¬ 
sociation assembled for the educa¬ 
tional program of the annual con¬ 
vention, August 17, in Atlanta, Ga. 

“The most charitable opinion I 
can give of the 1804 dollar,” New¬ 
man said, “is that it was a fab¬ 
rication first produced ''by mint 
employees about 1840 for the, bene¬ 
fit of the Mint coin collection 
and that the dies were subse¬ 
quently misused in a fraudulent 
manner which may have been 
winked at then, but which should 
be considered a disgrace today.” 

The statement that no real 1804 
dollars exist concluded a 20-min- 
ute speech on the king of Ameri¬ 
can rarities—a “most consise 
conclusion”, commented modera¬ 
tor Glenn B. Smedley, Oak Park, 
Ill. 

Newman, founder and head of 
the Eric P. Newman Numismatic 
Education Society, reenforced a 
theory that all 1804 dollars were 
made after 1836 because of the 
different coining method after the 
introduction of steam coinage 
presses in 1836. 

The St. Louis lawyer and cor¬ 
poration executive is a prom¬ 
inent numismatic author and a 
recognized authority on United 
States coins. 

In support of this theory, he out¬ 
lined the details of how coins were 
manufactured in the 1804 period, 
particularly as applied to the 
borders and the lettered edges, 
and how this differed with coins 
made after 1836. 

Newman spoke at length on the 
latest pieces to appear in the nu¬ 
mismatic field, an 1804 plus a 
Companion 1805 dollar, both owned 

by Mr. and Mrs. Alfred J. Ost- 
heimer 3rd, Philadelphia, Pa. 
These coins, known as the Zerbe 
pieces, were once owned by Far- 
ran Zerbe, first curator of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank’s Museum 
of Moneys of the World. 

First announcement of the exis^ 
tence of the Zerbe 1804 and 1805 
dollars came in an article by Al¬ 
fred Ostheimer, published simul¬ 
taneously in Coin World (June 9, 
1961), The Numismatist, Numis¬ 
matic Scrapbook Magazine and 
Numismatic News. 

The article gave complete back¬ 
ground on the two coins, the met- 
allographical reports—two of four 
tests that had been made up to 
that time, and the opinion of M. 
H. Bolender, author of the stand¬ 
ard work on the dollars of that 
era, “The United States Early 
Silver Dollars from 1794 to 1803.” 

On the basis of the two reports 
and of Bolender’s opinion that the 
coins were genuine, the Ostheim- 


the article. 

Both Mr. and Mrsr Ostheimer 
were in the Atlanta audience lis¬ 
tening to Newman’s .speech. So 
was L o u is Werner. After New¬ 
man’s presentation, these com¬ 
ments were made: 

THE OWNERS—Mr. and Mrs. 
Ostheimer: “We have nothing to 
hide; we don’t care if the coins 
are good or bad, but we want to 
find the truth.” 

THE SELLER—Louis S. Wer¬ 
ner, longtime New York City coin 
dealer, retiring A.N.A. sergeant 
at arms after 25 years of serv¬ 
ice: “I’m in the middle, but I 
will stick with my metallographi- 
cal repoi'ts.” 

THE EXPERT—Eric P. New¬ 
man: “These coins are master¬ 
pieces of deception!” 

In his Atlanta talk Newman 
built support for his theory that 
the Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer coin 
dated 1804 was altered from an 
1802, and that the 1805 was altered 
from an 1803 dollar. 

“To force metal from one po¬ 
sition to another by expert tool¬ 
ing or chasing has been done be¬ 
fore, but the skill and persever¬ 
ance demonstrated in these coins 
is indeed fantastic. 

“The anonymous craftsman Mas 
caused the confusion he intend¬ 
ed!” 

Newman had first examined 
photographs of the two coins. 
Then enroute to South Africa, he 
stopped off in Philadelphia to see 
the coins first hand. 

(He returned from his African 
trip a week before the A.N.A. 
convention—in time to write his 
speech.) 

T!i« stars on tha coins--tho us¬ 
ual means of identifying the early 
varieties—on the Zerbe coins had 
been reaimed by shaving away 
and tooling part of the ends and 
sides. 

The reshaping of the stars gave 
the clue to Newman that the coin 
had been tampered with to avoid 
a similarity to a known variety 
of another date. 

With the exception of the stars 
and the last figure of the date— 
which were allegedly altered—the 
coins resemble earlier coins, he 
said. “The 1804 Zerbe coin is 
identical to they 1802-over 1 Bo¬ 
lender 4 varied,” according to 
Newman. 

“The 1805 Zerbe dollar is iden¬ 
tical with the large date 1803 Bo¬ 
lender 6 variety.” 

In reply to Newman's statement 
that their two coins were altered 
from an 1802 and 1803, the Ost- 
heimers pointed to the two met- 
allographical reports, spelled out 
in their published article.

The reports say: “No visible 
evidence^ was found of alteration 
by the addition, removal or tool¬ 
ing of the medal.”

And: , . no indicalions of any 

distortions or replacement of the 
date could be found.” 

“What Newman says is metal- 
lographicaily impossible,” said Al¬ 
fred Ostheimer, “It must be some 
other process. What happened?” 

The history of the°e tvo coins 
can be traced back for a short 

period. The Ostheimers purchas¬ 
ed the coins from Louis Werner 
with a money-back clause if they 
proved to be altered. 

“We have no money riding on 
the outcome,” said the Ostheim¬ 
ers. “Our financial interest is ter¬ 
minable at will for quite some 
time without loss.” 

Louis Werner purchased the 
two coins from Farran Zerbe. 

Zerbe had bought the coins from 
Miss M. A. Dunn of Brook¬ 
lyn. In 1939 the coins were sent 
to Miss Dunn by Spinks of Lon¬ 
don. 

At Spinks the trail ends—the 
English firm does not know where 
the Zerbe coins came from. 

On the morning following New¬ 
man’s speech, the Ostheimers in¬ 
vited a group of experts to break¬ 
fast to discuss the coins. 

In attendance were: Mr. and 
Mrs. Ostheimer, Mr. and Mrs. 
Eric Newman, John J. Ford Jr., 
New York coin dealer; M. H. 
Bolender, author of the book on 
early silver dollars; Frank Ster¬ 
ling, discoverer of two new early 
dollar varieties, and Walter H. 
Breen, U.S. coin authority. 

Louis Werner was invited but 
did not attend. 

At this meeting, the metallo- 
graphicai tests ,were discussed. 
Some are still underway, not all 
are completed yet. 

It was mentioned that the met¬ 
allurgists say the metal move¬ 
ment theory is impossible, and 
that no change of hardness can be 
located. 

It was reported that Bolender, 
who had issued the first opinion 
that the coins were genuine, had 
reversed himself and now dis¬ 
claims their genuineness in a let¬ 
ter to Newman according to the 
latter. 

Later John Ford reported that 
the Zerbe coins were known prior 
to World War II and that the fol¬ 
lowing persons saw them and 
allegedly said they were not gen¬ 
uine: 

B. G. Johnson, St. Louis Stamp 
& Coin Co., who handled more 


U.S. rarieties than any other 20th 
century dealer, including the 
Brand and Colonel Green collec¬ 
tions. 

Morton Stack, New York deal¬ 
er. 

Howland Wood, curator, Ameri¬ 
can Numismatic Society. 

And F. C. C. Boyd, reported to 
be one of two greatest collectors 
of U.S. coins, who would not own 
any 1804 dollars. 

Weller* or VOe coins, Louis Wer- 

ner, said he had paid Bolender 
for his report, and for several 
other reports. He has a file of 
documents but allegedly said he 
would not produce them except 
in court. His statement after New¬ 
man’s speech: 

“I will stick with my first re¬ 
port that I have received from 
the metallurgists and if the met¬ 
allurgists are wrong then every¬ 
thing they do for the United 
States government is wrong. 

“I base my opinion on the re¬ 
port I received from metallurgists 
—I’m jiot interested in die varie¬ 
ties or anything else. He is enti¬ 
tled to his opinion.” 

Alter the speech, Newman was 
asked several questions by a 
group of listeners. 

Question: What is the legality 
of these coins? 

Newman: It is the man who 
altered the coin who committed 
the crime and the possessor of 
an altered coin is apparently free, 
as evidenced by the flood of 1913 
Liberty nickels. 

Question: How long did it take 
the person who may have altered 
these coins? 

Newman: He must have worked 
for weeks. He worked on figures 
in the date, then stars. 

Question: Why didn’t he elim¬ 
inate the die breaks, change more 
stars? 

Newman: He had to stop some¬ 
where. 

Question: Were these coins 
made in the 1840’s? , 

Newman: These coins were not 
made in 1840’s—they still had the 
dies until 1870’s, They were prob¬ 
ably made in 1830’s or 1890’s 
when the coins were bringing fan¬ 
cy prices. 

Question: Why were stars al¬ 
tered? 

Newman: To confuse the va¬ 
riety. 

Question: Did they know varie¬ 
ties then? 

Newman: Yes, after the Hasel- 
tine Type Table was published 
in 1881. 

Question: W’ere the coins made 
in America or England? 


Newman: They could have 
been made in America. English 
collectors were buying choice 
American coins at the time. The 
best coins came back. 

Here then, is the evidence in 
favor of the genuineness of the 
Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 1804 and 
1805 silver dollars! 

1) The two metallographical re¬ 
ports indicate no tampering, no 
change in hardness around date. 

2) The alleged motJ]—— - 

cai impo^ibiH,, to move metal 
around without some detection. 

In contrast here is the evidence 
that the two pieces are not gen¬ 
uine: 

1) The similarity of the two 
coins to previous varieties: 1802 
over 1 Bolender 4, and 1803 large 
date Bolender 6. 

2) The state of the reverses are 
not chronological. 

3) The impossibility to release 
the coins from a die. 

4) The experts who considered 
the coins not genuine. 

5) The 5 is stylistically unlike 
any other 5 in 1805 coins. 

6) All opposite star points of 
this period are in line with one 
another, the stars in these coins 
are tampered with. 

7) The'minute die breaks could 
not be duplicated. 

8) The reported reversal of sil¬ 
ver dollar expert M. H. Bolender. 

There is where the controversy 
stands. But it is not a contro¬ 
versy between people as A. J. Ost¬ 
heimer explained, it is a contro¬ 
versy between truth and ignor¬ 
ance. 

“And truth is what we want!” 
he said. 

The full text of Newman’s talk 
on the Zerbe pieces will be pub¬ 
lished in Coin World at a later 
date. 

As for the rest of the story on 
all 1804 dollars, we just have 
to wait for the new book, written 
by Eric Newman, Kenneth Bres- 
sett. Walter Breen and Lynn Glas¬ 
er, to be released by Whitman 
Publishing Company soon.

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1804 Dollar Speech 

A numismatic bombshell was dropped by Eric Newman 
at the educational program of the American ’Numismatic 
Association last week! 

It has long been rumored in the coin field that the 
1804 dollars were not made in the early part of the 1800’s. 

But not until this speech did the 
American collector have any ink¬ 
ling of how it is known. • 

Newman poured many hours of 
study into the questionable 1804 
dollar, king of American rarities. 
He has been assisted by some top 
level numismatic research assist¬ 
ants, Kenneth Bressett, Walter 
Breen and Lynn Glaser. 

They have eolla'bo'-n+oH on « 
tjooic on the 1804 dollar problem 

which should appear immediately 
since the American collector’s in¬ 
terest in the subject has been 
stimulated.

behmd the 1804 dollar’s history, Newman first had to ex- 
plam how corns were manufactured in that early period, 
this had to be contrasted with a later period, plus com¬ 
paring the coins themselves. 

1 0 ^ Details , Qf how the edge letterin g was produced in the 
i804 period was explained: by means of two iracks, each 
with half of the lettering, one stationary and one mobile. 
As the coin was pressed between the two tracks it took 
the lettering from each, overlapping slightly. 

The situation with the borders was also important. Be¬ 
cause of the lettered edge produced by the tracks, the coin 
was slightly squeezed, accomplishing what we call today 
upsetting.” J 

iooc^i! er * n ^ roduc ti°u of the steam coinage press in 
the edges were produced in a different manner: a 
planchet was placed inside a collar and when the dies 
struck, the metal expanded to the collar. 

Evidence of border dots on 1804 specimens similar to 
those on the Gobrecht dollars 1836 to 1839, believed caused 
by the method of steam press striking, give support for the 
evidence that all 1804 dollars were struck about 1840. 

The inside border of dots on the 1804 dollars is a similar 
style to the 1836 period and not the radial style used in 
American silver coinage of the first quarter of the early 
19th century, according to Newman. 

Further evidence is the fact that the puncheons were 
still among the mint tools in 1836. And that the 4 has no 
crosslet in the dollars, as it does in all other denominations 
struck in that year. 

The case that Newman presents is certainly strong 
that all 1804 dollars were made after 1836. His speech in 
Atlanta will long be remembered in numismatic annals 
for his words: 



“The real 1804 dollar problem is that no 1804 dollar 
exists!” 

Newman’s examination and explanation of the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer 1804 and 1805 silver dollars was re¬ 
vealing. Here again, he built strong support for the theory 
that the two coins were altered from 1802 and 1803 speci¬ 
mens. . x * . 

Experts and dealers had allegedly disclaimed the 
pieces before, but Newman’s statements are the first 
knowledge of the investigation needed to show that they 
are, in his words: 

“Masterpieces of deception.” 


Thank you very much for your 
continuing support of exonuism in 
the pages of your journal. What 
you have done for our society and 
for the general welfare of collec¬ 
tors of medals, tokens, paper 
money et cetera has been of in¬ 
calculable benefit so far. 

You have handled our press re¬ 
leases with speed and understand¬ 
ing — I doubt you could have 
done more for paid display adver¬ 
tising. As a result you have many 
firm friends in the area. 

In your editorial of May 18th, 
entitled “Private Medals”, you 
tackled in print what many of 
your colleagues have skirted too 
long. Your considered opinion, I’m 
sure, is shared by a great many 
of your readers just as it will be 
disagreed with many times over 
by others. Knowing the source of 
a statement lends the words much 
credence, and we all know your 
sincere efforts on behalf of medal- 
lie art have not been based on 
commercialism or on hasty opin¬ 
ion. 

I know neither Mr. Herst nor 
his publication, “Herst’s Out¬ 
bursts”. However, he has a point 
whether he realizes it or not. The 
great American medallists of the 
past just as surely strove to at¬ 
tain some measure of profit from 
their ventures as the medal-mak¬ 
ers of today. 

Elder, Sage, Bolen, Idler and all 
the rest produced medallic tokens, 
replicas, struck copies, fantasies, 
so-called dollars and half-dollars, 
politicals etc. which are recog- 

nized today as fine examples of a 

by-gone era. From surviving spe¬ 
cimens, though, there is little sim¬ 
ilarity between their die-work and 
some of the emissions of today. 
Also, the medals of the Elders 
and Bolens were issued in very 
limited quantities, and this is an 
important difference. 

Everything you said was true, 
but I’d like to inject a note of 
caution. Mr. Herst represents the 
thinking of many others of our 
generation concerning the "Type 
of leech who has found the coin 
field easy pickings”, to use his 
words. We, and our posterity, can 
only judge each medal on its in¬ 
dividual merits.

The medal collecting 
fraternity does not give up its 
right to lambast the leeches mere¬ 
ly because it favors medals per 
se; indeed, it is its duty to root out 
the rank commercialism, the 
false advertising and the cheap 
artwork in its field.

From Sous to Pence to Cents 

By Hazel Elmore 


To appreciate conditions which prevailed in the 
early days in Canada it, must be kept in mind that 
there was little actual money of the mother country 
in Canada—mostly foreign currency—and yet ac¬ 
counts had to be kept and trading carried on on the 
basis of the mother country’s system—French mon¬ 
ey units- and later British currency. The situation 
was further confused by the different standards of 
value in use. Halifax currency was the standard 
in the Maritimes and part of Upper Canada while 
York Currency was the standard in New England 
and the eastern states. The former was based on a 
value of six (later five) shillings to the dollar while 
the latter, the York shilling was the equivalent of 
one real, eight of which made up the Spanish Dol¬ 
lar. This was the most common coin in use through¬ 
out the country. 

At this time Spain had a large foreign trade and 
minted vast quantities of silver coins, both at home 
and in her colonies in -'Mexico, Central and South 
America and in the West Indies and this included 
the 8 real piece, about the size of the silver dollar. 
Many of these found their way to Canada and the 
United States in trade—brought in by the settlers 
_hut most of the supply came from cargoes cap¬ 
tured by British ships and sent to the colonies here. 

Halifax Currency as we have mentioned, was the 
name given to the basis of values in use whereby 
the British Government set a rate of five shillings 
for the dollar, with other coins in proportion and 
the York Currency was based around the Spanish 
Dollar. 

The value of the Spanish Dollar varied in differ¬ 
ent centers but was highest in Halifax. It was 
often cut into sections, one half the piece became 
4 bits or half a dollar and one quarter section be¬ 
came two bits or twenty five cents, expressions still 
in use today. The fact that it was worth more in 
Halifax caused the merchants of Prince Edward 
Island to send them there whenever they received 
any, to take advantage of the higher rate, and when 
there was a shortage of coins on the Island the Gov¬ 
ernor promptly gathered in all the Spanish Dollars 
he could and had the centers punched out. The 
rims were given the value of five shillings and the 
centers were rated at one. These mutilated coins 
of course were not acceptable outside the Island. 

One enterprising merchant discovered that the 
centers contained more than a shilling’s worth of 
metallic silver so he gathered in all the centers he 
could and shipped them to Britain to be cashed in 
on the silver content. Unfortunately the ship was 
lost at sea as were the centers. Now the few that 
may be around are almost priceless collectors items. 
The rims were known as the “Holey” Dollars. 

Frequent re-valuation of foreign gold coins were 
made to keep them in the country but nothing af¬ 
fecting silver took place until 1825 when the Brit¬ 
ish Government decided it would be in the interest 
of both Canada and Britain to use English silver 
and copper here. The Spanish Dollar was reduced 
in value, expectations being that it would permit 
English and foi’eign silver to circulate together. 
However, the British Pound still had a premium over 
the Canadian values and as fast as the English 
money was sent over it was turned into Treasury 


drafts and sold back at a profit so that all the 1825 
act accomplished was to biv! • Indian values clos¬ 
er to the American value of the Dollar and increase 
the demands of Canada for a decimal system of its 
own. 

The shortage of small coints continued—became 
more pressing as a matter of fact—because many of 
the coins in circulation were so badly worn that the 
merchants refused to accept them. If they were 
accepted it was often at less than face value. Many 
of the' gold and silver pieces had been clipped or 
worn to the extent that they were not acceptable at 
face value but only by weight. 

Tokens made their appearance early in the 1800’s, 
many of which were sent over from England to 
relieve the shortage. Many were manufactured here 
and in the United States. Four Canadian Bank3 
issued Tokens of their own to ease the shortage of 
coppers and Semi-Official Tokens were issued by 
the colonies in the Maritimes and in Upper and 
Lower Canada. The Hudson’s Bay Company con¬ 
tributed to the stock pile through the issue of one 
and five pound notes beginning in 1823 and they 
added their four “Made Beaver” Tokens in 1854. 
The Northwest Company issued one in 1820. 

After the Brock Army Bills were redeemed the 
people clamored for a sound paper money, coins be¬ 
ing scarce and this resulted in Canada’s first char¬ 
tered Bank in 1817, soon followed by others. Some 
of the bills were expressed in dollars, others in 
pounds and shillings, some in both but the need 
was great for a sound national currency. Efforts 
were made to have the British Government give 
Canada the right to issue its own money but with¬ 
out success, the British Government holding to the 
view that minting money was the sole privilege of 
the sovereign. In all fairness it must be said that 
while Canada was growing and becoming an im¬ 
portant member of the empire, it was still only a 
colony and British money had always been used in 
all her colonies. Efforts were continued however 
and the Lords of the Treasury kept insisting that 
the idea was ridiculous. As growing trade with 
Canada continued, and due to increased public de¬ 
mand. it was soon evident that they couldn’t hold 
out and in 1850 they were reluctantly agreed to 
pass an act authorizing Canada to have its own 
money. 

In 1853 an act was passed authorizing the keep¬ 
ing of accounts in either sterling or dollars and cents 
and another in 1858 requiring that all government 
accounts be kept on the decimal system basis. Pro¬ 
vision was made for striking Canadian coins under 
the name of the “Province of Canada”. Following 
Confederation in 1867 Provincial Currency Acts 
were repealed where they were in conflict with 
Federal control and the first Dominion of Canada 
Coins were minted in 1870. All foreign pieces and 
tokens in circulation were withdrawn and replaced 
by the Canadian coins, the Government assuming 
the loss in the conversion. The first Dominion of 
Canada paper money was issued in 1870 and as you 
likely know the issuing of bank notes was taken 
out of the hands of the chartered banks in 1935 and 
all paper money thereafter was issued by the Bank 
of Canada.

Numismatic Bombshell 

Complete Text of Lecture 
Presented at Educational Forum 

Eric P. Newman 

Fellow Numismatists: 

I selected "The 1804 Dollar Problem” as a topic because of the 
fact that two pedigreed pieces were sold earlier this year and that 
a new type of 1804 dollar and an 1805 dollar were announced a few 

months ago. 


The 1804 dollar first became 
publicly known in 1842 on its il¬ 
lustration in the Eckfeldt and 
PuBois book entitled Manual of 
OJo-in &z Bullion where it was il¬ 
lustrated and casually identified 
as the type of TJ. S. dollar for the 
period from 1797 to 1805 and sup¬ 
plemented by a statement that 
"no dollars were coined from 1806 
to 1835.” Such comments by 
these experienced mint officers 
indicated that they believed that 
sui 1804 and possibly an 1805 dol¬ 
lar existed. They were accepting 
the summaries of mint records 
as published in official reports as 
the basis for assuming dollars 
were dated for each of the years 
of the coinage. This was sup¬ 
ported somewhat by the fact that 
dies were made for 1804 half 
dollars (which we know from 
1805 over 4 half dollars); mint 
records show half dollars to have 
been struck in 1804; yet no 1804 
half dollars are known to exist 
(except the fakes, take the one 
in my own collection). The exist¬ 
ence of 1804 or 1805 dollars was 
ft!so supported by the fact that it 


the date of a dollar from an 
earlier year had been removed 
and either a separate figure 4 or 
5 soldered or otherwise affixed 
to the orginal coin. High magni¬ 
fication showed no joint on any 
part of the date on either coin. 
The most important point stres¬ 
sed respecting the 1804 and 1805 
dollars, however, was that if the 
last figure of the date was dis¬ 
regarded, the observe of each 
piece was different from all other 
known obverse die varieties. In 
other words, the relative posi¬ 
tion of the stars, letters and bust 
on each coin was different from 
all other obverses regardless of 
the date. 

Both coins were sent from 
England to Miss M. A. Dunn of 
Brooklyn in 1939 wifh the sug¬ 
gestion by Spinks of London that 
they be showm to the late B. G 
Johnson of St. Louis for verifica¬ 
tion. Arthur B. Kelley remem¬ 
bers Johnson showing them to 
him at that time. Johnson wrote 
to Miss Dunn that they were not 
genuine. Parian Zerbe, retired 
curator of the then Chase Na- 


v/as not until May 1, 1806, that tional Bank, considered them al- 


Madison officially ordered the 
mint not to make silver dollars, 
because for many years before 
dollars were being exported as 
bullion but fractional silver coins 
although of emiivalent weight 
Were not. 

Diagnosing the Zerbe 
11804 and 1805 Dollars 

The Zerbe 1804 and 1805 U. S. 
Silver dollars were described for 
the first time in June, 1961 in a 
study published in The’Nuisma- 
tic News and other coin publica¬ 
tions. Their existience was there¬ 
tofore unknown to most numis¬ 
matists including myself. Their 
border dentilation is exactly like 
all other dollars dated 1803 or 
earlier which fact distinguishes 
them from the 1804 dollars de¬ 
scribed in present and past nu¬ 
mismatic literature. Their edge 
lettering is perfect. They each 
have the reverse known as Bolen- 
der Reverse A which reverse was 
also used on an aggregate of six 
Varieties of dollars dated 1801, 
3802, and 1803. Since altered date 
1804 dollars are not uncommon a 
large amount of research went 
into the elimination of the pos¬ 
sibility that the l&st figure of 


terations as did his successor, 
Vernon L. Brown. Zerbe bought 
them for $50 in April, 1940. 

A challenge of the 1804 Zerbe 
dollar could be made on the basis 
that the reverse of the coin shows 
a die state prior to the die state 
on some 1803 dollars, but during 
this period it was normal to al¬ 
ternate the use of dies of any 
date until they broke. A challenge 
of the 1805 Zerbe dollar could be 
made on the basis that the 5 
stylistically is unlike the 5 used 
on 1805 half dollars and other 
1805 denominations. This can, be 
answered by pointing out the 
obvious style differences in the 
4 on the United States coins of 
1804 (omitting the dollar to avoid 
controversy). The historical 
arguments based upon mint re¬ 
cords and mint history, however 
effective, do not explain away 
the fact that the Zerbe dollars do 
actually exist. 

A careful restudy of the Zerbe 
1804 and 1805 dollars themselves 
reveals that the points of some 
of the stars have been slightly 
reaimed by shaving away and 
tooling part of the ends and 
sides. Normal six pointed stars 
naturally have their points on 
opposite sides directly in line with 
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one another, and this is true as 
to all stars on all obverses of 
early U. S. Dollars. In the Zerbe 
1S04 the 10 and 4 o’clock points 
of the upper right star are not 
in line nor 180 degrees apart. In 
the Zerbe 1805 the 10 and 4 
o’clock points of the upper right 
star, the 1 and 7 o’clock points 
and the 10 and 4 .o’clock points 
of the second star from the top 
on the right and the 10 and 4 
o’clock points on the lower left 
star are not in line nor 180 de¬ 
grees apart. All other stars on 
these coins have their opposite 
points in line and 180 degree 
apart. With this clue it became 
clear that the star points could 
have been tampered with to avoid 
basic similarity to a known vari¬ 
ety of another date. 

On comparing the positions of 
the unmolested stars relative to 
the bust, letters, and the 188 
border details and disregarding 
the last figure of the date, it 
becomes clear that each element 
of the 1804 Zerbe dollar is identi¬ 
cal to the 1802 over 1 Bolender 
4 variety. On both of these coins 
the base of the E in LIBERTY 
is properly higher than the ad¬ 
jacent B and the figure 1 of the 
date is in the identical position 
of contact with the curl. A hori¬ 
zontal chest die break is found 
on both. The reverses also cor¬ 
respond in die state. 

Similarly each element of the 
1805 Zerbe dollar, excluding the 
molested stars and the last figure 
of the date, is identical with the 
large date 1803 dollar Bolender 
6 variety. There are two tiny 
die breaks on the top of the curls 
under R and T on both the 1805 
and the 1803 B-6. Likewise, the 
lower left stars are too close and 
almost touch. The reverses also 
correspond in die state. 

The conclusion may therefore 
be reached that since some of the 
stars on two separate well known 
1802 and 1803 dies show evidence 
of alteration that the last figure 
of the date must also be altered, 
the 4 from a 2 and the 5 from a 3. 
Both Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dollars 
have always been together. Their 
basic 1802 and 1803 dies had 
star points in perfect condition. 
The fact that each of the Zerbe 
coins has acquired similar star 
point defects at critical places for 
die variety determinations recon¬ 
firms the conclusion that the de¬ 
viation of star points was no ac¬ 
cident. 

There is one more alternate to 
consider, namely, that the coins 
might be genuine overdates and 
that the mint modified the dies 
by punching a 4 over a 2 and a 5 
over a 3 at the time of their 
dating. There is no evidence on 
either coin of such overdating as 
there is on all other overdates of 
the period. An examination of 
the molested star points under 
high magnification shoves that 
the stars in each die were not re¬ 
punched or recut, but were alter¬ 
ed on the coins themselves. This 
overdate thought must therefore 
be rejected. 

These coins are masterpieces 
of deception. To force metal from 
one position to another by ex¬ 
pert tooling or chasing has been 
done before, but the skill and 
perseverance demonstrated in 
these coins is indeed fantastic. 

The anonymous craftsman has 
caused the confusion he intended, 
but will not dim the hope of 
every numismatist to locate and 
reveal the identity of an unknown 
coin to the world. 

The So-Called 
1804 Dollars 

Let us now turn to the so-call¬ 
ed King of American coins, the 
1804 Dollars described in the 
catalogues. To explain them it is 
essential to outline certain de¬ 
tails in the manufacture of coins. 
During the 1804 period the plan- 
chet was first processed on the 
edge lettering machine. This ma¬ 
chine produced incused or intaglio 
lettering around tfia edge by 
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squeezing- the planchet between 
two parallel bars, one fixed and 
one movable. Each bar contained a 
die with half of the text so that 
as the flan was rolled through 
there was a slight overlap of edge 
design 180 degrees .apart. The 
pressing in of the edge lettering 
raised the rim somewhat, per¬ 
forming the function of upsett¬ 
ing. Since the planchets were 
handled in bulk before coinage 
edge lettering- may be either fac¬ 
ing up or down relative to the 
obverse. The dies were somewhat 
larger than either the planchet 
or the finished coin. The striking 
squeezed the metal to the side 
and the edge being free to expand 
did not have its lettering affect¬ 
ed. The dentilation or the border 
of the die since it extended be¬ 
yond the expanding planchet 
caused the dentils to extend radi¬ 
cally all the way to the circum¬ 
ference of the coin. 

In 1836 the U. S. Mint began 
applying steam to the coinage 
presses. The heavier and more 
uniform pressure enabled the 
press to produce a smooth or 
reeded edge by confining the 
planchet in a collar when striking 
occurred and lettering the dies 
force the metal against the col¬ 
lar. The dies instead of being 
larger than the coin had to fit 
the inside diameter of the collar 
so that the metal did not squeeze 
out to cause a wire edge. This 
method eliminated the possibility 
of lettered edges because the coin 
had to slide out of the collar 
when one die retracted and either 
raised or incused edge lettering 
would prevent the coin from 
being extricated from the collar 
die. The idea of a segmented 
collar of three retracting arcs 
was not developed in that era. If 
the border dentils in the die had 
run out to the circumference of 
a steam struck coin and reached 
the reeded edge the intersection 
would have been ugly and rough. 
Therefore a smooth border was 
cut into the dies on the outside 
of the border design by the use 
of a lathe. This produced a 
raised and smooth border which 
improved stacking and protected 
the central design from wear. 

An examination of all of the 
known 1804 dollars and both re¬ 
verses with which it is combined 
shows a smooth border around 
the circumference of each die. 
This means that the dies were 
made to be struck in a collar. 
There is no dentilation extending 
radially to the circumference and 
instead the design consists of 
punched dots set in from the cir¬ 
cumference and partially cut 
away where the flat border was 
machined into the die. These 
border dots are exactly the same 
type and size as those on the 
Gobrecht dollars of 1836-9. It 
is therefore clear that all 1804 
dollars were struck after 1836 
when the era of steam coinage 
began because they have a flat 
border. It is also clear that the 
dies for the 1804 dollars were not 
made in the 1804 period because 
the inside border of dots is of 
the 1836 style and not the style 
of radial dentilation which was 
used on American silver coinage, 
during the first quarter of the 
nineteenth century. The 4 in the 
1804 in addition to being without 
a crosslet has no radii between 
the base and upright and is there¬ 
fore stylistically different from 
the figure 1 which has such radii. 

The same reverse used on one 
group of 1804 dollars is also 
used on proof 1801, 1802, and 
1803 dollars. These particular 
proof dollars not only have the 
tell tale flat border surrounding 
a dotted border of the 1836 era, 
but are not found combined with 
any normal reverse of the period 
of their dating. In addition the 
curved top figure used for the 
date in the 1801 proof is a style 
adopted by the mint in 1819 and 
the curled top figure 2 in the 
3802 proof was of the style first 
used by the mint in 1820. The 
same elements which lead to the 
conclusion that the die cutting 


and the striking of 1804 dollars 
took place after 1836 also places 
the proof 1801, 1802, and 1803 
dollars in the same category. 

The fact that some of the 1804 
dollars were struck in smooth 
collars after their edges had been 
lettered, thus crushing the edge 
lettering, is further evidence of 
the striking after 1836. 

The puncheons for the bust, the 
eagle, the letters, and the stars 
of the coinage prior to 1804 were 
still among the mint tools in 
1836. New figure punches for the 
numbers 1, 2 and 4 may have 
been added as some of the early 
punches were lost or damaged in 
stamping- numbers on machines 
or parts. New equipment, such 
as a transfer lathe, made die¬ 
making with old tools much 
easier. The mint die cutters and 
other workmen had ample slack 
time on their hands when waiting 
for work to do. The conclusion is 
inescapable that the 1804 dollars 
and the proof 1801, 1802 and 1803 
dollars were made from dies out 
after 1836 at the mint and struck 
at the same time and in subse¬ 
quent periods. They were not 
patterns and their manufacture 
was in violation of the 1792 and 
1837 laws requiring that the year 
of the coinage be on United 
States coins. 

The first collector to obtain an 
1804 dollar from the mint was 
Mathew Stickney. In 1843 he e- 
changed an unique 1785 Immune 
Columbia gold piece for an 1804 
dollar and described it as an hon¬ 
orable exchange. He was a sea¬ 
soned collector of American coins 
by 1843 and said that he obtained 
the Immune Columbia from gold 
dealers in New York and the very 
next day traded it with the Mint 
in Philadelphia. This avid and 
sophisticated collector of Amer¬ 
ican coins in one day found and 
parted with a unique American 
gold piece and traveled to another 
city to do it. The Immune Colum¬ 
bia dies were still in existence at 
that time. His gold piece was 
crudely struck over an eighteenth 
century English Guinea and was 
not a coin struck either for cir¬ 
culation or specimen purposes in 
the 1785 period. I reinterpret Mr. 
Stickney’s statement and believe 
that the trade was as honorable 
for one party as another in that 
he traded a gold restrike he had 
made up and had no respect for 
and the Mint traded an artificial 
1804 dollar which the Mint re¬ 
cently made up and had no re¬ 
spect for. This swap was, to say 
the least, a very "fast” transac¬ 
tion. 

The types of the 1804 dollars, 
their photographs, pedigrees, and 
details the dates of their strik¬ 
ing, their distribution, and a dis¬ 
cussion of many other problems 
relating to them will be the sub¬ 
ject of a book being- written 
jointly by Kenneth Bressett, Wal¬ 
ter Breen, Lynn Glaser and my¬ 
self. 

The most charitable opinion I 
can give of the 1804 dollar is 
that it was a fabrication first 
produced by mint employees at 
the mint about 1840 without any 
authority for the benefit of the 
mint coin collection and that the 
dies were subsequently misused 
in a furtive manner which may 
have then been winked at but 
which should be considered a dis¬ 
grace today. 

The real 1804 dollar problem, 
in my opinion, is that the 1804 
dollar does not exist. 


Wisconsin Dealer

The club will also have other 
Exhibits on the Engraving and 
Coining process and will actually 
strike medals at the exhibit. 

“To the best of our knowledge, 
never before has there been a 
medal struck for a convention- 
light at the convention—so that 
everyone can see how it is done,” 
the medals club announcement 
said.. 

In addition to striking the med¬ 
al, they will personalize the medal 
with the purchaser’s name or 
initials—another first for the 
Club, which has instituted many 
“Firsts” in the Numismatic field 
within the past year, 

“Obviously, we can’t bring our 
200 or 400 ton coining presses to 
the convention hall, but our 
slightly smaller portable model 
is capable of doing very high 
quality work,” the release said. 
“It is portable enough that we 
can take it from city to city in 
our special truck and set it up in 
the convention hall.” 

The space needed for the press, 
which is Hydraulic powered, is 
relatively small, but despite its 
size it is capable of pressures of 
over 60 tons. The design is slight¬ 
ly different, but the princpals in¬ 


b announced this week that they 
coining press which they will ex- 
>in shows and conventions during 


volved are the same as for a lar¬ 
ger press, thus making it ideal 
for demonstration purposes at 
the Coin shows. 

The Medal of the Month Club 
will, in most instances, send two 
persons with the coining press, 
although it takes only one per¬ 
son to operate it after the press 
is set up. The second person is 
free to explain the coining oper¬ 
ation and explain the displays 
which accompany the press. 

It takes less than half a min¬ 
ute per medal for the striking 
process with the Club Press. This 
is much slower than when the 
regular high speed coining 
presses are used, but the Medal 
of the Month Club press is de¬ 
signed for demonstration pur¬ 
poses, not speed. 

The regular monthly issues 
sent to members of the Club are 
struck on the higher speed, more 
powerful presses. 

Between 20 and 30 persons can 
gather around the display press 
to watch and listen as the oper¬ 
ator explains and illustrates the 
coining process. The explanation 
lasts about five minutes, thus 
between 4,000 and 6,000 persons 


Because the press has just been 
received, a complete schedule of 
show's has not yet been worked 
out, so even if your show is with¬ 
in the next few weeks or months, 
you should contact the Club and 
might still be able to arrange 
for the press to be at your con¬ 
vention.

King of U.S. Rarities 
Called Fabrication

1804 Dollar Is 
Main Topic of 
Discussion at 
ANA Convention 

Atlanta: In recent months the 
King of American Rarities has 
received considerable publicity. 
The Idler specimen captured a 
record price at the public auction 
of the Edwin M. Hydeman col¬ 
lection held in early spring at 
the Convention of the Numisma¬ 
tic Association of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Recently articles appeared in 
the leading numismatic publica¬ 
tions, including Numismatic 
News reporting the discovery of 
the Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dollars. 
These specimens were the fea¬ 
ture talk of the Educational Pro¬ 
gram lecture given by Eric P. 
Newman of the American Num¬ 


ismatic Association. 

Long months of research went 
into the preparation of his 
speech. Newman himself, has 
for the past twenty years done 
original research in American 
numismatics, this particular lec¬ 
ture however will always be re¬ 
membered as one of the most 
far reaching ever delivered in 
modem times. 

The full text of his lecture -'.dll 
be released by Mr. Newman in 
the pages of the News at a later 
date. We are however taking the 
liberty to give a bi*ief summary 
of his text. 

His lecture, “The 1804 Dollar 
Problem” was presented the last 
of four talks, preceding Newman 
on the lectern were Mrs. Russell 
Cunningham, Jr., Grover C. Cris¬ 
well and Herbert Bergen. All pre¬ 
sented their lectures artfully and 
held the attention of the more 
than 300 collectors who crowded 

the lecture hall to full capacity. 

There was-an air of expecta¬ 
tion as Newman started to de- 
i liver his talk, his lectures have 


always been educational and en¬ 
tertaining. However, this evening 
the audience expected more, but 
very few realized the full impact 
that his speech would have. 
When he finished giving a de¬ 
tailed description on how these 
coins were fabricated and the 
complete story behind the fabri¬ 
cation, the audience surged for¬ 
ward to the stage to congratu¬ 
late him and surrounded him for 
almost an hour after the lecture 
bombarding him with questions. 
Within a very few minutes after 
the lecture was over the word of 
his revelations had buzzed 
through the entire convention 
headquarters. 

A few minutes of talk unrav¬ 
eled what had been one of the 
great mysteries of numismatics, 
the story of the 1804 dollar. The 
coin which for decades had been 
regarded as the ultimate in a 
collection, the coin which had 
involved ten of thousands in 
transactions was called a fabrica¬ 
tion. 

We refer our readers to page 
6 of the June 19th issue. 


In the minds of those present, 
Newman had proved his point. 
The 1804 Zerbe dollar had been 
masterfully altered from an 1802 
and the Zerbe 1805 from an 
1803 dollar. The clue for this 
discovery came not from the 
date, this was almost impossible 
to detect, it came from the alter¬ 
ations of the stars. 

A careful study by Newman 
revealed that some of the stars 
had been slightly reaimed by 
shaving away and tooling part 
f the end and sides. Normal six 
pointed stars have their points 
on opposite sides directly in line 
with one another and this is true 
of all stars on all obverses of the 
early U.S. dollars. In the Zerbe 
specimens some points of the 
upper right star are not in line 
nor 180 degrees apart. The same 
is true with some of the points 
on the Zerbe 1805. With this clue 
it became apparent that the 
stars could have been tampered 
with to avoid basic similarity to

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editorial: Commemoratives — Medals or Tokens? 


Through numismatics we learn that medals and coin¬ 
tokens are basically of one physical being, having been 
made in most cases of common metals. Their shape 
can be of varied design, although the most popular 
ones are round. 

Why? — To expedite handling mainly. This is par¬ 
ticularly true of coins. 

As far back as 200 B.C. coins began to take on the 
round shape simply because they handled easier. The 
raised rim that appears on coins is a must, it is a 
protector against wear and enables its handlers, you 
and I, to stack and roll them. 

By nature, coins usually have a functional relief as 
opposed to one designed for sheer beauty such as the 
high relief St. Gaudens $20 gold piece of 1907. 

Tokens will fall into the basic category of coins be¬ 
cause their function is to serve society as a means of 
satisfying small debts within its membership. 

On the other hand, medals in their strictest sense 
Serve society by recording in a relatively permanent 
way occasions W’orth remembering. It should be re¬ 
membered that because medals do not have to meet 
the strongest standards of coips; such as standard 
weight, size, metal content, and ability to withstand 
wear; the latitude left to its designers often results 
in a more beautiful item. 

Medals are often times made to resemble coins or 
tokens. In many ways, this is quite unfortunate. 
There is reasoning behind this reality. Dies for med¬ 


als of relatively shallow relief can be made by incor¬ 
porating mechanical processes. Thus, they can be 
developed from idea to reality in a matter of hours.- 
Compare this to a sculptor who must first conceive a 
design by assembling volumes of material and then, 
through careful and tedious effort, create a sculpture 
likeness of the idea. Once done the original sculpture 
must undergo several further steps before a working 
die is ready. 

The numismatist of today, more appropriately call¬ 
ed a coin collector, has built his collection by collecting 
coins. Accordingly, he thinks in terms of coin lingo 
and design. 

It is not uncommon, then, that when a commemora¬ 
tive comes out he would like to see it in the form of a 
Coin rather than a medal. 

This, of course, is the reverse thinking of the true 
function of both the coin and the medal. A coin is a 
token serving society as a means of settling small 
debts. A medal is a token of no monetary value serv¬ 
ing society as a means of commemorating special 
events. 

There are arguments for the defense of commemor¬ 
ative coins. Through the wide distribution our mone¬ 
tary system enjoys, its distribution power could effec¬ 
tively handle commemorative coins. But, from past 
history, we learn that this is not the normal procedure 
as they have always been produced for commissions 
selling for profit. Coins in general circulation must 
be handled at face. 


It is the official position of the Mint that its function 
is to provide our society vfith coins for which to carry 
on its everyday business and to serve such related 
fields of federal service as is convenient through its 
facilities of medalic ait (military decorations, postage 
stamp dies, presidential medals, etc.). 

In summary then, our commemorative coins are 
really bastard coins for they are not really coins at 
all, but rather pieces of metal struck at the U.S. Mint 
under authority of a special Act of Congress. Their 
real function is to serve as a means for celebration 
committees to raise funds to carry out their assign¬ 
ments. Thus, these coins are in effect medals, for they 
have served the life and functions of commemorative 
medals. 

U.S. Mint medals have been authorized since the 
passing of the commemorative coin. The numismatists’ 
complaint to them is that they have been struck in 
limited quantities and restricted in sale to the local 
areas. 

Tie responsibility for this mal-treatment rests with 
legislators for allowing such a stipulation in enabling 
legislation and the local committee for not having good 
foresight. 

In conclusion, medals are the true form of commem¬ 
oration. We all enjoy and endear products of our own 
Mint. However, in many cases official medals of 
commemoration can best be handled through facilities 
outside its gates.

As I write another column today, it is time to pack for a good 
racation. “Where are you going?” is your question. To another 
lational convention of the American Numismatic Association. When 
rou are reading this column, the convention is past, and my report 
>f some of the interesting happenings in Atlanta will appear m the 
lext issue. These conventions I always enjoy, especially meeting 
nany friends in good fellowship. 


To again remind you that nu¬ 
mismatics has been a great hobby 
to follow, let us for a moment 
look back for 100 years, when 
there were but a few hundred 
collectors in the country, and only 
a handful of dealers. In the days 
before the War between the 
States of 1861-1865, an active 
New York coin dealer designed 
and struck some beautiful histor¬ 
ical medals and tokens. He was 
Augustus B. Sage, at 121 Essex 
St. These he sold originally at 
250 each. Because the sales were 
slow, few were struck. To-day 
these are desirable collectors, 
items. 

There were two die varieties of 
the old Provoost, N. Y. prison 
token. Most of the Sage tokens 
featured public building there¬ 
on. There was one showing the 
old City Hall on Wall St. New 
York City, another of Faneuil 
Hall in Boston, one showing Car¬ 
penter’s Hall in Philadelphia, and 
one shows the old Jersey Prison 
Ship. Other tokens depict the 
State House in Philadelphia, 
Washington's residence at Mt, 
Vernon, his Headquarters at 
Newburgh, Richmond Hill House 
in New York, and Washington’s 
Headquarters at Tappan. Another 
shows the Crystal Palace, and 
one Old Sugar House. You won’t 
find many of these charming to¬ 
kens, to-day. 

Mr. Sage issued printed price 
lists from time to time. In his 
list circulated in 1859 a very fine 
New England shilling was offer¬ 
ed for $25, to-day worth $750 
for so choice a piece. A very fine 
New England Vl-pence much 
more rare could be had for $30 
then, now worth over $1000 so 
nice. A 1776 Continental dollar 
in choice condition was offered 
for $6.50. To-day so fine a piece 
is worth $250. Many other 
colonial coins, such as the cents 
of Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, and Vermont were 
for sale at 250 to 500 each in 


ferings of ancient Roman silver 
denarii were listed, and were 
selling at 750 to $1 each in choice 
condition. To-day, some common 
kinds can be had for $5 each, not 
a large advance in more than 100 
years. 

A lot of beautiful and historical 
Washington medals could be had 
for 750 to $6 each, some quite 
rare to-day, such as the Eccles- 
ton medal. In those days, there 
was good interest in medals, and 
the demand had not grown much 
stronger in the next 80 or 85 
years. It was not until about 15 
years ago that the great demand 
for medals and tokens began 
among studious collectors. Dur¬ 
ing my first 40 years of collecting 
and dealing in coins and medals, 
the medals and tokens were slow 
sellers, and always on hand in 
large quantity. To-day they are 
in strong demand and short sup¬ 
ply. 

How would you like to buy 
a U.S. $5 gold piece of 1795, the 
first year of issue, for $6.25 in 
beautiful condition? To-day it 
is worth $500. U.S. large cents of 
1804 cost then 250 each, they 
were so common, and in my time 
1 bought several large collections, 
including all but a few of the 
scarcest dates, for the rate of 
$30 per thousand. Dealer Sage in 
his list of 1859 claimed that the 
recently issued 30 silver pieces of 
1855 were “rare” and he had to 
ask 150 each for them, unc. To¬ 
day they sell at $75. Our oldest 
half-dollars dated 1794 ijj. very 
fine state were $2 each, to-day 
worth $350. And just one dollar 
was the asking price then for a 
perfectly fine U.S. silver quarter 
of 1796, the first year! 

Now I hear groans and shrieks 
from a good many of you. Groans 
from the men who think they 
were bom 125 years too late, and 
wish they had been living in those 
good old days. I hear screams 
from the ladies who are so ini-

Releases 



Battle of Tippecanoe Commemorated 


An outstanding medal to commemorate the celebation of the 
sesquicentennial of the Battle of Tippecanoe has been struck by 
Shawnee Hills Medalists, Roy C. Small, president of the Harrisburg, 
HI., firm announced recently. 

The celebration, which was attended by thousands August 17-20 
at the village of Battleground, Ind., featured a re-enactmerit of the 
battle which catapulted Gen. William Henry Harrison to nationwide 
fame and eventually into the White House. 

The obverse of the 24 size medal features detailed portraits of 
Gen. Harrison and the famous Indian warrior Tecumseh. The re¬ 
verse shows the Soldiers Memorial which is located at Battleground, 
about eight miles north of Lafayette. 

The battle, which was one of the causes leading to the War of 
1812, saw Tecumseh’s forces, led by his brother, The Prophet, go 
down to defeat Harrison’s troops. The so-called “War Hawks” made 
much of this incident in Congress, since it was later proved that the 
British had supplied the Indians with guns and powder. 

The piece was designed by Daniel Batterfield of the Shawnee 
Hills art staff. It has been designated as the official medal of the 
Tippecanoe sesquicentennial by the celebration committee. 

Only 2,500 golden bronze and 100 serially numbered silver pieces 
were struck in advance, Small said, but a later strike will be made 
to satisfy the demands of collectors following the celebration. The 
piece is available at $2.00 in golden bronze and $7.50 in silver from 
Nelson S. Boyd, the exclusive distributor, whose address is R.ural 
Route Two, Lafayette, Ind., or from Shawnee Hills Medalists. Lead¬ 
ing dealers will also have the medal after Sept. 1, Boyd stated.

1804 Dollar Is 
Main Topic of 
Discussion at 
ANA Convention 

Atlanta: In recent months, the 
King of American Rarities has 
received considerable publicity. 
The Idler specimen captured a 
record price at the public auction 
of the Edwin M. Hydeman col¬ 
lection held in early spring at 
the Convention of the Numisma¬ 
tic Association of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Recently articles appeared in 
the leading numismatic publica¬ 
tions, including Numismatic 
News reporting the discovery of 
the Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dollars. 
These specimens were the fea¬ 
ture talk of the Educational Pro¬ 
gram lecture given by Eric P. 
Newman of the American Num¬ 


ismatic Association. 

Long months of research went 
into the preparation of his 
speech. Newman himself, has 
for the past twenty years done 
I original research in American 
I numismatics, this particular lec- 
j ture however will always be re- 
I membered as one of the most 
I far reaching ever delivered in 


I modern times. 

The full text of his lecture will 
be released by Mr. Newman in 
the pages of the News at a later 
date. We are however taking the 
liberty to give a brief summary 
of his text. 

His lecture, “The 1804 Dollar 
Problem’’ was presented the last 
of four talks, preceding Newman 
on the lectern were Mrs. Russell 
Cunningham, Jr., Grover C. Cris¬ 
well and Herbert Bergen. All pre¬ 
sented their lectures artfully and 
held the attention of the more 
than 300 collectors who crowded 
the lecture hall to full capacity. 

There was an air of expecta¬ 
tion as Newman started to de- 
1 liver his talk, his lectures have 


always been educational and en¬ 
tertaining. However, this evening 
the audience expected more, but 
j very few realized the full impact 
| that hia speech would have, 
j When he finished giving a de¬ 
tailed description on how these 
coins were fabricated and the 
complete story behind the fabri¬ 
cation, the audience surged for¬ 
ward to the stage to congratu¬ 
late him and surrounded him for 
almost an hour after the lecture 
bombarding him with questions. 
Within a very few minutes after 
the lecture was over the word of 
his revelations had buzzed 
through the entire convention 
headquarters. 

A few minutes of talk unrav¬ 
eled what had been one of the 
great mysteries of numismatics, 
the story of the 1804 dollar. The 
coin which for decades had been 
regarded as the ultimate in a 
collection, the coin which had 
involved ten of thousands in 
transactions was called a fabrica¬ 
tion. 

We refer our readers to page 
6 of the June 19th issue. 


In the minds of those present, 
Newman had proved his point. 
The 1804 Zerbe dollar had been 
masterfully altered from an 1808 
and the Zerbe 1805 from an 
1803 dollar. The clue for this 
discovery came not from the 
date, this was almost impossible 
to detect, it came from the alter¬ 
ations of the stars. 

A careful study by Newman 
revealed that some of the stars 
had been slightly reaimed by 
shaving away and tooling part 
f the end and sides. Normal six 
pointed stars have their points 
on opposite sides directly in line 
with one another and this is true 
of all stars on all obverses of the 
early U.S. dollars. In the Zerbe 
specimens some points of the 
upper right star are not in line 
nor 180 degrees apart. The same 
is true with some of the points 
on the Zerbe 1805. With this clue 
it became apparent that the 
stars could have been tampered 
with to avoid basic similarity to

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editorial: Commemoratives — Medals or Tokens? 


Through numismatics we learn that medals and coin¬ 
tokens are basically of one physical being, having been 
made in most cases of common metals. Their shape 
can be of varied design, although the most popular 
ones are round. 

Why? — To expedite handling mainly. This-is par¬ 
ticularly true of coins. 

As far back as 200 B.C. coins began to take on the 
round shape simply because they handled easier. The 
raised rim that appears on coins is a must, it is a 
protector against wear and enables its handlers, you 
and I, to stack and roll them. 

By nature, coins usually have a functional relief as 
opposed to one designed for sheer beauty such as the 
high relief St. Gaudens $20 gold piece of 1907. 

Tokens will fall into the basic category of coins be¬ 
cause their function is to serve society as a means of 
satisfying small debts within its membership. 

On the other hand, medals in their strictest sense 
serve society by recording in a relatively permanent 
way occasions worth remembering. It should be re¬ 
membered that because medals do not have to meet 
the strongest standards of coins; such as standard 
weight, size, metal content, and ability to withstand 
wear; the latitude left to its designers often results 
in a more beautiful item. 

Medals are often times made to resemble coins or 
tokens. In many ways, this is quite unfortunate. 
There is reasoning behind this reality. Dies for med¬ 


als of relatively shallow relief can be made by incor¬ 
porating mechanical processes. Thus, they can be 
developed from idea to reality in a matter of hours. 
Compare this to a sculptor who must first conceive a 
design by assembling volumes of material and then, 
through careful and tedious effort, create a sculpture 
likeness of the idea. Once done the original sculpture 
must undergo several further steps before a working 
die is ready. 

The numismatist of today, more appropriately call¬ 
ed a coin collector, has built his collection by collecting 
coins. Accordingly, he thinks in terms of coin lingo 
and design. 

It is not uncommon, then, that when a commemora¬ 
tive comes out he would like to see it in the form of a 
coin rather than a medal. 

This, of course, is the reverse thinking of the true 
function of both the coin and the medal. A coin is a 
token serving society as a means of settling small 
debts. A medal is a token of no monetary value serv¬ 
ing society as a means of commemorating special 
events. 

There are arguments for the defense of commemor¬ 
ative coins. Through the wide distribution our mone¬ 
tary system enjoys, its distribution power could effec¬ 
tively handle commemorative coins. But, from past 
history’, we learn that this is not the normal procedure 
as they have always been produced for commissions 
selling for profit. Coins in general circulation must 
be handled at face. 


It is the official position of the Mint that its function 
is to provide our society vfith coins for which to carry 
on its everyday business and to serve such related 
fields of federal service as is convenient through its 
facilities of medalic art (military decorations, postage 
stamp dies, presidential medals, etc.). 

In summary then, our commemorative coins are 
really bastard coins for they are not really coins at 
all, but rather pieces of metal struck at the U.S. Mint 
under authority of a special Act of Congress. Their 
real function is to serve as a means for celebration 
committees to raise funds to carry out their assign¬ 
ments. Thus, these coins are in effect medals, for they 
have served the life and functions of commemorative 
medals. 

U.S. Mint medals have been authorized since the 
passing of the commemorative coin. The numismatists’ 
complaint to them is that they have been struck in 
limited quantities and restricted in sale to the local 
areas. 

The responsibility for this mal-treatment rests with 
legislators for allowing such a stipulation in enabling 
legislation and the local committee for not having good 
foresight. 

In conclusion, medals are the true form of commem¬ 
oration. We all enjoy and endear products of our own 
Mint. However, in many cases official medals of 
commemoration can best be handled through facilities 
outside its gates.

To again remind you that nu¬ 
mismatics has been a great hobby 
to follow, let us for a moment 
look back for 100 years, when 
there were but a few hundred, 
collectors in the country, and only 
a handful of dealers. In the days 
before the War between the 
States of 1861-1865, an active

and struck some beautiful histor¬ 
ical medals and tokens. He was 
Augustus B. Sage, at 121 Essex 
St. These he sold originally at 
250 each. Because the sales were 
slow, few were struck. To-day 
these are desirable collectors, 
items. 

There were two die varieties of 
the old Provoost, N. Y. prison 
token. Most of the Sage tokens 
featured public building there¬ 
on. There was one showing the 
old City Hall on Wall St. New 
York City, another of Faneuil 
Hall in Boston, one showing Car¬ 
penter’s Hall in Philadelphia, and 
one shows the old Jersey Prison 
Ship. Other tokens depict the 
State House in Philadelphia, 
Washington’s residence at Mt. 
Vernon, his Headquarters at 
Newburgh, Richmond Hill House 
in New York, and Washington’s 
Headquarters at Tappan. Another 
shows the Crystal Palace, and 
one Old Sugar House. You won’t 
find many of these charming to¬ 
kens, to-day. 

Mr. Sage issued printed price 
lists from time to time. -In his 
list cireulated in 1859 a very fine 
New England shilling was offer¬ 
ed for $25, to-day worth $750 
for so choice a piece. A very fine 
New England Vl-pence much 
more rare could be had for $30 
then, now worth over $1000 so 
nice. A 1776 Continental dollar 
in choice condition was offered 
for $6.50. To-day so fine a piece 
is worth $250. Many other 
colonial coins, such as the cents 
of Connecticut, Massachusetts, 
New Jersey, and Vermont were 
for sala* at 25$ to 500 each in 


rare to-day, such as the Eccles- 
ton medal. In those days there 
was good interest in medals, and 
the demand had not grown much 
stronger in the next 80 or 85 
years. It was not until about 15 
years ago that the great demand 
for medals and tokens began 
among studious collectors. Dur¬ 
ing my first 40 years of collecting 
and dealing in coins and medals, 
the medals and tokens were slow 
sellers, and always on hand in 
large quantity. To-day they are 
in strong demand and short sup¬ 
ply-

U.S. large cents of 
1804 cost then 250 each, they 
were so common, and in my time 
] bought several large collections, 
including all but a few of the 
scarcest dates, for the rate of 
$30 per thousand. Dealer Sage in 
his list of 1859 claimed that the/ 
recently issued 30 silver pieces of 
1855 were “rare” and he had to 
ask 150 each for them, unc. To¬ 
day they sell at $75. Our oldest 
half-dollars dated 1794 in very 
fine state were $2 each, to-day 
worth $350. And just one dollar 
was the asking price then for a 
perfectly fine U.S. silver quarter 
of 1796, the first year! 

Now I hear groans and shrieks 
from a good many of you. Groans 
from the men who think they 
were born 125 years too late, and 
wish they had been living in those 
good old days. I hear screams

Releases 




Battle of Tippecanoe Commemorated 

An outstanding medal to commemorate the celebation of the 
sesquicentennial of the Battle of Tippecanoe has been struck by 
Shawnee Hills Medalists, Roy C. Small, president of the Harrisburg, 
HI., firm announced recently. 

The celebration, which was attended by thousands August 17-20 
at the village of Battleground, Ind., featured a re-enactment of the 
battle which catapulted Gen. William Henry Harrison to nationwide 
fame and eventually into the White House. 

The obverse of the 24 size medal features detailed portraits of 
Gen. Harrison and the famous Indian warrior Tecumseh. The re¬ 
verse shows the Soldiers Memorial which is located at Battleground, 
about eight miles north of Lafayette. 

The battle, which was one of the causes leading to the War of 
1812. saw Tecumseh’s forces, led by his brother. The Prophet, go 
down to defeat Harrison's troops. The so-called “War Hawks” made 
much of this incident in Congress, since it was later proved that the 
British had supplied the Indians with guns and powder. 

The piece was designed by Daniel Batterfield of the Shawnee 
Hills art staff. It has been designated as the official medal of the 
Tippecanoe sesquicentennial by the celebration committee. 

Only 2,500 golden bronze and 100 serially numbered silver pieces 
were struck in advance, Small said, but a later strike will be made 
to satisfy the demands of collectors following the celebration. The 
piece is available at $2.00 in golden bronze and $7.50 in silver from 
Nelson S. Boyd, the exclusive distributor, whose address is Rural 
Route Two, Lafayette, Ind.. or from Shawnee Hills Medalists. Lead¬ 
ing dealers will also have the medal after Sept. 1, Boyd stated.

The following is the full text 
Eric Newman’s speech at the 
Educational Program of the 
American Numismatic Associa¬ 
tion convention in Atlanta, Ga. 
The talk was given to a capa¬ 
city crowd in the Pompeian 
room, August 18. 

Newman is a St. Louis execu¬ 
tive, founder of the Eric New¬ 
man Numismatic Foundation, 
and a prolific numismatic writ¬ 
er. He is co-author—with Ken¬ 
neth Bressett, Walter Breen and 
Lynn Glaser—of a book on 1804 
dollars soon to be published. 

I selected • “The 1804 Dollar 
Problem" as the topic of discus¬ 
sion tonight because of the fact 
that two pedigreed pieces were 
sold earlier this year, and a new 
type of 1804 dollar and a new type 
of 1805 dollar were announced a 
few r months ago. 

The 1804 dollar first became 
publicly known in 1842 on its il¬ 
lustration in the Eckfeldt and Du- 
Bois book, entitled “A Manual of 
Coin and Bullion” where it was 
illustrated and casually identi¬ 
fied as the type of U.S. dollar 
for the period from 1797 to 1805 
and supplemented by a statement 
that “no dollars were coined from 
1806 to 1835.” 

Such comments by these experi¬ 
enced Mint officers indicated that 
they believed that an 1804 and 
possibly an 1805 dollar existed. 
They were accepting the sum¬ 
maries of Mint records as pub¬ 
lished in official reports as the 
basis for assuming dollars were 
dated for each of the years of the 
coinage. 

This theory was supported 
somewhat by the fact Jhat dies 
were made for 1804 half dollars— 
which we know' from the 1805 over 
4 half dollars. Mint records show' 
that half dollars were struck in 
1804, yet no 1804 half dollars are 
known to exist, except the fake in 
my collection. 

The existence of 1804 or 1805 
dollars was also supported by the 
fact that it was not until May 1, 
1806, that Madison, as Secretary 
of State, officially ordered the 
Mint not to make silver dollars 
because for many years before, 
dollars were being exported as 
bullion but fractional silver coins, 
although of equivalent weight, 
were not being exported. 

The Zerbe 1804 and 1805 U.S. 
silver dollars were described for 
the first time in June, 1961, in a 
study published in The Numisma¬ 
tist, the Numismatic Scrapbook, 
Coin W orl d, and Numismatic 
News. Their existence was there¬ 
tofore unknow'n to most numisma¬ 
tists including myself. 

Their border dentilation is ex¬ 
actly like all other dollars dated 

1803 or earlier which fact disting¬ 
uishes them from the 1804 dollars 
described in present and past nu¬ 
mismatic literature. _ Their edge 
lettering is perfect. They each 
have the reverse known as Bol- 
ender Reverse A, which reverse 
was also used on an aggregate of 
six varieties of dollars dated 1801, 
1802. 1803. 

Since altered date 1804 dollars 
are not uncommon, a large 
amount of research w'ent into the 
elimination of the possibility that 
the last figure of the date of a 
dollar from an earlier year had 
been removed and either a sep¬ 
arate figure 4 or 5 soldered or 
otherwise affixed to the original 
coin. High magnification showed 
no joint on any part of the date 
on either coin. 

The most important point 
stressed, however, respecting the 

1804 and 1805 dollars, was that if 
the last figure of the date was dis¬ 
regarded, the obverse of each 
piece was different from all other 
known ^obverse die varieties. In 
other words, the relative position 
of the stars, letters, and bust on 
each coin was different from all 
other obverses regardless of the 
date. 


Both coins wiere sent from Eng¬ 
land to Miss M. A. Dunn of 
Brooklyn in 1939 with the sugges¬ 
tion by Spinks of London that 
they be shown to the late B. G. 
Johnson of St. Louis for verifica¬ 
tion. Arthur B. Kelley, the w r ell- 
known ’St. Louis dealer, remem¬ 
bers Johnson showing thefti to him 
at that time. 

Johnson wrote to Miss Dunn 
that they w r ere not genuine. Far- 
ran Zerbe, retired curator of the 
then Chase National Bank, con¬ 
sidered them alterations as did 
his successor, Vernon L. Brown. 
Zerbe bought them for $50 in 
April, 1940. 

A challenge of the 1804 Zerbe 
dollar could be made on the basis 
that the reverse of the coin show's 
a die state prior to the die state 
on some 1803 dollars, but during 
this period it was normal to alter¬ 
nate the use of dies of any date 
until they broke. 

A challenge of the 1805 Zerbe 
dollar could be made on the basis 
that the 5 stylistically is unlike 
the 5 used on 1805 half dollars 
and other 1805 denominations. 
This can be answered by pointing 
out the obvious style differences 
in the 4 on the United States coins 
of 1804 —omitting the dollar to 
avoid controversy. The 4's are dif¬ 
ferent on the half cent, quarter 
eagle, etc. 

The historical arguments based 
upon Mint records and Mint his¬ 
tory, however effective, do not 
explain away the fact that the 
Zerbe dollars do actually exist. 

A careful restudy of the Zerbe 

1804 and 1805 dollars themselves 
reveals that the points of some 
of the stars have been slightly 
reaimed by shaving away and 
tooling part of the ends and sides. 
Normal six pointed stars natural¬ 
ly have their points on oppostie 
sides directly in line with one an¬ 
other, and this is true as to all 
stars on all obverses of early 
U.S. dollars. 

In the Zerbe 1804 coin the ten 
and four o’clock points of the up¬ 
per right star are not in line nor 
180 degrees apart. In the Zerbe 

1805 the ten and four o’clock 
points of the upper right star, 
the one and seven o’clock points 
and the ten and four o’clock 
points of the second star from the 
top on the right and the ten and 
four o’clock points on the lower 
left star are not in line nor 180 
degrees apart. 

All other stars on these coins 
have their opposite points in line 
and 180 degrees apart. With this 
clue it became clear that the star 
points could have been tampered 
with to avoid basic similarity to 
a knowm variety of another date. 

On comparing the positions of 
the unmolested stars relative to 
the bust, letters, and the 188 
border dentils and disregarding 
the last figure of the date, it be¬ 
comes clear that each element of 
the 1804 Zerbe dollar is identical 
to the 1802 over 1 Bolender 4 va¬ 
riety. , 

J 

On both of these coins the base 
of the E in LIBERTY is properly 
higher than the adjacent B and 
the figure 1 of the date is in the 
identical position of contact with 
the curl. A horizontal chest die 
break is found on both coins. The 
reverses also correspond in die 
state. 

Similarly each element of the 
1805 Zerbe dollar, excluding the 
molested stars and the last figure 
of the date, is identical with the 
large date 1803 dollar Bolender 6 
variety. 

There are two tiny die breaks 
on the top of the curls under R 
and T on both the 1805 Zerbe 
piece and the 1803 Bolender 6. 
Likewise, the lower left stars are 
too close and almost touch. The 
reverses also correspond in die 
state. 

The conclusion may therefore be 
reached that since some of the 


stars on two separate well knowm 
1802 and 1803 dies show evidence 
of alteration that the last figure 
of the date must also be altered, 
the 4 from a 2 and the 5 from a 3. 

Both Zerbe 1804 and 1805 dol¬ 
lars have alw'ays been together. 
Their basic 1802 and 1803 dies 
from which they were changed, 
had star points in perfect condi¬ 
tion. The fact that each of the 
Zerbe coins has acquired similar 
star point, defects at critical 
places for die variety determina¬ 
tion reconfirms the conclusion 
that the deviation of the star 
points w'as no accident. 

There is one more alternate to 
consider, namely, that the coins 
might be genuine overdates and 
that the Mint modified the dies 
by punching a 4 over a 2 and a 
5 over a 3 at the time of their 
dating. 

There is no evidence on either 
coin of such overdatijig as there 
is on all other overdates of the 
period. An examination of the mo¬ 
lested star points under high mag¬ 
nification shows that the stars in 
each die w'ere not repunched or 
recut, but w'ere altered on the 
coins themselves. This overdate 
Thought must therefore be reject¬ 
ed. 

• These coins are masterpieces of 
deception! To force metal from 
one position to another by expert 
tooling or chasing has been done 
before, but the skill and ^persev¬ 
erance demonstrated in these 
coins is indeed fantastic! 

The anonymous craftsman has 
caused the confusion he intended, 
but will not dim the hope of every 
numismatist to locate and reveal 
the identity of any unknown coin 
to the world. 

Let us now' turn to the so-called 
“king of American coins” the 
.1804 dollars described in the cata¬ 
logs. To explain them it is essen¬ 
tial to outline certain details of 
the manufacture of coins. 

During the 1804 period the plan- 
chet w'as first processed on the 
edge lettering machine. This ma¬ 
chine produced incused or intaglio 
lettering around the edge ' by 
squeezing the planchet between 
two parallel bars, one fixed and 
one movable. 

Each bar contained a die with 
half of the text of the edge let¬ 
tering so that the flan was rolled 
through, and as it was rolled 
through there was a slight overlap 
of edge design 180 degrees apart. 
Thr? pressing in of the edge let¬ 
tering raised the rim somewhat 
performing the function of upset¬ 
ting. 

Since the planchets were han¬ 
dled iiKbulk before coinage, edge 
lettering may be either facing up 
or facing down relative to the 
obverse. The dies were somewhat 
larger than either the planchet or 
the finished coin. The striking 
squeezed the metal, to the side 
and the edge being free to expand 
did not have the lettering affected. 

The dentilation on the border of 


the die since it extended beyond 
the expanding planchet caused the 
dentils to extend radially all the 
way to the circumference of the 
coin. 

In 1836 the U.S. Mint began ap¬ 
plying steam pressure to operate 
coinage presses. The heavier and 
more uniform pressure enabled 
the press to produce a smooth 
or reeded edge by confining the 
planchet in a collar w'hen strik¬ 
ing occurred and letting the die 
' force the metal against the collar. 
The dies, instead of being larger 
than the coin, had to fit the inside 
diameter of the collar, so that the 
metal could not squeeze out to 
cause a wire edge or wire rim. 

This methood eliminated the po- 
sibility of lettered edges because 
the coin had to slide out of the 
collar when one die retracted and 
either a raised or an incused edge 
lettering w'ould prevent the coin 
from being extricated from the 
collar die. The idea of a segment¬ 
ed collar of three retracting arcs 
W'as not developed in that era. 

If the border dentils.in the die 
had run out to the circumfer¬ 
ence of the steam struck coin and 
- reached the reeded edge the in- 
tercestion would have been ugly 
and rough. Therefore a smooth 
border was cut into the dies on 
the outstide of the border design 
by the use of a lathe. This pro¬ 
duced a raised and smooth bor¬ 
der which improved stacking and 
protected the* central design from 
wear. 

An examination of all knowm 
1804 dollars and both reverses 
with which it is combined shows 
a smooth border around the cir¬ 
cumference of each die. This 
means that the dies were made to 
be struck in a collar. There is 
no dentilation extending radially 
to the circumference and instead 
the design consists of punched 
dots set in from the circumfer¬ 
ence and partially cut aw'ay where 
the flat border was machined into 
the die. These border dots are 
exactly the same type and size 
as those on the Gobrecht dollars 
of 1836 to 1839. 

It is therefore clear that all 1804 
dollars were struck after 1836 
when the era of steam coinage 
began because they have a flat 
border It is also clear that the 
dies for the 1804 dollars were not 
made in the 1804 period, but 
because of the inside border of 
dots is of the 1836 style and not 
the style of radial dentilation 
w r hich was used on American sil¬ 
ver coinage during the first quar¬ 
ter of the nineteenth century. 

The 4 in the 1804 in addition to 
being without a crosslet has no 
radii between the base and the 
upright. The base and the upright 
are squared off 90 degrees and 
there is no curvature as there is 
on the figure 1 on the 1804 dollar. 

The same reverse used on one 
group of 1804 dollars, and that’s 
the first group, is also used on 
proof 1801, 1802, and 1803 dollars. 
These particular proof dollars, not 


only have the telltale flat border 
surrounding the dotted border of 
the 1836 era but are not found 
combined with any normal re¬ 
verse of the period of their dating. 

In addition the curled top figure 
1 used^for the date in the 1801 
proof dollar is a style adopted by 
the Mint in 1819 and the curled 
top 2 in the 1802 proof dollar was 
of a style first used by the Mint 
in 1820. The same elements which 
lead to the conclusion that the die 
cutting and striking of 1804 dol¬ 
lars took place after 1836 also 
places the 1801, 1802, and 1803 
proof dollars in the same cate¬ 
gory. 

The fact that some of the 1804 
dollars w'ere struck in smooth col¬ 
lars after their edges have been 
lettered thus crushing the- edge 
lettering is further evidence of the 
striking after 1836. 

The puncheons for the bust, the 
eagle, the letters and the stars 
of the coinage prior to 1804 were 
still among the Mint tools in 18%. 
New 7 figure punches for the num¬ 
bers 1, 2, and 4 may have been 
added as some of the early 
punches w'ere probably lost, stol¬ 
en, or damaged in stamping num¬ 
bers on machines or parts. New 
equipment, such as the transfer 
lathe, made diemaking with old 
tools much, easier. The Mint die- 
cutters and other workman had 
ample slack time on their hands 
when waiting for work to do. 

The conclusion is inescapable 
that the 1804 dollars and the proof 
1801, 1802, and 1803 dollars were 
made from dies cut after 1836 at 
the Mint and struck at the same 
time and in subsequent periods. 
They were not patterns, their 
manufacture v,'as in violation of 
the 1792 and 1837 laws requiring 
that the year of the coinage be on 
the United States coins. 

The first collector to obtain an 
1804 dollar from the Mint was 
Mathew Stickney. In 1843 he ex¬ 
changed an unique 1785 Immune 
Columbia gold piece for an 1804 
dollar and describes the transac¬ 
tion as an honorable exchange. He 
w r as a seasoned collector of 
American coins in 1843 and he 
said that he obtained the Im¬ 
mune Columbia from gold deal¬ 
ers in New York and the very 
next day he traded it with the 
Mint in Philadelphia. 

Here was an avid and sophis¬ 
ticated collector of American coins 
finding a unique coin one day 
and parting with it this gold piece 
the next day, traveling all the 
way to Philadelphia to do it. 

The Immune Columbia dies 
happened to be in existance in 
1843. His gold piece was crudely 
struck over an eighteenth century 
English guinea and w'as not a coin 
struck either for circulation or 
specimen purposes in the 1785 
period. 

I reinterpret Mr. Stickney’s 
statement and I believe the trade 
was honorable, as honorable for 
one party as it w T as for the other. 
That he traded a gold restrike 
he had made up and had no re¬ 
spect for, and the Mint traded 
him an artificial 1804 dollar which 
the Mint recently had made up 
and had no respect for. This swap 
was, to say the least, a very 
“fast” transaction. 

The types of 1804 dollars, their 
photographs, their pedigrees and 
many details, the dates of their 
striking and their distribution, and 
a discussion of many other prob¬ 
lems relating to them will be the 
subject of a book w'ritten jointly 
by Kenneth Bressett, Walter 
Breen, Lynn Glaser, and myself. 

The most charitable opinion I 
can give of the 1804 dollar is that 
it w'as a fabrication, first pro-, 
duced by Mint employees at the 
Mint about 1840 without ahy au¬ 
thority for the benefit of the Mint 
coin collection and that the dies 
were subsequently misused in a 
furtive manner which may have 
then been winked at, but which 
should be considered a disgrace 
today. 

The real 1804 dollar problem, in 
my opinion, is that no 1804 dol¬ 
lar exists. 
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Editorial: Looking Towards New Horizons 


Either directly or indirectly, many have been in¬ 
volved in a graduation of some level or another within 
the past few weeks.

To the best of our knowledge, numismatics does 
not issue diplomas, but it does provide many avenues 
towards the “New Horizons”, especially in this day 


when gaining ones independence is common Place. 
Modern foreign coins should have a marked influence 
to those of you who look to new areas to collect. 

Horizons, in physical being, are always a point 
just ahead but just out of reach. In theory, a point 
never to be conquered, but always offering a new chal¬ 
lenge. This is perhaps true in local numismatics as 
well as for the token and medal collectors, for they 
never reach the ultimate. Yet. the avenues toward their 
goal are limitless.

GEORGE J. BAUER 

The age of the grand old 
numismatist is drawing to a 
close. Collectors have lost 
many of the old guard in the 
past year. 

The latest of our losses 
has been in the person of 
George J. Bauer, dean of all 
collectors. Ninety-one years 
young at the time of his pass¬ 
ing, Bauer was truly one of 
the colorful personalities of 
the past. He was ANA Life- 
Member No. 4, regular mem¬ 
ber number 55, and a past 
president of the ANA. 

He supplemented his 
knowledge of his specialties 
(ancient Greek and Roman 
coins) by actually visiting the 
sites of the origins of his ancients. He travelled by foot, by 
boat, by camel and by motor-caravan, but he gathered an 
insight to coins that few numismatists today will ever achieve. 

Bauer died of complications from a fall suffered in his 
home last month. 

He was president of our national organization from 19 30 
through 1932. He had attended all but one of the national 
conventions of the ANA, his most recent being that in Boston 
last fall. He anticipated, that with God’s will, he would 
attend this year’s conclave at Atlanta. 

The last surviving charter member of the Rochester 
Numismatic Association, Bauer had help found clubs through¬ 
out New York state, including those at Buffalo, Brooklyn, 
Ohataugua, New York City and Syracuse. 

One of his three sons, Edward G., operates a coin store 
in Rochester. He is also survived by five grandchildren and 
eleven great-grandchildren.

What is a Bungtown copper? 

This term is mostly given to 
imitation regal half pennies of 
George III. It has been claimed 
that they were made at a place 
called Bungtown, now Barneys- 
ville, in Swansea, Mass. Any 
kind of copper of crude work¬ 
manship struck without proper 
authority, that circulated in the 
U.S. or Canada might be called 
a Bungtown. Tokens with a bust 
and legend, such as George Rules 
with a harp and Britains Isles on 
reverse are sometimes called 
Pennsylvania Bungtown. We are 
pleased to say, for the credit of 
Pennsylvania that this is not 
correct. They are British tokens. 
and listed as such by Atkins in 
his work on that theory. 

Does the type of a coin change 
after a definite number of years 
by law? 

No. Only as authorized by 
Congress, but it can not be 
changed oftener than once in 25 
years.

The l/32nd of a ducat, issued 
at Nuremberg, is one of the 
smallest gold coins ever struck 
in the world.

The mint 
amounted to 39,900,000 pieces of 
various denominations — 4,500,- 
000 Fifty Cent pieces; 4,000,000 
twenty five cent pieces; 5,200,000 
ten cent pieces; 11,000,000 five 
cent pieces and 15,200,000 two 
cent pieces. 

These coins will replace the 
present set with the exception of 
one cent which is not minted 
newly. These coins will bear the 
effigy of Queen Elizabeth. 


Denomination Color Not 
In Foreseeable Future 

CONTRARY TO CURRENT REPORTS CHANGE IN PAPER MONEY IS HIGHLY UNLIKELY 


We have concluded the above 
statements in an interview today 
with Director Henry J. Holtzclaw. 
Current reports in several news¬ 
papers state that we are about 
to embark on what is called de¬ 
nominational color. One authori¬ 
tative report by a nationally 
known columnist stated that a re¬ 
port is forthcoming shortly from 
the White House to that effect. 

Numismatic News, in its desire 
to report and print only factual 
news contacted the one person 
best qualified to answer. Director 
Henry J. Holtzclaw of the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing, while 
he may not have the final say 
on the subject, is the outstanding 
authority on our currency. And, 
we are sure that his sound assess¬ 
ment of the situation will be 
respected. 

The first question put before 
the Director was brief and to the 
point. W r e asked him, “Is there 
anything definite about the pro¬ 
posed change in the color of our 
paper money?” 

“There is nothing definite about 
the change,” returned the Direc¬ 
tor. “I understand that a pro¬ 
posal has been made to the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury and he

has not acted upon the proposal. 
He is vested by law with making 
all determinations relative to 
securities.” 

The Director went on to explain 
to us the different reasons why 
a change at this time is not leas¬ 
able. If we ponder the different 
points for a minute we can 


do nothing but concur with 
Holtzclaw. 

“There are 5 billion, now I 
repeat 6 billion, 314 million pieces 
of currency of all types and de¬ 
nominations in circulation, that 
winds up to a face value of 29 
billion dollars. Now, if the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury in his 
wisdom, were to authorize us to 
produce the existing designs, in 
other colors, it would be expected 
that this quantity of 5,314,000,- 
000, would last in circulation 
from 3 to 5 years. It is my 
judgement that having the same 
design printed in different colors 
in circulation along with that 
which is now in circulation, would 
be extremely confusing to the 
general public. 

Nine Different Colors 

There are 9 different denomina¬ 
tions and types of currencies in 
circulation, excluding one dollar 
Silver Certificates. Now, to pro¬ 
duce that many colors, having 
working properties and resistance 
to chemical reagents would pose 
a very serious problem. Nine 
colors, I think you will agree, 
are more than is ordinarily associ¬ 
ated with the rainbow. There are

CURRE NT EVENTS 

Slain Dominican Ruler 
Put Portrait On Coins 
— Sold Them At Premium 

Rafael Leonidas Trujillo y Molina met his death as all story¬ 
book dictators do, by an assassin’s bullet. 

General Trujillo had escaped 


many similar attempts before, the 
most recent having been just a 
year ago. This time he was not 
so successful. 

His official title, at the time 
of his death, was that of Chief 
Delegate for the Dominican Re¬ 
public to the General Assembly of 
the United Nations. This did not 
keep him from ruling his country 
with an iron fist through a figure¬ 
head president. 

gU present the United States 
does not have diplomatic relations 
with the little country, broken 
off because of Trujillo’s thwarting 
of civil liberties. Our relations 
with the little republic have been 
varied. In 1916 United States 
marines landed there and then 
stayed for eight years. 

Trujillo had done many things 
for his country. He not only 
changed the face of the capitol 
but its name as well. For four 
centuries it was known as Santo 
Domingo; he renamed it after 
himself, Ciudad Trujillo. 

But that was not all he changed. 
He substituted the familiar liber¬ 
ty head on his country’s peso 


with a commemorative bearing his 
own portrait. The occasion • was 
that of his 2 5th Anniversary of 
his rule or what he called “The 
Era of Trujillo” and so designated 
this on his coins. 

The silver 1 peso commemora¬ 
tive was issued in 1955 and 
50,000 pieces were struck at the 
Philadelphia Mint. These are in 
circulation today. 

In addition to the silver peso 
commemorative he also had issued 
a gold 30 peso commemorative. 
These he sold for $40 each. Since 
the Dominican peso is linked to 
the United States dollar 1 to 1, 
there was therefore a $10 pre¬ 
mium on the coin. The excess 
was pegged for “charities”. 

Trujillo was not exactly a 
modest man. The gold commem¬ 
orative bore the inscription: 
“Trujillo Padre de ia Patria 
Nueva (Trujillo, father of the new 
country.) The reverse also bore 
vain remembrance, for below the 
design of the National Arms was 
the inscription: “XXV Anniver- 
sario de la Era de Trujillo.”

Latest Issue Mint Medal 
Limited for Outsiders 

Following closely the Kansas Centennial medal, not only In 
number issued but also in manner of distribution, will be the 250th 
Anniversary of Mobile Commemorative medal. Of the 6000 author¬ 
ized all but 500 will be held for residents of Alabama. 

The Mobile 250th Anniversary 
Committee of Mobile, Alabama 
announced the planned distribu¬ 
tion of the Mobile 250th Anniver¬ 
sary Commemorative medal. The 
medals are being struck by the 
United States Mint in Philadelphia ' 
and will be 1-5/16 inch diameter, 
made of silver and will bear the 
likeness of Suier deBienville, the 
founder of Mobile on its present 
site in 1711. The reverse side 
will carry the official seal of the 
Mobile 250th Anniversary Com¬ 
mittee which includes the six 1 
flags that have flown over Mobile 
during its 250 years. 

The design for the medallion ‘ 
was suggested by the Mobile 250th 
Executive Committee and the art 
work was executed by Mr. E. Von 
Hebei of the United States Mint. 

The designs were approved by the 
Fine Arts Commission in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C. and the Mobile 250th 
Executive Committee. 

A total of 5,000 medals will be 
issued on the following basis. The 
citizens of Mobile will have the 
first opportunity to purchase the 
coins and the residents of the 
State of Alabama will have the 
second. However the committee 
for the Mobile 250th Anniversary 
indicated that they would hold in 
reserve Hi) 0 of the medallions for 
coin collectors outside of the city 
and state and they will be distrib¬ 
uted on a first come first served 
basis, with a limit of only one per 
person. All of the medallions will 
be sold on a retail basis for $5.50 
through the Mobile 25 0th Anni¬ 
versary Committee.

the mint did not permit the strik¬ 
ing of proof pieces of the medal¬ 
lion. The medallions' were sched¬ 
uled for shipment from the mint 
on May 29 and it was the hopes 


many people who have eye sight 
deficiencies and are insensitive 
to certain colors. Those- people 
could very readily be deceived. It 
is an established fact also, that 
colors can be changed by ex¬ 
posure to sunlight and chemical 
reagents so that it isn’t too far 
fetched again to imagine some 
enterprising individual resorting 
to chemical means for changing 
the color to make it look like 
a higher denomination. What I 
am most concerned about is the 
fact that we would wish that 
everyone would carefully scruti¬ 
nize his currency and in so doing, 
he would find an expertly printed 
portrait and other important 
intaglio engraved lines carefully 
and faithfully reproduced. If 
people were to examine their cur¬ 
rency only for the purpose of 
determining its color and thereby 
identifying it by denomination, 
I think it would be a very serious 
thing to do. If we were to iden¬ 
tify 2, 5, 10, 50, 100 dollar 
bills by color and not look for 
the carefully printed impression, 
I think it would be extra ordinarily 
a serious thing for us to do and 
I certainly have no intention of 

proceeding unless I am directed 

to do so by the Secretary of the 
Treasury and I am, of course, 
completely responsive to what¬ 
ever mandate or directive that he 
issues in the matter. It would 
take a long period of time before 
suitable ink could be developed 
that would have the character¬ 
istics that I previously mentioned. 
That is, that they present resist¬ 
ance to alkaline and acid solu¬ 
tions, and also have working pro¬ 
perties. It’s a long way off, if in¬ 
deed, it is ever approved. 

Political Implications 

I hope that if this change is 
authorized it will not be referred 
to as Kennedy money, or funny 
money. In addition to this calcu- 
'ated risk, the potentiality for 
counterfeiting is also another con¬ 
sideration if color is used for iden¬ 
tification purposes (rather than to 
look at the carefully produced 
printed impression). The sugges¬ 
tion has also been made that the_ 
use of color in our currency would 
facilitate the determination of a 
denomination of currency in the 
dark.

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870 Pound "Coin 
To Money Museum 

One of tlie most recently 
acquired and certainly the largest 
of the monetary units on display 
is a huge 870-pound cartwheel of 
Yap Stone money — the largest 
to leave Yap Island. New exhibits 
also highlight the disastrous re¬ 
sults of uncontrolled inflation in 
the German Weimar Republic fol¬ 
lowing the end of the first W orld 
War, and the coins and currency 
of the American Civil War. 

T.he unique method of display¬ 
ing the collection has attracted 
international interest through 
eight articles which have appeared 
in numismatic journals published 
in other lands. The Museum Di¬ 
rector, Rear Admiral Oscar H. 
Dodson, USN (Ret.), has appear¬ 
ed before many audiences through¬ 
out the nation, publicizing the 
significant contribution of numis¬ 
matics to various fields of knowl¬ 
edge. 

During the month of May the 
Money Museum of National Bank 
of Detroit greeted its 50,000th 
visitor. The Museum, which 
opened a year ago, displays the 
Nate S. Shapero collection of 
coins, currency and odd and curi¬ 
ous media of exchange. The 
12,000 specimens, collected over 
forty years, relate the story of 
civilization as seen through numis¬ 
matics. 

In planning for the joint con¬ 
vention of the American and 
Canadian Numismatic Associations 
in Detroit in 19 62, the Museum 
staff is preparing additional dis¬ 
plays of special interest both to 
the beginning and the advanced 
collector.

Contemporary 1804 and 1805 
Silver Dollars Authenticated 


The most important chapter in the long and involved history of 
the 1804 silver dollars has now been written with the announcement 
that one coin dated 1804 and another dated 1805 have been fully 
authenticated by M. H. Bolender of San Marino, California, the re¬ 
cognized authority on the early silver dollars. After careful stud>, 
Mr. Bolender has pronounced these to be authentic coins struck at 
the United States Mint by the same manufacturing process used 
for the silver dollars coined from 1794 through 1803. 

These two coins were known to 


Spink & Son Ltd. of London, be¬ 
fore they reached the late B. G. 
Johnson of St. Louis early in 19 39. 
In November, 1939, they were pur¬ 
chased by the late Farran Zerbe 
for his private collection. Mr. 
Zerbe was then the Curator of the 
Chase Manhattan Bank’s Museum 
of Moneys of the World. In March, 
1941, Mr. Zerbe sold these two 
coins to Louis S. Werner of New 
York. 

Mr. Werner is a well-known nu¬ 
mismatist and has been a collector 
for 36 years. His first major nu 


mismatic contribution was in 1932

Commemorative half dollar's and 
thereafter helped to convict the 

counterfeiter. His specialty is an 
cient Jewish coins (of which he 
has one of the finest known collec¬ 
tions) and his discoveries of un¬ 
listed and counterfeit coins of this 
series are numerous, including the 
outstanding discovery of a silver 
shekel of the Second Revolt of 
the Jews, A.D. 132-133, obverse 
of Year One, reverse of Year Two. 
He co-authored “Jewish Symbols 
on Ancient Jewish Coins” pub 
lislied in 1944. One of his most 
interesting discoveries involved 
an 1838 Gobrecht dollar which was 
over-struck on an 1859 brilliant 
proof silver dollar. 

While it is not known whether 
Mr. Johnson did any research on 
these eoins while they were in his 
possession, it is known that he 
concluded that they could not be 
genuine because they did not re¬ 
semble the then known 1804 dol¬ 
lars. Likewrise, the extent of Mr. 
Zerbe’s research is unknown. He 
did not guarantee them to Mr. 
Werner, stating simply that ‘‘They 
may be false or genuine.” Mr. 
Werner's own opinion, however, 
was that the two coins w'ere 
genuine, contemporarily struck 
pieces. 

In 1951, at the A..N.A. annual 
convention held in Phoenix, Mr. 
Werner let it be known that he 
owned an 1805 silver dollar but 
withheld knowledge of his 1804. 
Early in 1952, Mr. Werner visited 
Mr. Bolender (who then lived at 
Freeport, Illinois) and asked him 
to examine the 1805 silver dollar. 
After a relatively brief study, Mr. 
Bo}ender advised Mr. Werner that, 
to his surprise, the coin appeared 
to be genuine, that he could see 
no evidence of alternation and 
that the obverse die was unlike 
any used for other early dol¬ 
lars of the period of 1794-1804 
including the restrikes. When the 
publicity given to Mr. Werner’s 
disclosure of the existence of the 
1805 specimen raised doubts of 
its genuineness, he decided to al 
low both coins to remain hidden 
for a while, notwithstanding his 
faith in them 

While it is not considered neces¬ 
sary to comment at length here 
in on the mysteries of the known 
1804 silver dollars, it should be 
noted that numismatists have 
been in almost 100% agreement 


classified and re-classified, sold 
and resold, and much has been 
written about them. But no one 
has yet argued convincingly that 
any of them were struck during 
the 1794-1804 period. It would 
be difficult to so argue because 
of certain key features of the re 
strikes such as (1) the edges do 
not appear cleanly struck with the 
lettering used in the early period 
1794-1803 (instead, the edges are 
either plain or the lettering ap¬ 
pears to be partly flattened by 
the so-called “collar” used after 
1836) and (2) the borders have 
definite rims with beading inside 
the rims, presumably a further 
result of the so-called "collar.” 

Early in 1960, Mr. Werner de¬ 
cided to establish once and for all 
whether or not his 1804 and 1805 
silver dollars were genuine, con¬ 
temporary pieces. In March, at 
Mr. Werner’s request, Academy 
Testing Laboratories Inc. of New 
York completed metallographic 
examinations of both dollars. 
Thqir report on each specimen 
reads as follows: 

“The submitted U.S. silver 
dollar was examined using a 
Bausch & Lomb ILS Metallo- 
graph at various magnifications 
from 25 X to 1150 X. 

“The formation and contour of 
the numerals in the date is the 
same as the other letters of the 
coin. No visible evidence was 
found of alteration by the ad¬ 
dition, removal or tooling of the 
metal. 

“Based upon Bur examination 
of this coin, it is our opinion that 
the date was die struck and has 
not been altered.” 

In June, 1960, at Mr. Werner’s 
request, Lucius Pitkin Inc. of New 


of replacement numbers having 
been soldered to the coin sur¬ 
face, as solder lvould have re¬ 
acted a little differently and 
would have shown up as slight 
changes in color and texture.” 

Mr. Werner discussed the pos¬ 
sible sale of these two eoins with 
Mr. and Mrs. A. J. Ostheimer, 
3rd of Philadelphia, who own 
one of the finest and most com¬ 
plete collections of the different 
varieties of silver dollars in ex¬ 
istence today. For almost a 
year, Mrs. Ostheimer has been 
collaborating with Mr. Bolender 
in preparation for a revision of 
his important book, “THE 
UNITED STATES EARLY SIL- 


bined with eight known obverse 
dies dated 1801-1805 inclusive, 
(2) the so-called “Reverse B”, 
used in combination with seven 
known obverse dies dated 1801- 
1803 inclusive, and (3) the re¬ 
verse die used for 1795 B-14, 
1796 B-l, B-2 and B-3, 1797 B-2 
and 1798 B-2. In the light of 
this practice, Mr. Bolender and 
Mrs. Ostheimer have studied a 
large series of 1801-1803 varieties 
struck with “Reverse A”, com¬ 
pared them with the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer dollars of 1804 
and 1805 and agreed upon the 
approximate sequence in which 
various die varieties must have 
been struck, based upon the pro¬ 
gressive breakdown of the reverse 
die as evidenced by die cracks. 
This sequence was also checked 
by Messrs. Frank M. Stirling of 
Baton Rouge and W. Earl Spies 
of Baltimore, using their own 
important variety collections of 
these early silver dollais. Since 
the complete sequence is rather 
complicated, it is simply noted 
herein that the Zerbe-Werner-

able. The Ostheimers advised 
. Mr. Werner that they would 
be interested in acquiring his 
1804 and 1805 silver dollars if 
they and Mr. Bolender were 
given ample opportunity to ex¬ 
amine and more carefully sttidy 
the coins for attribution. This 
was done and the Ostheimers 
purchased the two coins. 

Mr. Bolender’s lengthy reports 
can be summarized as follows: 


and their report on each coin reads 
as follows: 

“A United States silver dollar 
dated (1804-1805) was studied 
with microscopes at magnifica¬ 
tions ranging from 30 to 500 
times to look for any evidence of 
tampering with or replacement 
of the last digit of the date. 

“The coin was carefully ex¬ 
amined under bright light with 
a 30-power binocular microscope. 
It was then cleaned with liquid 
soap and water, washed with al¬ 
cohol and dried, then very lightly 
etched in the region of the date 
with a solution containing potas¬ 
sium dichromate, salt and sul¬ 
phuric acid in water. 

“It was then examined at a 
500 magnification on a Bausch & 
Lomb metallographic micro¬ 
scope. Even at this high magni¬ 
fication no indications of any 
distortions or replacement of 
the date could be found. The 
texture of the silver surface im¬ 
mediately surrounding the date 
digits and of the fillets curving 
from the depressed flat area up 
into the sides of the raised num¬ 
bers appeared to m^tch the 
texture exactly at other compar¬ 
able portions of the coin. Ac- 


Tlie 1804 Dollar 

The obverse die used to strike 
this coin is unlike any other 
known obverse die. It is quite 
similar to that used for the Stick- 
ney and Dexter specimens pictured 
in the “Guide Bock” but certain 
variations are apparent. On the 
Z e r b e-Werner-Ostheimer speci¬ 
men, _Uie end of the highest curl 
on top of the head is full and 
regular as on other contemporary 
pieces, the figure 8 is centered 
between the 1 and 0 in the date, 
and the last star (the 13th or 
lowest star on the right) is rela¬ 
tively near the bust. In contrast, 
on the well-known restrikes, the 
highest curl on top of the head 
appears to be cut off, the figure 
8 is closer to the 1, and the last 
star is farther from the bust. 

The reverse die used for this 
coin is the well-known “Reverse 


examined varieties dated 1^801- 
1803 with “Reverse A”. The 
Z e r b e-Werner-Ostheimer 1803 
specimen was apparently struck 
at about the same stage of the 
die as the examined 1803 B-6 
specimens, and after all other 
varieties with “Reverse A”. 

Subject to the fact that the 
dates of coins minted did not 
necessarily always coincide with 
the year of coinage, it may be of 
interest to review the gene rally 
recognized silver dollar coinage 
for 1S01-1805 inclusive, together 
with the number of known 
Bolender varieties for these years, 
exclusive of restrikes 1801 B-5, 
1802 B-8, 1803 B-7 and the 1804 
restrike varieties. 


York, also studied these two coins"'A” > the same die used for the 


1801 B-2, 1802 B-l, B-4 and B-6, 
and the 1803 B-4 and B-6 (or 
B-2, which is generally considered 
to be the same as B-6). 

The borders are denticulated 
and without raised rims as are 
other contemporary specimens. 
The edge is clearly lettered and 
evenly struck as are the other 
dollars of the 1794-1805 period. 


The 1805 Dollar 

The obverse die used to strike 
this coin is unlike any other 
known obverse die. The reverse 
die used for this coin is also “Re 
verse A” which was used for 
striking other coins as mentioned 
in describing the 1804 dollar. The 
borders and lettered edge con¬ 
form to the other early silver 
dollars.

It seems reasonable, in Mr. 
Bolender’s opinion, to assume that 
the Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 180 4 
dollar was struck late in 1803 or 
early in 1804, that other varieties 
of 1801-1803 with “Reverse A” 
(exclusive of 1802 B-4) were sub¬ 
sequently struck late in 1803 or 
early in 1804 and that the Mint 
report of 19,570 dollars coined in 
1804 was probably accurate. Mr. 
Bolender also believes that the 
Zerbe-Werner-Ostheimer 1805 dol¬ 
lar was struck after the 1804 and 
other varieties of 1801-1803 with 
"Reverse A” but at about the 
same time as some 1803 B-6’s. 


Both 1804 and 1805 Dollars 

The weight of these coins is 
normal for coins of the period 
with only slight wear. 

A careful and searching study 
of these obverse and reverse dies 
indicates that the engraver was 
the same one who cut other dies 
for the 1801. 1802 and 1S03 sil¬ 
ver dollars.

Further research on the Zerbe- 
Werner-Ostheimer silver dollars 
of 180 4 and 180 5 is in process, 
as well as work upon the proposed 
revision of the Bolender book.

1945 Large "S" - Micro "s" 



The 1945 dime of the San Francisco Mint is known in 
large and small mint mark varieties. Mint marks are placed* 
in the working dies by hand punch at the Philadelphia mint 
before the dies are sent to the branch mint or mints. Thus, 
among each denomination produced during one year by a 
mint, the coins of one die will differ slightly from the coins 
produced on another die insofar as the mint mark’s position 
and size is concerned. The mint marks will also differ, of 
course, if a different punch is used on some of the dies. The 
large “S” and the micro “s” varieties of the 1945 dime were 
caused by different punches. Close examination reveals seiifs 
on the micro “s” but none on the large “S”.

Unlisted U, S. Coins Are 
Usually Counterfeits 



By Q. David Bowers 

One of the lingering hopes in 
every collector’s mind is the find¬ 
ing some day of 
an unlisted or 
previously un¬ 
known coin. 1946 
Mercury dimes, 

1948 Liberty 
walking half 
dollars, 1958 
Memorial re¬ 
verse cents, etc. 
were never 
coined, yet, for 
Some persons, Q. David Bowers 
the hope exists that eventually one 
will be found. One of the “non¬ 
existent” coins that turns up fre¬ 
quently is the 1815 large cent. 

Scarcely a month or two goes by 
without someone reporting a new 
“find” of this coin. All of these, 
of course, are alterations. The 
most often found alteration is 
made from a large cent of 1845. 
The diagonal and crossbar of the 
4 are tooled away leaving a “1”. 

The initiated collector will im¬ 
mediately recognize this alteration 
as the design type is that of the 
1840’s and 1850’s. More seldom 
seen is the 1815 altered from an 
1813. A small amount of cutting 
plus a small addition of metal 
changes the 3 to a 5. A copy of 
“Penny Whimsey” will quickly 
identify the 1813 dies. 


Another persistent fabrication is 
the 1915 Liberty walking half dol¬ 
lar. These are usually made from 
a 1945 half dollar by altering the 
4. The date appears unnaturally 
spaced: 19 15. Sometimes a care¬ 
less forger will overlook a D or 
S mintmark on the reverse of the 
coin. 

Often counterfeiters of coins had 
no numismatic knowledge. Coun¬ 
terfeit half dollars of 1837 and 
1838 of the large (pre-1837) size 
with lettered edges are not rare. 
Other similar counterfeits we 
have seen are an 1897-0 $10, 
1930-D dime, 1914-D half dollar 
and 1944 nickel without a mint- 
mark on the reverse. If you ac¬ 
quire a “non-existent” coin, ap¬ 
proach it with a skeptical view¬ 
point. Chances are that it will 
not be genuine. Avoid buying any 
coins of a dubious nature unless 
they are checked by a qualified 
expert first. 

Most of the professional dealers 
will appraise and authenticate 
coins if the sender encloses post¬ 
age and insurance for both ways 
and a dollar or two for the deal¬ 
er’s trouble. This is unlike the 
art or rare autograph field where 
the authentication of a question¬ 
able item often involves consider¬ 
able expense. Most dealers, ex-

items sold. No man who is a pro¬ 
fessional numismatist worthy of 
the name will sell a coin on an 
“as is” basis. 

Eric P. Newman’s discussion of 
the 1804 and 1805 dollars, recently 
reviewed in the Coin World, fur¬ 
nishes an excellent example of 
the time and patience that may 
be spent altering a coin. It 
makes one shudder to think what 
the same unknown forger could 
have produced if he set to work 
making a 1853-0 no arrows half 
dollar or, perhaps more profit¬ 
ably, a 1873-S dollar. 

We were recently reminded by 
a correspondent, of a fact not 
generally known to numismatists 
. . .that 1837 half dollars occur with 
two distinctly different diameters. 
Both varieties were struck with 
dies of the same size. The differ¬ 
ence is made by the wideness of 
the rims and was caused by using 
collars of two sizes. The common 
1837 has narrow rims, particularly 
evident on the reverse. The rarer 
variety has a broad flat rim on 
both sides. 

Mr. R. E. Cox’s collection of 
half dollars, winner of the Best 
in Show award at the Atlanta A. 
N.A. convention, was alone worth 
the trip to the convention to see. 
Mr. Cox has the finest half dol¬ 
lar collection ever assembled. The 
two rarities of the half dollar 
series are there...the 1853-0 with¬ 
out arrows or rays and the 
1838-0 (in Proof condition). Most 
of the others are in the finest 
condition obtainable. Complement¬ 
ing the regular half dollar 
series are pattern half dollars (in¬ 
cluding the 1852 gold ring half dol¬ 
lar) and half dollar mint errors.

I have spent the last three days. 

I have also visited the antique and 
coin fair in old Delft, about an 
hour and a half by car south of 
Amsterdam. In Delft every year 
the antique dealers’ organization 
prepares a fair in the historically 
exciting Prinsephof, the famous 
old place from where William of 
Orange defied the Spanish rulers 
during the era of Philip II in the 
16th century. 

The place is still unchanged and 
the old paintings and other works 
of art fit beautifully into this old 
historical pattern. An entire room 
is devoted to coins, medals, dec¬ 
orations, coin books. 

Buying was hectic and it was 
difficult for cousin Jacques Schul¬ 
man to keep everything under 
control. 

The entire fair had three mil¬ 
lion dollars worth of exhibits and 
nowhere did you see armed 
guards or any type of police pro¬ 
tection. Holland is still a safe 
place. My cousin Jacques even 
exhibited coins openly on the ta¬ 
bles without glass protection and 
nobody would ever touch them. 

One of the outstanding coins 
was a Souverain D’Or of Charles- 

II of Spain for Flanders and a 
brilliant proof 5 pound gold piece 
of George IV of England struck 
in 1826. A gorgeous gold coin of 
Syracuse also caught my eye. 

A visit to Van Mills Coin Shop 
in The Hague was an unusual ex¬ 
perience and we had a delightful 
dinner with outstanding numis¬ 
matic expert Johan Mager in 
Soestoyk (one minute from the 
Royal Palace on the same street 
on the opposite side). He showed 
me some unusual objects of 
which he was proud. His friend 
Ger and both their pretty wives 
were also present. Those numis¬ 
matists interested in ancient art 
can do well to get in touch with 
him. 

I.eonard Forrer is wonderfully 
well again and this makes me 
very happy. He commutes be¬ 
tween Delft and Amsterdam. Jer¬ 
ry Eisenberg (he hunts antiquities, 
so he says with a smile) blew into 
town, but I missed him. 

Weather in Europe has ( been 
bad tliis summer and maybe it 
was just as well that the tour 
was cancelled. Concerning inter¬ 
national affairs here, most people 
in Holland feel that the storm 
will once more blow over. 

Cousin Jacques is slated for an¬ 
other term for the I.A.P.N. but 
capable Dr. Herbert Cahn wants 
to resign after devoting 10 years! 
We hate to see him quit, but he 
deserves a rest. He did a mar¬ 
velous job and much of the 
I.A.P.N.’s success is due to him. 
For the nomination Emile Bour- 
gey is in line and he will do a 
good job too. 

I hear that important auctions 
are planned for the fall—one in 
Amsterdam and one in Lucerne. 
More details will follow. 

Now I am off to Sweden!

Seaby Name Familiar To 
Numismatists Everywhere 


B. A. Seaby Ltd., of 65 Gt. Port 
land street, London, ranks as one 
of the most highly respected nu¬ 
mismatic firms not only in Great 
Britain, but in the whole world 
as well. 

Seaby’s deals by mail with hun¬ 
dreds of collectors overseas, in¬ 
cluding many American collectors 
in addition to servicing its cus¬ 
tomers in the Greater London 
area. 

Founded by Herbert A. Seaby 
in 1926 (he always signed his 
name Bert A Seaby, and thus the 
Initials “B.A.” are used), the firm 
has grown gradually over the 
years until it employs 21 persons 
today, 11 of whom are qualified 
numismatists. 

The firm’s beginnings in 1926 
were anything but smooth since 
Britain’s economy suffered great¬ 
ly as a result of the general strike 
in that year. 

However, Herbert Seaby, who 
was but 27 years of age at the 
time, said that the older dealers 
in London were always more than 
willing to lend a helping hand to 
guide him through the rough 
spots. 

Over the years Seaby has gone 
on a number of long trips to many 
parts of the world in order to buy 
important collections, and has vis¬ 
ited the United States several 
times for that purpose.

The columnist of the Citizen 
wants to know what the token is. 

More than 40 years ago, Walter 
Lang of Liverpool noticed that a 
coin in his pocket was dated 1887, 
Queen Victoria’s Golden Jubilee 
year. He started saving the coins 
of that date that came his way.

Recently he sent a complete set 
of silver coins of that year to his 
son who had settled 10 years ago 
in New Zealand.

Fines Proved 
Ineffective 

Heavy fines were dealt out to 
any mintmaster in medieval Lon¬ 
don if he deliberately struck short 
weight coins and took the “sur¬ 
plus” silver along with his tools 
to a clandestine working place like 
a forest and made coins for him¬ 
self. 

Stiffer fines and longer prison 
sentences didn’t seem to do the 
trick, however, for after the Nor¬ 
man conquest the weight and pur¬ 
ity of t h e King’s silver pennies' 
continued to show a mdrked de¬ 
cline. 

Embarking on a second money 
policy shortly before Christmas in 
the year 1124, Henry I levied more 
severe and decisive punishment 
on all corrupt moneyers of Eng 
land.'His harsh decrees were car¬ 
ried out on some 94 hapless indi¬ 
viduals, prompting one chronicler 
to report that Jthere Was a great 
money scarcity due to the lack of 
moneyers. 

After this series of executions, 
the quality of English coin began 
to show a sudden and remarkable 
improvement.

I have spent the last three days. 

I have also visited the antique and 
coin fair in old Delft, about an 
hour and a half by car south of 
Amsterdam. In Delft every year 
the antique dealers’ organization 
prepares a fair in the historically 
exciting Prinsenhof, the famous 
old place from where William of 
Orange defied the Spanish rulers 
during the era of Philip II in the 
16th century. 

The place is still unchanged and 
the old paintings and other works 
of art fit beautifully into this old 
historical pattern. An entire room 
is devoted to coins, medals, dec¬ 
orations, coin books. 

Buying was hectic and it was 
difficult for cousin Jacques Schul¬ 
man to keep everything under 
control. 

The entire fair had three mil¬ 
lion dollars worth of exhibits and 
nowhere did you see armed 
guards or any type of police pro¬ 
tection. Holland is still a safe 
place. My cousin Jacques even 
exhibited coins openly on the ta¬ 
bles without glass protection and 
nobody would ever touch them. 

One of the outstanding coins 
was a Souverain D’Or of Charles 

II of Spain for Flanders and a 
brilliant proof 5 pound gold piece 
of George IV of England struck 
in 1826. A gorgeous gold coin of 
Syracuse also caught my eye. 

A visit to Van Mills Coin Shop 
in The Hague was an unusual ex¬ 
perience and we had a delightful 
dinner with outstanding numis¬ 
matic expert Johan Mager in 
Soestoyk (one minute from the 
Royal Palace on the same street 
on the opposite side). He showed 
me some unusual objects of 
which he was proud. His friend 
Ger and both their pretty wives 
were also present. Those numis¬ 
matists interested in ancient art 
can do well to get in touch with 
him. 

I.eonard Forrer is wonderfully 
well again and this makes me 
very happy. He commutes be¬ 
tween Delft and Amsterdam. Jer¬ 
ry Eisenberg (he hunts antiquities, 
so he says with a smile) blew into 
town, but I missed him. 

Weather in Europe has been 
bad this summer and maybe it 
was just as well that the tour 
was cancelled. Concerning inter¬ 
national affairs here, most people 
in Holland feel that the storm 
will once more blow over. 

Cousin Jacques is slated for an¬ 
other term for the I.A.P.N. but 
capable Dr. Herbert Cahn wants 
to resign after devoting 10 years! 
We hate to see him quit, but he 
deserves a rest. He did a mar¬ 
velous job and much of the 
I.A.P.N.’s success is due to him. 
For the nomination Emile Bour- 
gey is in line and he will do a 
good job too. 

I hear that important auctions 
are planned for the fall—one in 
Amsterdam and one in Lucerne. 
More details will follow.

of consternation about just what we can do to protect ourselves from 
coin forgeries.

Friend Walter Breen recently made the following remarks to 

me: 

It is safe to say that the numismatic world has not yet felt the 
full effect of Eric’s bombshell. I would like to deal briefly here 
with a few propositions that follow di¬ 
rectly from Eric’s speech; I expect to 
have much more to say about them lat 
er on. 

1. Any valuable coin (even in $25 
class) is likely to be imitated by coun¬ 
terfeiters. If even 1931 S cents are not 
safe (and enough alterations have been 
presented already to show this), then 
nothing else is, not even the commoner 
gold pieces. 

2. As the interest in coin collecting 

increases, and the financial incentives 
grow, we can expect counterfeiters tc 
become more skillful. The ultimate in 
counterfeiting in stamps already hap¬ 
pened; Jean de Sperati made such skill- Walter Breen 

ful forgeries that in 1954 the British Philatelic Association wa< 
forced to buy him out, stock, dies and proofs, and pay him a pric< 
high enough to make it worth while for him to leave the business 
forever. The whole incredible story is told in Murray Teigh Bloom’s 
“Money of Their Own.” We’re almost ripe for our own Sperati, anc 
I am inclined to guess that his work will be most frequent in the 
more vulnerable fields: colonial coins, colonial paper money, private 
gold coins and ingots and assay bars, obsolete and Confederate 
currency. I have already seen forgeries of the last-named which are 
superior to the genuine! 

3. Many coins now bought and sold without guarantee or au¬ 
thentication (because neither buyer nor seller thinks it necessary) 
may prove spurious. Complacency is dangerous. Any coin valu¬ 
able enough to be worth more than a casual glance needs to be 
authenticated at the time of sale, and the certificates of authen¬ 
ticity (accompanied by photographs to prove that the coin has not 
been switched in the meantime) should accompany the coin, whether 
at auction or at private sale, to protect both buyer and seller 
whether dealer or collector. 

4. The alert collector should be automatically suspicious of any¬ 
thing rare or valuable offered him .especially if offered by someone 
unkonwn to him, and particularly .if the coin’s genuineness would

Warming Trend

Montana's holiday traffic toll leaped to five late Sat¬ 
urday night when a headon collision five miles west of 
Bozeman claimed four lives. 


Details of the accident were not available late Sat¬ 
urday as Gallitin County officials were still at the accident 
scene. 

The deaths raised the 1961 highway toll to 183 com¬ 
pared with 145 a year ago. 

Earlier Saturday in a spectacular one-car crash the 
state recorded its first traffic death of the Labor Day 
weekend. 

The victim was identified as Thomas Ackerman, about 
21, of Portland, Ore., who was thrown out of his car 
when it rammed into a tree in North Great Falls. 

After knocking the 12-inch diameter tree trunk loose 
from the ground, the car careened into a parked car across 
the street and skidded to a stop some distance away. 

The deaths raised Montana's traffic fatality toll to 
182, up 38 from the like period a year ago.

Preview of Winter 


Cuts State Travel 


A snowy weekend preview 
of winter swept through 
Montana’s high country, Sat¬ 
urday, and sharply curtailed 
Labor Day highway traffic to 
the state’s scenic locations on 
this the last long holiday of 
the summer season. 

Up to six inches of snow 
which fell on Yellowstone 
National Park forced closing 
of the northeast and east en¬ 
trances and white-frosted 
Montana mountain peaks. 

More snow was forecast early 
Sunday in parts of Wyoming and 
the higher elevations in Montana. 

Billings forecasters expected 
partly-cloudy skies and tempera¬ 
tures in the 60s Sunday. Only 
scattered showers were expected j 
after .20 of an inch Friday night j 
and Saturday. 

Park Service employes barri-j 
caded Highway 12 out of Red! 
Lodge Saturday and said Sun-j 
day’s temperatures would deter¬ 


mine if tourists could travel the 
highway to Cooke City and the 
park. 

Red Lodge residents said there 
were four to five inches of snow 
on top of Beartooth Pass and 
four inches on the Grizzly Peak 
ski run. 

A few motorists with chains or 
snow tires went through to the 
park Saturday morning but three 
cars were reported waiting for 
the icy roads to clear at Long 
Lake, on the Wyoming side of 
the pass. Passerbys also said 
motorists with trailers found 
them swerving from side to side 
on the ice. 

Thinly-clad tourists at Yellow¬ 
stone were reported huddled 
around fires as the temperatures 
remained near or below the 
freezing mark. No park visitors 
were reported missing or stuck 
in the drifts built up by high 
winds Friday night. 

Highway 14-20 to Yellowstone 
from Cody, Wyo., was open mid¬ 
day Saturday but rangers closed

Numismatic Depth. Study 

Unlisted U, S. Coins Are 


Usually Counterfeits

One of the lingering hopes in 
every collector’s mind is the find¬ 
ing some day of 


an unlisted or 
previously un¬ 
known coin.

the hope exists that eventually one 
will be found. One of the “non¬ 
existent” coins that turns up fre¬ 
quently is the 1815 large cent. 


Scarcely a month or two goes by 
without someone reporting a new 
“find” of this coin. All of these, 
of course, are alterations. The 
most often found alteration is 
made from a large cent of 1845. 
The diagonal and crossbar of the 
4 are tooled away leaving a “1”. 

The initiated collector will im¬ 
mediately recognize this alteration 
as the design type is that of the 
1840’s and 1850’s. More seldom 
seen is the 1815 altered from an 
1813. A small amount of cutting 
plus a small addition of metal 
changes the 3 to a 5. A copy of 
“Penny Whimsey” will quickly 
identify the 1813 dies. 


Often counterfeiters of coins had 
no numismatic knowledge. Coun¬ 
terfeit half dollars of 1837 and 
1838 of the large (pre-1837) size 
with lettered edges are not rare. 
Other similar counterfeits we 
have seen are an 1897-0 $10, 
1930-D dime, 1914-D half dollar 
and 1944 nickel without a mint- 
mark on the reverse. If you ac¬ 
quire a “non-existent” coin, ap¬ 
proach it with a skeptical view¬ 
point. Chances are that it will 
not be genuine. Avoid buying any 
coins of a dubious nature unless 
they are checked by a qualified 
expert first. 


guarantee the authenticity of 
items sold. No man who is a pro¬ 
fessional numismatist worthy of 
the name will .sell a coin on an 
“as is” basis. 

Eric P. Newman’s discussion of 
the 1804 and 1805 dollars, recently 
reviewed in the Coin World, fur¬ 
nishes an excellent example of 
the time and patience that may 
be spent altering a coin. It 
makes one shudder to think what 
the same unknown forger could 
have produced if he set to work 
making a 1853-0 no arrows half 
dollar or, perhaps more profit¬ 
ably, a 1873-S dollar. 


Most of the professional dealers 
will appraise and authenticate 
coins if the sender encloses post¬ 
age and insurance for both ways 
and a dollar or two for the deal¬ 
er’s trouble. This is unlike the 
art or rare autograph field where 
the authentication of a question¬ 
able item often involves consider¬ 
able expense. Most dealers, ex- 
pecially those belonging to an 
ethical dealers’ organization, will

Spink Reveals Discovery 


Of New 1804 U. S. Dollar 


For the second successive year, 
numismatic history has been 
made at the annual Educational 
Program at the American Nu¬ 
mismatic Association convention. 

This year it was the discovery 
of a new 1804 dollar, announced 
by David F. Spink, one of Eng¬ 
land's most brilliant numisma¬ 
tists, Thursday night in the Eng¬ 
lish room of the Sheraton-Cadillac 


set of 1834, 21 years earlier than 
the hereto earliest known proof 
set. 

The Londoner checked denomin¬ 
ations of U. S. coins struck in 1834 
and found they included the gold 
half and quarter eagles, the silver 
half dollar, quarter, dime and half 
dime, the copper cent and half 
cent. 

“The matter of the three empty 


spaces is quite intriguing,” Spink 
told his intent audience. “Two 
types of quarter eagle were struck 
in 1834, one with and one without 
motto.” 

He then explained that Mrs. 
Beister told him the type without 
the motto was .71875 inches in di¬ 
ameter and the type with the

Both the American and Cana¬ 
dian auctions brought exciting and 
in some cases new high prices for 
various types of material as buy¬ 
ers thronged the auction rooms 
for the long, but never dull, ses¬ 
sions.

Kann was born in 1880 in old 
Austria. He attended the Vienna 
Commercial Academy and was 
later employed by the Russo Chin¬ 
ese Bank in Shanghai, China, 
where he later became bank man¬ 
ager. 

In 1925 he established himself as 
a foreign exchange and bullion 
broker. Later he was appointed 
by the Ministry of Finance as a 
member of the Advisory Mint 
Committee and also as a mem¬ 
ber of the Central Bank’s Re¬ 
search department. 

He spent some 48 consecutive 
years in the Far East during 
which time he was engaged in 
the realm of currency and fine 
art. He also wrote “The Curren¬ 
cies of China” (1937). 

Kann is survived by his widow, 
who resides in Hollywood.

“In God We Trust’ 

Bureau Explains Motto 



This is the U.S. silver certificate series 1935G with the motto, "In God We Trust”. 


This year, members of the Ca¬ 
nadian Numismatic Association 
members were privileged to share 
in the 1962 revelations at the joint 
A.N.A.-C.N.A. convention in De¬ 
troit. 

(Last year in Atlanta, Eric P. 
Newman, St. Louis, Mo., scholar, 
maintained there are no real 1804 
dollars.) 

Spink, who called his disclos¬ 
ure “perhaps the most important 
discovery in the field of Ameri¬ 
can numismatics for several 
years,” told how he came across 
a leather case of American ori¬ 
gin, golden yellow, fitted to re¬ 
ceive 11 coins of various sizes, but 
without any identification marks. 

He enlisted the aid of Mrs. Rae 
V. Biester, who was then super¬ 
intendent of the Philadelphia Mint 
—she discovered a letter sent 
from the Department of State to 
Dr. Samuel Moore, Director of the 
Mint, and dated November 11, 
1834. 

This letter, the London numis¬ 
matist said, contained a presi¬ 
dential directive that a “complete 
set” of coins of the United States 
be sent to the king of Siam and 
another to the sultan of Muscat. 
The letter, signed by John For¬ 
syth, called for “duplicate speci¬ 
mens of each kind now in use, 
whether of gold, silver or 
copper.” Forsyth also instruct¬ 
ed the cases to be in yellow and 
crimson with yellow the heraldic 
color of the royal house of Siam. 

Spink described his excitement 
at the discovery of both the case 
he had found and the coins. There 
were eight coins dated 1834, and 
it seemed obvious to him that he 
had discovered an original proof 


Because of continued misunder¬ 
standing about the motto, “In God 
We Trust,” on United States $1 
silver certificates, the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing has is¬ 
sued a now statement concerning 
the change, dated August, 1962. 

In accordance with Public Law 
140, the statement reads, $1 sil¬ 
ver certificates were first print¬ 
ed with the motto in 1957 on new 
high-speed presses, 32 notes to. 


the sheet. More than 3,700,000.000 
of Series 1957 and 1957A have been 
printed. 

Use of the motto was extended 
to $1 silver certificates of the 1935 
G series which are still printed 
on older flatbed presses, 18 notes 
to the sheet. To date, 20,520,000 
have been produced. 

According to the statement, a 
considerable volume of U. S. pa¬ 


per currency in circulation is $1 
silver certificates, so it is evident 
that some of the Series 1935 G 
notes without the motto will con¬ 
tinue to be found for some time. 

The Bureau will continue to ex¬ 
pand the use of the motto as new 
dies and printing plates are pre¬ 
pared until all U. S. paper cur¬ 
rency, as well as Federal Re¬ 
serve notes, will bear the motto 
“In God We Trust.”

motto measured .750 inches, the 
larger by about 3100th of an inch. 

“Although the smallest empty 
indentation is virtually identical 
in size to the quarter eagle act¬ 
ually in the set, it is not 
quite, as this quarter eagle fits 
very snugly into one space, but 
is slightly loose in the other,” he 
said. So Spink concluded the type 
with the motto was also original¬ 
ly in the set, possibly to balance 
up the arrangement of the coins, 
but had since been lost. 

As he pondered what coins went 
into the remaining two spaces, 
Spink kept thinking about the 
State Department letter. He told 
his audience that he took a clue 
from the words, “duplicate spe¬ 
cimens of each kind now in use, 
whether gold, silver or copper.” 

“We'knew,” he said, “that al¬ 
though the minting of dollars and 
eagles had been stopped by presi¬ 
dential direction in 1804 because 
their bullion value had become 
greater than their face value, these 
denominations were still legal 
tender and therefore in current 
use.” 

The British numismatist, 
tongue-in-cheek, remarked about 
government officials noted all over 
the world for their “strict and 
literal interpretation of instruc¬ 
tions.” 

This accounted for the inclu¬ 
sion of an early type eagle. The 
proof set contained a coin last is¬ 
sued in 1804 but struck in bril¬ 
liant proof. 

Spink said if his information is 
correct, the very few proof 1804 
eagles with the plain 4 have been 
presumed to be restrikes made 
in the late 1830’s, and not offi¬ 
cially made at that. 

“This specimen proves some¬ 
thing else entirely different, as¬ 
sociated as it is with the other 
coins,” he said. 

Spink climaxed his discussion 
with the statement that on the 
analogy ot the eagle, the large 
remaining space in the yellow case 
should be a specimen of the last 
known officially issued dollar 
which from all the books is listed 
as that of 1803. 

“It is not an 1803 but an 
1804 dollar,” said Spink. 

As an audible ripple of excite¬ 
ment went over the room, he 
showed a photograph of the dol¬ 
lar which had never before been 
known to exist, he said. 

“It is a new 1804 specimen 
with a pedigree indicating without 
any question that it was struck 
in 1834 or early 1835, two years 
earlier than the earliest date a 
substantial body of numismatic 
opinion has ever believed it could 
be struck.” 

Calling his disclosure one solu¬ 
tion — if not “the” solution, Spink 
said the coin conforms in all re¬ 
spects to the other so-called orig¬ 
inals with the plain 4 in the date 
and the Type 1 reverse. 

He also said he believed others 
could have been struck, and found 
their way as single specimens 
on the market. 

Spink told the audience during 
a question period the set is now 
owned by two American women, 
and might be made available to 
scholars for study. He said the 
Muscat set does not seem to be 
in existence — that it was miss¬ 
ing as early as 1865. 

J. C. Risk, of New York City, 
shared the exciting speaking 
honors with Spink at the program 
as he presented more facts about 
the coin. 

He sold the large audience of 
numismatists that the presence of 
a hereto unknown specimen of the 
1804 dollar will probably oversha¬ 
dow the proof 1804 eagle, funda¬ 
mentally a much rarer restrike 
than its “overpublicized” silver 
companion. 

Risk said that there should be 
no doubt in the mind of the really 
informed numismatist today that 
there are no “original” 1804 dol¬ 
lars if by “original” the numisma¬ 
tist means a coin of that denomin¬ 
ation struck in 1804 and not at 
some later date.

Spink Find 

Kenneth E. Bressett, Racine, 
Wis., who has collaborated with 
Eric P. Newman, St. Louis, to 
write a new book, “The Fantastic 
1804 Dollar,” said the Spink dol¬ 
lar and its background will be ini 
eluded in their study, scheduled 
for a September release by the 
Whitman Publishing Company. 

Bressett was in Detroit and at¬ 
tended the Educational Program 
where Spink made the disclosure 
of the new 7 discovery. 


“This new information will be 
included in the final chapter of 
The Fantastic 1804 Dollar,” Bres¬ 
sett said, “and it will be released 
in September, just as we, had 
planned.”- 


He agreed with Spink and J. C. 
Risk that the Mint officials took 
the Department of State’s instruc¬ 
tions literally — and he pointed to 
the dual interpretations which 
could be made: Do current coins 
mean those in production, or those 
in use? 


A newly discovered 1804 dollar was reported 
to the joint American-Canadian Numismatic Associ¬ 
ation convention in Detroit by David F. Spink, 
of London, England, and J. C. Risk, of New York 
City, to electrify the convention’s Educational 
Program. Here the newest addition to the list of 


the “king of American rarities” nestles in a blue 
velvet-lined, golden yellow presentation case, des¬ 
tined for the king of Siam as a gift from President 
Andrew Jackson in 1834, according to the two 
internationally known numismatists. The set is 
now owned by two unidentified American women. 


Risk said he wanted to place 
the presentation set and the dollar 
contained in it in the proper his¬ 
torical and numismatic context. 

“We are aware that the new 
Spink dollar is bound to be sub¬ 
jected to the keenest scrutiny, as 
it should be,” declared Risk. “I 
am satisfied that neither the gen¬ 
uineness of the coin nor the pedi¬ 
gree revealed . . . will be shak¬ 
en by any further evidence.” 

Risk retraced the acquisition of 
the first generally known specimen 

of the famous coin by Matthew 
A. Stickney, May 9. 1843, from 
the Philadelphia Mint cabinet in 
exchange for other coins not in the 
Mint collection. 

He pointed out that before that 
date the piece was known only as 
a type example of the dollar used 
to illustrate “A Manual of Gold 
and Silver Coins of All Nations,” 
by Eckfeldt and Dubois, assayer 
and assistant assayer at the Mint, 
published by the Mint Assay Of¬ 
fice in 1842. 

Stickney began his collection in 
1817, and until 1843 he never saw 
an 1804 dollar, Risk said. When 
he acquired his prize in 1843 he 
saw another specimen in the Mint 
Cabinet; he regarded both as 
proofs. 

Risk quoted from “The Ameri¬ 
can Journal of Numismatics,” of 
June, 1867, in which reference was 
made to the set of coins destined 
for the Imaun of Muscat 

The numismatic periodical stat¬ 
ed that the United States govern¬ 


ment. wishing to make “proper 
return” to the Muscat leader for 
a gift, “caused, amongst other 
things, a set of coins to be made 
for him, and the only dollar dies 
existing being those of 1804, a few 
pieces were struck from them, 
one of which was used as intend¬ 
ed, one retained in the Mint, and 
one found its way into a private 
cabinet.” The Journal apparently 
did not know two presentation 
sets w'ere struck during the admin¬ 
istration of President Jackson, 
Risk said. 

“If the set described and seen 

here on slides had not survived, 
we might never have known when 
the 1804 dollar was really made,” 
said Risk. 

“The existence of a set of proof 
coins dated 1834 in the original 
case of issue can leave no doubt 
in our minds that both the dollar 
and the proof eagle were made 
in that year for the specific pur¬ 
pose of furthering the commer¬ 
cial interests and foreign policy 
of the United States. 

Risk further clarified why two 
coins 30 years out of date were 
made to be included in the presen¬ 
tation sets by quoting from the 
secretary of state’s letter “dupli¬ 
cate specimens of each kind of 
coin now? in use. . .” 

Risk contrasted modern inter¬ 
pretation of “now in use” with 
the thinking of 1834. 

Risk said the situation was dif¬ 
ferent in the first half of the 19th 
century with a different interpre¬ 


tation on “now in use” for coins. 
He pointed out that the suspen¬ 
sion of coinage of dollars and 
eagles in 1804 was due to the over¬ 
valuation of the pieces—brought 
about because the bullion price 
changed. They could be melted 
down at a profit above and beyond 
their face value when they were 
uncirculated. There are records 
of old dollars and eagles being 
used in the 1830’s, he said. 

The New York numismatist said 
he believed the Mint Director took 

his instructions literally, and 

made up his proof set from coins 
struck in 1834. Then he may have 
had punches for dollars and eag¬ 
les available, although they had 
not been made for years, but still 
in use. 

“Perhaps the original 1804 dollar 
die did exist in perfect condi¬ 
tion because it had never been 
used,” Risk observed. “So he fit¬ 
ted his old dies to the mechanical¬ 
ly powered coining presses, in¬ 
stalled in 1817, and followed in¬ 
structions as he saw them. 

Risk cited the laws affecting the 
position of the dollar and the ea¬ 
gle to further strengthen his the¬ 
ory. 

“The dollar was struck for 
the presentation sets of 1834 be¬ 
cause the type was still in circu¬ 
lation in this country and because 
it was still a legally authorized 
coin of the United States,” Risk 
declared. 

“The proof eagle was made be¬ 
cause it was a type still in circu- 


Bressett pointed to the interpre¬ 
tation that the dollar and eagle 
coins w'ere current coins of the 
realm, but not current coins in 
production. 

“In manufacturing the two coins 
to go in the set was there a viola¬ 
tion of the coinage law?” Bressett 
queried. 

Bressett and Newman’s many 
months of research had uncovered 
the existence of the presentation 
cases, but their information led 
them to conclude that the cases no 
longer existed. 

Intermediaries were to make an 
effort to permit Bressett and New¬ 
man as scholars of the 1804 dollar 
to study the Spink discovery, own¬ 
ed by two unidentified American 
women, so their new book will be 
up-to-the moment in developments.

Risk said he believed the new¬ 
ly discovered 1804 dollar would 
take precedence over the others. 
He said he believed the newly 
discovered specimen adds to the 
stature of the others. He called 
it the Spink dollar, however, “the 
only 1804 dollar with a pedigree 
proving when it was made and 
under what circumstances.”

Stone simply by asking for it at 
the hotel desk. Only about $18,000 
of the collection was covered by 
insurance. 

The partners had taken the col¬ 
lection to their room following 
the closing of bourse Saturday 
evening. Investigators reported 
that evidently the thieves knew 
that the collection had been re¬ 
moved from the security room 
where it had been under guard 
of special police supplied by 
A.N.A-C.N.A. officials.

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Convention Impressions... 

For our first opportunity to attend a large numismatic 
convention, we certainly picked the best . . . the combined 
American and Canadian session in Detroit! The difficulty 
of compressing all of the activities 
and personalities into words and 
photos is reported elsewhere in this 
issue as Margo Russell and Ed 
Neuce were on the go everywhere, 
day and night, followed by the un¬ 
sleeping eye of our news camera in 
the capable hands of Gary Van 
Fossen. 

You’ll find the most complete 
and comprehensive coverage of all 
the combined conventions’ sessions 
and activities in the pages of Coin 
World as we fulfill the traditional 
newspaper responsibility of cover¬ 
ing the news while it is news. There 
was plenty of news . . . almost too 
much as we have attempted to compress a full week’s work 
into less than a day so those who were there can catch up 
on what they missed and so those who couldn’t attend 
will be almost as well informed as the hundreds who did! 

We are proud of this outstanding record of news and 
picture coverage portrayed herewith! We are proud of the 
fact that only Coin World was able to have 11 different 
working staff members in attendance at the sessions at 
one time or another . . . and we are also happy that we 
were able to establish contacts which will lead to the addi¬ 
tion of several other staff members in coming weeks as 
we strive to meet the demand of news-hungry collectors. 

We noted several aspects of the hobby in addition to 
the enthusiastic interest on the part of the 2,739 officially 
registered attendants. Numismatics on the educational and 
scientific level was at a new high but we were struck by 
the lack of appreciation of this fundamental approach to 
the hobby on the part of the multitude. Those glorious 
competitive exhibits and the non-competitive cases were 
stimulating but we regret that there were not more peo¬ 
ple who would or could appreciate the effort and study 
which went into their preparation. 

The educational program of Thursday evening pro¬ 
duced many unexpected results and created conversation 
for months to come whenever numismatists gather. The 
auctions, which also provide an educational aspect with 
the advance catalog, were well attended and, of course, 
reflected the interest in the items which were offered for 
sale. 

But the one outstanding phenomena, for which we 
were quite unprepared, was the intensity of interest, effort 
and downright zeal, attendant upon the dealers’ bourse, 
both in extent of space covered, the terrific howling of 
those dealers who were too late with too little to secure 
space, and the almost fanatic scramble of the collectors, 
clutching their boxes of coins, to reach the tables of the 
dealers with whom they had been in correspondence or 
about whom they had read in the coin publications. 

Our observation of this activity was that those dealers 
who wanted to do business, and were prepared to do so, 
were swamped with buyers and sellers .... those who want¬ 
ed a trip to Detroit as a “business expense vacation” en¬ 
joyed the comraderie of the event and were absent from 
their tables frequently. Hundreds of collectors were on 
hand and willing to buy, sell or just trade. A lot of in¬ 
formation (and misinformation) was also sought and re¬ 
ceived by both parties in this fundamental human activity 
of “wheeling and dealing.” 

The pulsing and throbbing of this economic life-blood 
of the hobby was once again amply demonstrated as it 
coursed over, around and even under the bourse tables as 
well as in the individual deals made in the hotel rooms. 
But the impact of the dealers’ bourse is even more signifi¬ 
cant to the thinking person who recognizes the latent power 
which the bourse can have over any coin convention. 

How this latent power is exercised must give pause 
for thoughtful reflection to all those responsible for the 
future growth of numismatics in general and for coin col¬ 
lecting in particular. Wise counsel and utmost integrity are 
essential on the part of leaders of the hobby who recognize 
that to whom much power is given, much outstanding 
leadership is expected.

The issue of Coin World of this 
date, July 20, carries an article 
by C. L. Liss of San Francisco 
about U. S. Philippine coinage on 
page eighty. The article contains 
several important inaccuracies of 
fact and some possibly erroneous 
opinions which should be recti¬ 
fied, to wit: 

1. Since Manila fell in January 
of 1942, not 1941, that should be 
considered the beginning year of 
Japanese Occupation; 

2. The year of the dumping of 
coins into Manila Bay is also 1942; 

3. The second-largest denomina¬ 
tion of coinage is properly called 
“50 centavos” rather than % peso, 
although the 'latter may be the 
commonly used term in the Philip¬ 
pines (but in writing an informa¬ 
tive article, it is my opinion that 
vernacular should be avoided un¬ 
less it is noted as such); 

4. Size and fineness of the sil¬ 
ver coinage were both reduced in 

1907, rather than 1908; 

5. In addition to coining all the 
denominations in 1903, the Phila¬ 
delphia Mint coined all the de¬ 
nominations in 1904, the one cen¬ 
tavo denomination in 1905 as regu¬ 
lar issue, all denominations in 
1905, 1905, and 1908 in proof, and 
the five centavos denomination 
in 1944. The Denver Mint was in¬ 
volved also, in 1944 and 1945. In 
addition to leaving ah of these out, 
Mr. Liss also omitted mention of 
the fact that from 1920 to 1941, 
with the exception of the one cen¬ 
tavo of 1920 from San Francisco, 
the Manila Mint produced all of 
the coinage issued for use in the 
Philippines; 

6. The 1920 Wilson “dollar” is 
not a coin, but a medal; 

7. While rarity may be a mat¬ 
ter of opinion, few people would 
agree that an item issued in either 
the quantity of 2,200 or of 3,700, 
as were the silver and bronze Wil¬ 
son “dollars”, respectively, could 
merit that designation, especially 


since there has been no known 
destruction or loss of any quan¬ 
tity of either issue, and they were 
all sold as items for collection 
and were not spendable; 

8. The three commemorative 
coins of 1936 were issued and sold 
in a set together for a total price 
of $3.13 per set by the U.S. Mint 
Mr. Liss implies, in his article, 
that the piece with the likeness 
of President Roosevelt was a 
separate issue; 

9. It is the obverse of the coin¬ 
age which bears the allegorical 
figure, the word “Filipinas”, and 
the denomination, while the re¬ 
verse has the shield. In 1937, the 
shield on the reverse was changed 
to that of the Commonwealth, 
which combined elements of the 
former Spanish and U.S. em¬ 
blems; 

10. Finally, at the time the 
name of our nation, the “United 
States of America”, was on the 
Philippine coinage, that land was 
not a “foreign republic” but, rath¬ 
er a Protectorate, under a U.S. 
Governor-General, and later a 
Commonwealth. Only since 1946 
could the terms “foreign repub¬ 
lic” used by Mr. Liss- be con¬ 
sidered accurate. 

My purpose in writing the above 
is, I’m sure, identical with that 
with which Mr. Liss set out to 
write his article, namely, provid¬ 
ing numismatic information. It is 
my personal belief, though, that 
in order to do a good job of this, 
the facts involved should be com¬ 
prehensively checked before they 
are disseminated to any group 
which may include some number 
of people who never doubt any¬ 
thing they read anywhere.

Judges for the exhibits were

First Greater Boston 
Coin Convention Held

The first annual Greater Boston, 
Mass., coin convention, held re¬ 
cently at the Motei 128, Dedham, 
Mass., was considered a tremen¬ 
dous success by officials of the 
event. More than 50 dealers were 
represented at the bourse and at¬ 
tendance was estimated at more 
than 1,000. 

The first public showing of the 
A. J. Ostheimer collection of U.S. 
silver dollars, Hawaiia nand satiri¬ 
cal Bryan Money was one of the 
most outstanding exhibits ever 
shown in New England, including 
two of the best known 1794 dol¬ 
lars, various Gobrechts, 1870-S.C., 
and the controversial 1804 and 1805 
dollars. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ostheimer of Phil¬ 
adelphia, Pa., attended in person 
and w r ere available to answer 
questions on the exhibit. 

A most informative and inter¬ 
esting panel discussion was held 
in the afternoon, with Maurice M. 
Gould, president of the New Eng¬ 
land Exonumist Society, and Mr. 
and Mrs. A. J. Ostheimer taking 
part. 

During the course of the discus¬ 
sion, the Ostheimers made a sen¬ 
sational announcement regarding 
many of the Hawaiian Patterns 
now being offered. After a great 
deal of study, they found that 
some of these coins dated 1883 
have been struck over coins of a 
later period, including a Colum¬ 
bian half-dollar and a coin dated 
1900. 

Some of these pieces came from 
the Farouk sale and they warned 
the collectors to beware of this 
type of material. They are mak¬ 
ing further investigations and all 
of their findings will be available 
to the collecting public. 


A discussion pertaining to the 
controversial 1804 and 1805 silver 
dollars took place and the coins 
were passed around to everyone 
in the standing room audience. 
Various aspects of Hawaiian, Bry¬ 
an Money, and the Ostheimer Dol¬ 
lar collection were discussed and 
a question and answer period fol¬ 
lowed. 

The Ostheimers were then 
awarded life memberships in the 
three organizations sponsoring the 
convention—the Collectors Club of 
Boston, the New England Exonu¬ 
mist Society, and the Canadian 
Numismatic Society of New Eng¬ 
land. A suitably engraved Paul 
Revere Bowl was presented by 
Maurice M. Gould to the guest 
speakers, Mr. and Mrs. A. J. 
Ostheimer. 


The following awards were giv¬ 
en for the best exhibits: 

First prize—Charles Wallace, 
TVeil Todd, and Harvey Fenton; 
second prize—Larry Gallagher; 
third prize—Richard Baltulis, and 
honorable mention—Richard Bal¬ 
tulis; non-competitive award went 
to Ostheimers and to Harry Les¬ 
sin.

I thought I would write to you for your opinion on a matter 
involving the l80lt U. 3 , dollars. I was reading your book 
and noticed how you, in a subtle way, made it very clear 
that you knew all of them were bad. 

Since all 1808 dollars show the use of a collar in striking, 
it is clear that they were struck after 1836 . It is also 
clear, from your book, that neither the first reverse, nor 
the second reverse, were struck with any other varieties 
except the proof 1801 , 1802 and 1803 so-called restrikes. 

In other words there was not a single die involved in the 
1801* or “proof” dollars of earlier years which die was used 
in coining any of the regular issues of 1798-1803. 

The only question remaining, therefore, is whether these 
dies were in existence since 180U or whether they were 
specially made about 18 N 0 . It would seem to me there would 
be no remaining 1801 die which had not been broken by 1803 
as it would have been used until it broke. The same logic 
might apply to the 1802 die. It is, therefore,entirely 
probable that since the hubs and punches were all on hand 
in I8I4.O t:iat the dies for the X8oi* dollar coinage, as well 
as the 1802, 1802 and 1803 proofs were made up artificially 
at that time. The second reverse of the 1801 * might have 
been made up even later. 

This would be a very interesting article to write up as I 
do not find this reasoning presented. Will you let me know 
what you think of the foregoing. 

Incidentally, I would very much like to have, to insert in 
my copy of your book, actual photographs of the dies shown 
on your errata slips since the photo engravings are not too 
wonderful. Do you h*ve extra prints of these couple of items?

Large 3 in date, similar to the 1803 B-6, but the upper right point of 3 
is very close to bust, and if any closer it would touch. In the 
1803 large 3 B-6, the 3 is distant from bust, about midway between bust 
and border milling. The first star in the restrike is closer to 
the curl, the upper left star more distant from L in LIBERTY. 

The reverse is from same die as used for the 1804 dollars struck the 
same time, with the first reverse die used. Light die crack through 
NITED (upper part) and wing tip. Berries are large (small on B-6). 

The distinguishing thing that is most noticeable quickly is that 
the milling and borders are much more perfect, showing years of 
additional experience in the art of coinage. In both cases the 
edge is lettered, but the restrike edge,is considerably wider, and 
smoother. On the face of the coin, the restrike proofs have high 
sharp and rather regular borders, with complete border of dots around 
on the inside of the outer higher edge. With those made in 1803, 
the border milling is more crude, in denticles instead of regular beads, 
and usually not perfectly centered, always somewhat defective.

Both you and Lee Hewitt will no doubt receive several letters 
commenting upon the "blitzkrieg" authentication (I) of the Zerbe-Werner 
1804 and 1805 silver dollars in the June issue of "The Numismatist" and 
the June issue of the "Numismatic Scrapbook." The appearance, on the 
initial pages of each publication, simultaneously, of Mr. Ostheimer's 
well written, but obviously fallacious observations, was presumably 
intended to establish the two coins in question. I have never met Mr. 
and Mrs. Ostheimer, but marvel at their apparent interest in, and strong 
enthusiasm for, our early dollars, and under no circumstances even 
remotely question the sincerity of Mr. Ostheimer’s intentions. Likewise, 

I have the strongest regard and respect for both Messrs. Werner and Bolender 
(both of whom I have known for years), as reputable DEALERS and fine 
GENTLEMEN. However - I strongly beg of you (and Lee too), to hurriedly 
call upon the very valuable services of the Eric P. Newman Numsimatic 
Education Society concerning this situation. Both Eric and Walter Breen 
deserve room for a rebuttal! This ludicrous but sad affair -- the 
alleged authentication of these pieces, needs to be straightened out, 
but fast! 

The 1804 dollar story is better left entirely to Newman, Breen, Lynn 
Glaser and Ken Bresset (who have been putting together the WHOLE story for 

- ■' -■■-==■== Creators of Distinguished Numismatic Auction Sale Catalogues - 
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many months), but I would like to quickly square away the 1805 dollar myth. 

The so-called silver dollar coinage of 1805 is easily explainable, 
when one understands that the supposed coinage of 321 pieces in that year, 
was purely a bookkeeping entry. On June 3 ? 1805, the Bank of the U. S. 
deoosited in the Mint, 25,971 oz., 15 dwt. gross, amounting to 26,000 oz. 
of standard silver, valued at $30,000. In this deposit, which was mainly 
composed of Spanish milled dollars, there were 321 U. S. dollars of 
previous mintage. These were not melted, but were returned by the Chief 
Coiner to the Mint Treasurer, on June 28th, 1805, together with 3^000 
quarter dollars. The reason why these coins were redelivered, was that 
no authority existed for recoinage of released American silver at that 
time. As Walter Breen so ably put it (ten years ago), "It was on account 
of this limitation in the laws (governing Mint procedure) that the Mint 
had no option but to re-release the 321 silver dollars brought in, although 
it is quite certain that they would probably be exported rapidly in the 
same manner in which the earlier dollars had been." All anyone has to 
do, is to dig out the entry in "Bullion Journal A" (National Archives), 
refer to Stewart*s "First United States Mint," or to read Breen's "Re¬ 
search in the Archives, Silver Coinage Figures Revised, Philadelphia 
Mint," CCJ, July - August, 1951. 

In addition to the above facts, the die state progression of*Reverse 
A" (as ennumerated by Mr. Ostheimer), itself knocks a big hole in the 
actual issue of 1805 dollars (in any year), as well as killing completely 
with one blow the story of contemporary 1804 issues. 

I'm with the late B. G. Johnson.' He often handled (and examined) more 
coins in a week, than the Academy Testing Labs or Lucius Pitkin could count 

in a month (providing they knew what they were looking at)I

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While I'm sounding off, would you please ask Mr. Ted N, Weissbuch, 
("The Confederate States of America: Its Monetary Problem") when and how 
the American Bank Note Co. (in New York) printed CSA Treasury Notes - 
I've never seen one i Also, you can tell him - there are THREE original 
CSA half dollars known, not two! Weight, photos and details re the third 
specimen will be forthcoming at an early date. 

Your comments re "Numisma," the INFREQUENT New Netherlands house 
organ (and propaganda sheet for a higher class hobby), are very much 
appreciated. There is no doubt that our publication "stands in a class 
by itself." ... We love to climb out on limbs and try to shake the tree. 

Lastly, I would like to comment upon Mr. Willem's remarks (in his 
excellent review of the recent Jack Burns Carnegie Museum publication), 
concerning the American Numismatic Society. Mr. Willem is generally right 
but in many ways wrong in stating that the ANS has, "despite its name, 
sadly neglected the American scene." I have long echoed the wail that 
the Society has defaulted in the tack of acting as a scientific center 
for American Numismatics - but, have they really much of a chance? Where 
can they find the staff personnel needed for continuous research in the 
U. S. field? The real scholars in contemporary North American Numismatics 
are the advanced private collectors. The few dealers with studious in¬ 
clination, are aggressive young men who choose to use their knowledge 
professionally, in order to make a far better living than any Institution 
could pay. The ANS, while certainly not the focal point of American 
numismatic learning it should be, has made some very notable contributions, 
including the splendid Noe and Newman monographs. Their facilities are 
open to any serious student, and the ANS staff bends over backwards to 

cooperate with the U. S. or Canadian researcher, collector or dealer.

Thank you for vour three letters of June 6th, which I will try to 
answer in turn. 


To begin with, I have followed your advice, and rewritten my letter 
to Bradfield about the 1804 and 1805 alterations. I left out my comments 
concerning the Confederate paper, "Numisma", the A. N. S., etc. I said 
substantially the same things in the second letter that 1 did in the 
first about the two dollars but I tempered my language considerably. 

I now understand that these coins never got to B. G. Johnson, but that 
they were brought from Spink's a few years before the war, to New York, 
showed around, and finally ended up with old Zerbe, who was quite a sport. 
Morton Stack remembers seeing them when that firm was located on 6th Ave., 
which would indicate that they were imported in 1.938 or a year or two 
earlier. At that time, according to Stack, they were examined by Howland 
Wood and F. C. C. Boyd. Both were highly amused by them. It seems 
strange to me, that Zerbe did not sell these pieces to the Chase Bank, 
when he sold them the rest of his stuff, but instead let the Chase Bank 
purchase a "third Festrite'* of 1804.

I believe that your question is clearly answered 
in the article as printed in the magazines, as I 
understand your question. 

The dies as need for these coins have been carefully 
studied and compared during the 3 weeks I had the coins 
for study.

dollars are different from any other of the early dollar 
dies used for other dates. They were used only for these 
coins.

The reverse of she lSOlt dollar shows one state 0 ? the A reverse 
while the 1805? reverse shows a completely different stage. The 
most outstanding difference is the top of the F and the con¬ 
nection of the upright of the F with the top. There is a large 
webbing on the 1301* between the upright of the F and the top 
of the F. I find that the 1301 variety 3-2, 1602 variety - 2 , 
1802 variety B -6 and 1303 variety B -6 show the large webbing 
on the F and the 1803 variety B-U shows insignificant webbing. 

I do not have a specimen of the 1802 B-l or 1802 B-h. and wonder 
if you would look at these and see whether they are of the 
one type or the other. 

I also note a die break or defect in the form of a line after 
the D in UNITDD. Does this show on any other coins which you 
have found with Reverse A? I also note a die break develop¬ 
ing from the third cloud from the left into the field of stars. 
Does this die break show in any of the specimens you have 
examined? 

Reverse A naturally was r^cut and a very strong corroboration 
of your opinion is that the I 80 I 4 . reverse was subsequently used 
in making 1803 pieces. No doubt a number of dollars should be 
examined,even if from the sane dies, to see if they are the 
same state of the die.

Thank you for your letter of June 19, end I am glad to knov that you are 
going to talk about the 1804 Dollar problem at the ANA Convention in Atlanta. 

I agree that this is a veiy timely topic in view of the articles ■which have 
recently appeared on the new 1804 and 1805 Dollars. 

Yes, I remember when Zerbe purchased these two coins for his personal col¬ 
lection. It was in April, 1940, about eight months after he had retired 
from the Bank. According to my information the coins did come from England, 
so presumably Spink’s did know about them. However, Zerbe did not obtain 
them from Johnson, as the articles state, but from Miss M. A. Dunn, Brooklyn, 
iNew York. I think the enclosed copy of my letter to Miss Dunn at that time 
will answer your question as to what Zerbe and Johnson thought about these 1804 & 
1805 Silver Dollars. 

In reconstructing this story it seems to me that Spink’s probably recom¬ 
mended to the individual in England tha t the coins should be shown to B. G. 
Johnson in St. Louis. The coins were sent to him either by the person in 
England or through Miss Dunn as Johnson returned the pieces to Miss Dunn 
with a letter in which he stated that they were not genuine. Mr. Johnson 
apparently suggested to Miss Dunn that she show the coins to Zerbe. When 
Zerbe confirmed Johnson’s opinion that the 1804 and 1805 Silver Dollars 
were altered dates, Miss Dunn had the authority to sell them. 

I trust that this information will be of assistance to you.

Your letters of June 15 and June 20 
have been received, and l thank you for your interest in the 1804 
and 1805 coins. 

We just arrived home at midnight yesterday, after a 3 week trip 
so that I am very pressed for time, but want to get a short letter 
off to you. 

I do not blame you for doubting these rare finds, for you are only 
like Burdette Johnson, and Farran Zerbe, and myself, when we first saw 
the coins. I could not believe it myself at first, and of course began 
my examinations of the coins on the very premises that they were false, 
and all I had to do was to see why, and find that out. 

But the research has been long and thorough and I am sure of my 
ground, or I would not have subscribed to what I believe is the most 
exciting project in my 55 years of numismatics. Most of the "old-time 
numismatists" as you call them have written to me, and they know me well, 
and they have always respected my opinions, and do now. Those who 
do not, simply are not qualified to pass an opinion on such pieces. 

I was at the business before any of them started, except for Norman 
Shultz of Salt Lake City, who began at the same time. 

As stated in the article printed, we did study the Reverse A dies 
of the dollars of 1801, 1802, and 1803 that were struck with those 
dies, and we used a large number of coins and duplicates and most of 
them in wonderful preservation, in a special study of the sequences, 
to determine our findings. This was so very important in establishing 
their period and year of coinage. You are so right in bringing out this 
Point as important. Yes, indeed, that line (die break) after the D in 
UNITED does show on other coins of reverse A, in fact is one of the 
peculiarities, that we follow. Our efforts in this sequence work were 
very interesting and thorough, and as stated in the article, were checked 
by other series collectors of the series who own the largest collections of 
them, and are qualified as specialists in the field. 

It would have been wonderful to have had you here when Mrs. 

Ostheimer.and I were examining a great number of dollars with reverse A, 
and studying them for the sequence. The findings as stated in the 
article are correct in my opinion.

The movement of the stars and the formation of the date seems 
to have been done by tooling. The metal is just delicately 
pushed into new positions which does not affect its structure.

The Smith of Ann Street cent alterations were 
similarly made as were other so-called rarities. 

I know you will re study the coins based upon the foregoing* 

I am the first to realize how you could have been decieved.

Dear Eric, 

I have |jeard that you are going to lecture on the 1304-1305 
alleged dollars at Atlanta. I hope respect, if any, for Lou 
Werner will not blunt your perceptions. I am personally 
nauseated by the article in the NSB on that pair of coins. 

Tpe available evidence seems sufficient in my mind to condemn 
them both. 

(1) The 4 in LW T s ”1304” is altogether unlike that in the eagle 
or half dollar of the year, something contrary to precedent. The 
layout of the coin is obviously copied from that of the (Gobrecht?) 
1304’s of the 133S-42 period, complete with the star very close to 
Y and the spacing of the date. LW would say that it is the other 
way around—that the more familiar beaded-border 1304’s were copied 
from his coin as prototype. But this is dreadfully ad hoc, isn’t 
it? And how convenient that the LW coin was etched by the testing 
company so that any traces of alteration would no longer survive. 

(2) The 1305 is obviously not worth considering further—the numeral 
5 is stylistically preposterous, being altogether unlike that on the 
half dollar or any other US mint product; and £W has always insisted 
that it was "one of the 321 minted that year” though I branded it a 
fabrication as far back as 1954i possibly 1953* I have a photo of it 
dating back quite a distance. It is not clear enough to show traces 
of alteration, but again the etching by the testing company was so 
convenient... And LW blinds himself to: 

(3$ Bullion Journal, in the Nat'l Archives, specifically confirms 
Stewart in saying that the 321 dollars of 1305 were dollars_of pre¬ 
vious years brought in for recoinage^Wittr Spanish dollars/. The Direc¬ 
tor of the Mint also testified - , as is familiar enough, that no dollars 
had been coined since 1304. And 

(4) Not only does the ”1305" if genuine require disbelief of documents 
in the archives, it also demands belief that various 1303 B-6’s were 
struck later. T$re final state of reverse die of 1303 B-6 is common 
enough in my experience that many thousands must have been struck. Exit 
the 1305. 

(5) Later reverse states of 1302-3 coins indicate that many thousands 
—probably more than the 19,569 LW would have us believe—must have 
followed LW’s ”1304.” 

I personally have no doubt that the extremely i 'probable did happen: 
some skilful forger found unlisted obv. dies of 1302 (for the ”1&04”) 
and 1303 (for the 1305) and decided to capitalize on the discovery; 
for supposedly genuine dollars of hitherto unknown dates would be worth 
far more, commercially, than mere die varieties. In fact, this course 
might have been suggested to him &y the descriptions in Hasfclfcine’s 
Type Table Catalogue of 1331, for the star’s almost -touching the Y is 
extremely distinctive. 1300 B-20 is the only other die that shares this 
feature. A muling of the 1300 B-20 obv. with the 1301-2-3 reverse might 
have qualified, though the picture in the NSB is too poor for me to 
tell.

The article told of the known facts on the two coins, the 
metallagraphical reports—two of four tests that had been made up to 
that time, and the opinion of M. H. Bolender, author of the standard 
work on the dollars of that era, "The United States Early Silver 
Dollars from 179lj. to 1803.” 

On the basis of the two reports and of Bolender 1 s opinion 
that the coins were genuine, the Ostheimers purchased the coins from 
coin dealer Louis S. Werner and wrote the article that appeared in 
June. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Ostheimer were in the aufeience listening 
to Newman*s speech, as was Louis Werner.

Your request for the 1802/1 B-4 dollar with more extended die break may 
take sorn time to fulfill. I can quote the following from my annotated copy of Bolender: 

1 Crack ((illustrated by a drawing in the book)) becomes heavy through bust, almost or 

quite touches 13th star; not rare. Rev. shows rust spots under E and right of D; these 
extend and become heavy. Not rare. Kohen v s dollar with wide double profile has what 
looks like a crack (die ^injury which fades?) from left stand of M to ribbon to branch. 

Only 12 arrows show on this piece; cf. Ferguson Haines 494 (1830; --same coin?, weak strike?.

Ard under 1803 8-6, which is at least as relevant: 

©bv. The crack of B-6a (commoner than B-6 perfect die) goes through inner points of 
11th through 13th stars, outer points of 13th through 8th in later stages. Rev. As in 
1802/1 B-4, the defects (rust marks) at ED ((illustrated by drawing)) more extended; 
others at wing tip between D and S ((ill. by drawing)) heavier than 1303 or 1802/1 8-4 v s; 
often shows rim break over TED and break extended joining wingtip and border ((ill. 
by drawing)). ((Incidentally, this by itself would kill the Ostheimer ”1805”.)) 

It follows that if the ”1804” of Ostheimer was authentic, it would have to be made between 
earliest and latest states of 1802/1 B-4, and before any of the 1803 B-6 v s. I am inclined 
to consider the case closed against the coin in question. There is no doubt in my mind that 
1802/1 B-4 specimens exist with later REVERSE die state than the ”1804” as well as earlier 
reverse die states. Would the mint have altered the 1802 die to 1804 and then .re-altered it 
back to 1802? Particularly with the tampered stars? 

I give copies of the drawings in question. 



These are not rare; both the 1802/] and the 1803 B-6 are common dollars, despite 
Bolender v s rarity ratings. But finding these die states (which were unknown to Haseltine 
and Bolender) might be timeconsuming. I have no doubt that an intensive canvass of early 
dollars in dealers’' stocks and in date collections would turn them up; but how much time 
and effort is it worth? Incidental Iv, Dr. Si eldon knows of the same kind of w o rkm ans hip - - 
seemingly undetectable alteration or displacements of numerals and letters--on large 
cents; apparently the same engraver did these too, or else someone rediscovered his 
techniques. Cf. the "possible new variety of 1801 V in the "Dupont” sale of 1954. Foil might 
ask him about other instances; he mentioned them but didiT t elaborate. 


I still hate to see Louis Werner get away with this. It is beyond doubt the biggest swindle in 
numismatic history. I am putting an editorial in NUM JOURNAL to the effect that the 
identification of these dollars points up the need for reliable authentication now on almost 
every rarity in the US & Colonial series. A sort of board of experts cculd do it; ANS could 
but hardly has time; I could--in some series anyway (not necessarily pioneer £ gold).

Thank you for publishing my article about the 1953 Canadian Nickel 
Varieties in your November issue. I have been working on an article 
concerning the 1804 Silver Dollar Reverses which I planned to submit 
to The Coin Press Magazine. However, since it involves the Numismatic 
Scrapbook to a large degree I thought you might be interested in publishing 
it. 

In your June edition about the Contemporary 1804 and 1805 Silver Dollars 
by Alfred J. Ostheimer III, the reverses are described as Reverse A for 
both specimens. Actually the 1804 and 1805 reverses as pictured in the 
June, 1961, differ from each other in more than one way. The third cloud 
from the left differs. (Compare both) 

The 1804 reverse shows shafts on the third highest arrow from the bottom 
and also from third highest arrow from top. On the 1805 no shafts show on 
corresponding arrows. Possible difference in the size: the o to the f in 
the of on 1805. It is possible these differences could be attributed to worn 
state of the die: however, the upper beak of the Eagle on the 1804 looks as 
if it has a die break near the end giving the effect of a broken beak. The 
1805 struck after the 1804 has a gracefully curved upper Eagle's beak with 
no sign of a broken beak. BolendJ^r's Reverse A shows upper and lower eagle's 
beak meeting at the two o'clock p&lnt of the Star near Eagle's beak. 

The Guide Book has an excellent Type 1, 1804 Dollar Reverse illustrated, 
however, the Type 2, 1804 Dollar Reverse illustrated is not as good as the 
one illustrated in The Standard Catalogue by Wayte Raymond or the one pictured 
in the December issue of the Scrapbook, page 3186. There is a meager descrip¬ 
tion of the two reverses but there are distinct differences between them. 

On the Type 1 Reverse the S and A in STATES are directly over cloud splits, 
on Type 2 they are not. 

On the Type 1 Reverse the upper Eagle's beak hits midway between the 12 
o'clock and 2 o'clock points of the star near its beak and does not quite 
touch. The lower beak touches the point. On the Type 2 Reverse the upper 
and lower beak meet at the two'o'clock point of the star near the Eagle's 
beak. 

In the August, 1961, edition of the Scrapbook it shows the Idler specimen 
which is listed in The Guide Book as Type 2 of the 1804 Dollars; however, if 
the photo is accurate the reverse is identical with Type 1 as listed in 
the Guide Book and not Type 2. (Compare)

The Editor of the Standard Catalogue of U.S. Coins has submitted 
to me a critique by Don Taxay and invited me to comment. This 
gesture is appreciated. 

Mr. Taxay has not contributed any new data which might cause me 
to change my opinion "that neither side has presented conclusive 
arguments and that the matter warrants further study". 

Mr. Taxay infers that I find fault with many of the opinions set forth 
by Mr. Eric Newman which had already been long-accepted by many 
prominent numismatists. To set the record straight, I, too, accept 
those same opinions which have been long-accepted. No fault is found 
with those previously accepted opinions and any inference to the con¬ 
trary is erroneous. 

Mr. Taxay's contention,that the "paradox" of the existence of coins 
of certain years which are not recorded as ever having been struck can 
be easily explained may be true, - it can be explained but the explana¬ 
tion cannot so easily be accepted. 

Mr. Taxay states that "if a die hadn't been used during the year in¬ 
tended (or if it were still serviceable at the end of that year), it was 
then used for the next. " Good enough as far as it goes — but it does 
not go far enough. There is no proof that a die could not have been 
used 2 years later or 3, or 5, etc. years later. Perhaps Mr. Newman's 
"magnus opus" will add pertinent information. Here Mr. Taxay may have 
an advantage. He has read it, I have not yet received the copy which 
has been requested. 

Mr. Taxay does not want to'lose sight of that every authority on U.S. 
coins who has expressed his opinion on the matter, from B.G. Johnson 
and Farran Zerbe to Eric Newman, John J. Ford, Jr. , Walter Breen and 
Vernon Brown, has categorically condemned these two pieces." For 
the record, so have I. 

May I summarize my stand in the matter? 

1. For a long time, I was aware of the existence of the coins and had 
"condemned" them. 

2. When the Ostheimer evidence was presented, I found it interesting, 
provocative, inconclusive. 

3. When the Newman evidence was presented, I found it equally in¬ 
teresting, more provocative, still inconclusive. 

4. Mr. Taxay has added nothing to change my mind.

In short, I can only repeat what I stated previously, and I quote - 
"Until more conclusive evidence is presented by one side or the 
other, the matter remains in a state of suspension. Certainly a new 
discovery must earn its niche and only proof beyond a shadow of a 
doubt is necessary. " 

Should anyone choose to infer that this is a statement of acceptance 
of genuineness then I have more than the "gift for the jewelled phrase" 
which Mr. Taxay has so generously applied to my humble words - then 
I have hypnotic qualities of which I have thus far been unaware. 

This opportunity to express these thoughts is one which I welcome and 
for which I am grateful. There are many who value an opinion based 
on a background of over 30 years of an active professional numismatist. 





I stand on neutral ground - not from Missouri but waiting to be "shown". 

The Ostheimers have accepted my stand as a reasonable one. They, too, 
would like to prove their point. They have given me credit for reasonable 
intelligence and honest analysis. It is not too much to ask Mr. Taxay 
to do the same. 

I might add that if I feel as I do, certainly there must be many more 
who have similar feelings on the subject. I am quite willing to be 
convinced - either way - but I shall not pretend nor will I be influenced 
by prejudice or wishful thinking.

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In 1836 the U.S.Kint began applying steam to the coinage 


presses* The heavier and more uniform pressure enabled the press to 

produce a smooth or reeded edge by confining the planchet in a collar 

when striking occurred and letting the dies force the metal against 

the collar. The dies instead of being larger than the coin had to fit 

the inside diameter of the colla ' so that the metal did

squeeze tynii to cause a wire edge. This method eliminated the 
possibility of lettered edges because the coin had to slide out of 
the collar when one die retracted and either raised or incused edge 
lettering would prevent the coin frora being extricated from the 
collar die.

The Zerbe I80U and l8o£ U. S. silver dollars were de¬

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coin. High magnification showed no joint on any part of the 
date on either coin. The most important point stressed respecting 
the lBOit and 180£ dollars, however, was that if the last figure 
of the date was disregarded, the obverse of each piece was diff¬ 
erent from all other known obverse die varieties. In other words, 
the relative position of the stars, letters and bust on each coin 
was different from all other obverses regardless of the date.

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DIAGNOSING THE ZERBE 180U AND 180£ DOLLARS

The Zerbe 180U and 180£ U. S. silver dollars were de¬ 
scribed for the first time in June, i?6l in a study published 
in The Numismatist, the Numismatic Scrapbook, and the Coin 
World. Their existence was unknown to most numismatists in¬ 
cluding myself. Their border dentilation is exactly like all 
other dollars dated 1803 or earlier which fact distinguishes 
them from the 180U dollars described in present and past numis¬ 
matic literature. Their edge lettering is perfect. They each 
have the reverse known as Bolender Reverse A which reverse was 
also used on an aggregate of six varieties of dollars dated 
1801, 1802, and 1803. Since altered date 180U dollars are not 
uncommon a large amount of research went into the elimination

of the possibility that the last figure of the date of a dollar 
from an earlier year had been removed and either a separate 
figure U or £ soldered or otherwise affixed to the original 
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coin. High magnification showed no joint on any part of the 
date on either coin. The most important point stressed respecting 
the ldOU and 1805 dollars, however, was that if the last figure 
of the date was disregarded, the obverse of each piece was diff¬ 
erent from all other known obverse die varieties. In other words, 
the relative position of the stars, letters and bust on each coin 
was different from all other obverses regardless of the date. 

Botjh coins were sent from England to Miss A, A. Dunn of 
Brooklyn in 1939 with the suggestion oy Spinks of London that 
they be shown to the late B. G. Johnson of t. Louis for veri¬ 
fication. Arthur B. Kelley, the well-known St. Louis dealer, 
remembers Johnson showing them to him at that time. Johnson 
wrote to Miss Dunn that they were not genuine. Parran Zerbe, 
retired curator of the then Chase National Bank, considered 
them alterations as did his successor, Vernon L. Brown. Zerbe 
bought them for £0 in April, 19li0.
